Member of Main Street Methodist Church, was General 
Superintendent of its Church School for more than twenty years, 
and is at present a member of the Commission on Education and the 
Board of Trustees of that Church. 


Charter member and Past President of the Gastonia Civitan 
Club, is President of the Gastonia Masonic Temple Association, and 
a member of the Gaston Country Club.

REPORT CF THE GRAND MASTER 
(Docket No. 1) 


M.'.W..Brother Robert L. Pugh, Grand Master of Ma- 
sons in North Carolina, delivered the following report 
which was referred to the Board of General Purposes (See 
pages 120 and 121 of these Proceedings for the distribution 
of the report) : 


To The Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of North Carolina: 


BRETHREN: 


At last we are assembled here in this beautiful, colorful 
and colonial City of Wilmington, and I have the happy priv- 
ilege of extending to you a hearty welcome to this, the One 
Hundred and Sixty-eighth Annual Communication of the 
Grand Lodge of North Carolina. This welcome I extend to 
you, as representatives of the fifty-one Masonic districts 
in our Grand Jurisdiction, and to our distinguished visitors, 
- who have come from far and wide to unite with us in this 
great celebration. How pleasant it is that all of you can be 
with us at this time. 


Our Grand Lodge accepted the invitation to meet in this 
historic city in order that we might unite with Saint John's 
Lodge No. 1 in the celebration of a great milestone in its 
. career: its 200th Anniversary. Think of it, my brethren. 
This lodge, which has been so influential in Masonic cir- 
cles in North Carolina, furnishing so many outstanding 
leaders who have taken their places in political, commer- 
cial, industrial and fraternal spheres, is now celebrating 
. its 200th birthday. It was born in 1755, before the French 
and Indian War, before the War of the American Revolu- 
tion, when we won our independence from England. Think 
of the interesting and fascinating chapters of history which 
this grand old lodge has witnessed, not only the wars which 
I have already mentioned, but our beginnings as a free and 
an independent nation, our early struggle for existence, and 
once again in 1812 engaged in conflict with the Mother 
Country, the beginnings of the Industrial Revolution, the 
War Between the States, the days of reconstruction, and 
then the turn of the century, the extension of our frontiers 
to the Pacific Coast, our territorial expansion, our partici- 
pation in the first of who knows how many World Wars, 
and our subsequent emergence as a world power, taking our 
place at the top in the leadership of the world; another 
World War and the dawn of the Atomic Era, with its mul- 
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tiplied promises of a civilization completely revolutionized. 
All of these things this great lodge has witnessed, and in 
all of them it has played a part. In many instances its part 
has been a vital one, and its contribution to the welfare of 
the fraternal world and to civilization has been eternal in 
its consequences. And now that it is in the 200th year of 
its existence, we are more than happy to avail ourselves of 
the opportunity and of the privilege of meeting with them, 
and of sharing with them the many joys and blessings of 
this happy occasion. To the living members of this lodge 
we salute you and express to you our heartiest felicitations 
upon this achievement and our best wishes for a future 
even greater than your glorious past. To those of this mem- 
bership who have made their contribution and who have 
passed on through the unseen portals, we bow our heads in 
gratitude for the lives that they lived and the influence 
that was theirs. Masonry in North Carolina today is richer 
and healthier because of the labors of these brethren. 


We thank you then, my brethren, for the gracious invi- 
tation which you extended to us to meet with you on this 
occasion. The Grand Lodge of North Carolina is happy in- 
deed to make an expression recognizing the service that 
you have rendered to the cause of Freemasonry. 


We would also like to extend a special word of welcome 
to our distinguished guests from other Grand Jurisdictions 
who have honored us with their presence on this occasion. 
It has been my happy privilege during the year to meet 
with a few of you, and I can record with great pleasure 
the magnificent manner in which I was received in every 
Grand Jurisdiction I visited. You were more than kind and 
generous and gracious in your reception of me, and for these 
expressions of your fraternal love, I am indeed grateful. 
We are making an effort to do everything possible to make 
your stay with us a memorable one, one that you will cher- 
ish as long as you live, so that in days to come whenever 
the Grand Lodge of North Carolina is mentioned you will 
have a most delightful and pleasant experience of memory 
recall. It is indeed a pleasure to have you with us. 


While we are happy to share with Saint John's Lodge 
No. 1 the joys of their anniversary celebration, at the same 
time I would have you know that you are meeting in the 
City of Wilmington as the guests of all Master Masons 
here. In addition to Saint John's Lodge No. 1, there are 
two other lodges in this interesting city, namely, Wilming- 
ton Lodge No. 319 and Orient Lodge No. 395, all of whom 
are acting as your hosts. They would have me express to 
you their sincerest appreciation and gratitude for the dis- 
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tinguished honor you have conferred upon them by meet- 
ing with them on this occasion. Should there be anything 
necessary to make your stay a more pleasant and enjoyable . 
one, you have only to mention it to one of these brethren 
and your wishes will be fulfilled. 


It is my fondest hope that the inspiration of the setting 
and the purpose of this Annual Communication will bring 
to you something of lasting value, something that will 
enable you to return to your respective lodges with a re- 
newed zeal and enthusiasm to do everything in your power 
to intensify the work of your lodge, to carry back to your 
officers and your brethren, a nobler conception of the pur- 
pose of our existence as a fraternity and a willingness to 
accept the challenge of greater opportunities. If this can 
be the result of our meeting here in this hospitable city, 
then our time will indeed have been well spent, and the 
certainty of a happy, useful and glorious future will be our 
proud possession. 


Three hundred and sixty-four days ago you conferred 
upon me the high honor and sacred privilege of serving 
you as your Grand Master. At the time I accepted that re- 
sponsibility, I informed you that there were certain defi- 
nite activities in which I was interested, and in the further- 
ance of which I solicited your happy and spontaneous co- 
operation. This program which I presented to you in a skel- 
etonized form at that time is further detailed in another 
section of this report, and I need not go into it at this time. 
I desire here only to record the fact that I have done 
the very best I could with my limited means and ability 
during this period of service to present this program in 
as practical a manner as was possible. It was well received 
everywhere. In many places there was an enthusiastic re- 
sponse, and I shall be eternally grateful to my brethren 
for their willingness to accept the challenge and respond 
to the call. In this report which follows I am giving an ac- 
count of my stewardship during these inspiring months. 
I have had many shortcomings, and I have made many mis- 
takes. Like my Episcopalian brethren, “I have done so 
many things that I should not have done, and I have left 
undone so many things that I should have done, that there 
is no health in me." Really, I have joked about my Metho- 
dist brethren so many times during the year that it seems 
indeed strange to be referring to the Episcopalians. I am 
going to give my Methodist friends a rest, however, and 
I feel quite confident they will appreciate the change. I 
sincerely trust that this record of my stewardship will be 
acceptable. 
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PROGRAM FOR THE YEAR 


On April 21, 1954, when I was installed as Grand Mas- 
ter of Masons in North Carolina, I made the following state- 
ment: *My life from the standpoint of its vocational inter- 
est has been lived in a dual capacity. I have labored both 
in the field of education and in the ministry, two closely 
related fields of service. In both of these endeavors, I have 
observed something of the wonderful opportunities present- 
ed to the Masonic fraternity to make itself a much greater 
dynamic force. What a tremendous, powerful good it can 
be in both of these great fields! Our public schools are in 
far greater danger today than they have ever been before, 
in danger from attacks being made upon them by outside 
forces and influences, grave and insidious dangers! Our 
churches are also confronted with grave danger, but this 
danger comes almost as much from within as from without. 
Masonry can be and it should be a vital force in strengthen- 
ing these two great institutions, and I pledge to you at this 
moment that it shall be my sacred responsibility to make 
as strong an appeal as I possibly can to the 56,000 Masons 
m ab Carolina to unite with me in a gigantic effort to 
this end." 


From this moment until Saturday, May 8, when we had 
our conference in Raleigh for all of the District Deputy 
Grand Masters, I gave considerable consideration to the 
manner in which my installation statement to the Grand 
Lodge might be implemented. Accordingly, when our Dis- 
trict Deputy Grand Masters assembled in Raleigh to make 
plans and preparations for the year's work, I made this 
statement to them with respect to our program involving 
cooperation with the churches: “This item in our program 
is fundamental in its importance and in its implication. Our 
Order is based upon a firm belief and faith in God. That 
being true, we have every right to let the churches in our 
community know that the Masonic Lodge now and hence- 
forth will serve as their right arm; that our lodges can be 
depended upon at any time that the churches may see fit 
to call upon them. In order that this cooperation might be 
demonstrated, at least in a small measure, let the lodge in 
each community plan for a group visitation to the church 
of its choice or its selection, attending the service at least 
once each quarter, asking the minister of that particular 
church to base his message for that service on brotherly 
love, fraternity, etc. A special committee from each lodge 
will be necessary to see that this program is invoked. Con- 
tact your lodges frequently to determine the progress that 
this program is making." 
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Let it be said to the everlasting credit of these faithful 
District Deputy Grand Masters that they immediately em- 
braced this particular item of the program and went back 
to their districts, getting word to their lodges immediately 
concerning this phase of the year's activities. 


Following this we began our series of district meetings 
on Wednesday, June 9, 1954, and continued with a rather 
fast schedule of district meetings, concluding on July 30. 
During this intensive period we held thirty district meet- 
ings. There were two or three scattered meetings to be held 
after this, but for the most part the work was done by 
July 30. In each one of these meetings, we placed quite a 
bit of emphasis upon this phase of the program and urged 
brethren to fall in line with the idea, each lodge being re- 
quested to attend the church of its choice once a quarter. 
This was not a new idea by any means. Many a lodge in 
North Carolina had done it many a time before. This was 
merely an effort to arrive at concerted action involving 
every one of the 56,000 Masons in North Carolina. At these 
district meetings there were quite a number of brethren 
who reported on the success their lodges had already had 
with this type of program. They spoke in glowing terms of 
their willingness to fall in line with it, and before our dis- 
trict meetings were concluded, we had already received 
quite a large number of reports from the lodges in the state, 
giving testimonials concerning the results of the church at- 
tendance in their lodge. This type of program continues to 
appeal to the brethren and to demonstrate beneficial re- 
sults. I have had the pleasure of assisting in quite a num- 
ber of worship services of this type, both with local lodges 
and with district services. In fact the most pleasant week- 
ends that I have experienced during my year as Grand Mas- 
ter have been those in which I was permitted to assist in 
a worship service. 


In this respect I believe that Masonry in North Carolina 
is on the right track, and that the continuation of such a 
program as this will inevitably create a higher degree of 
spirituality among the membership of our fraternity. This 
cannot but be reflected in increased interest in the lodge 
and all of its activities. I can conclude this portion of my 
report by saying that it is not too much to expect that out 
of such a program as this will emerge (1) stronger lodges, 
and (2) stronger churches. 


In connection with that phase of our program dealing 
with the public schools, I made this statement to our Dis- 
trict Deputy Grand Masters: “The public school system in 
North Carolina and throughout the United States is now 
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confronted with a danger, the like of which it has never 
been confronted with before. If the public school system 
could receive only a small fraction of the devotion, the in- 
terest and the loyalty of its patrons that some of our paro- 
chial schools are receiving from their patrons, there would 
be no means of measuring the progress that we might be 
able to make. We can lose our public school system, and in 
the course of time we will lose it, unless that system re- 
ceives the support of the people who are interested in main- 
taining a free public school system for the boys and girls 
of this state and of this nation. Therefore, I urge you to 
request each lodge in your district to appoint a Public 
School Committee at once. Let this committee get together 
and determine ways and means by which it can support the 
public school system in its community or in its district, 
whichever the case may be. Let them invite the public 
school officials for a conference upon the matter.” 


Almost every one of the lodges in North Carolina did 
appoint a Public School Committee, and in a great many 
instances this committee made its contact with the public 
school administrative authorities, and in a conference dis- 
eussion talked about ways and means by which the commit- 
tee might be helpful in implementing the public school pro- 
gram. As I look back upon the experiences of this year with 
respect to this particular phase of the program, and as 1 
seek to evaluate the activities in this part of the program, 
I am somewhat of the opinion that thus far we have hardly 
gone beyond what might be termed a good public relations 
phase or a goodwill gesture. I regret very much that I have 
not had the time this year to delve further into the possibil- 
ities of this program. I am convinced, however, that it does 
contain amazing potentialities which should be explored 
very thoroughly by those who are capable of making such 
a study. Several Grand Jurisdictions in the United States 
have been tremendously successful in this type of program, 
notably Texas and California, and North Carolina could 
well afford to give considerable attention to what has been 
done in other states, and more pointedly what might be 
done in North Carolina to keep our public schools public. 


The third big item in our program for the year was 
handed to us by The Grand Lodge of North Carolina last 
April when it gave us permission to go before the Masons 
of North Carolina with an appeal to help erect a recrea- 
tional building for the boys and girls at Oxford Orphanage. 
Plans had already been drawn or suggested for a suitable 
building which would cost approximately $250,000 fully 
equipped. Of this amount $150,000 was either on hand or 
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in sight, and the Grand Lodge in effect said: "If you will 
now go before the 56,000 Masons in North Carolina and 
obtain the additional $100,000 from them, you may then 
proceed to erect the building." Accordingly, Superintend- 
ent Leon Gray and I made our plans for the presentation 
of this program throughout the state in the various district 
meetings. The ground work for this campaign was very 
adequately laid in the June 1st issue of The Orphans' Friend 
and Masonic Journal when the Superintendent came for- 
ward with a very interesting front page display of the con- 
templated project at the Orphanage. In this very intriguing 
description of the project such eye-catching phrases as the 
following were used: “Oxford Orphanage's Greatest Need: 
A Recreational Building.” “We bring the children in to eat. 
to sleep, to work, to study, to worship, to be healed, WE 
SEND THEM OUT TO PLAY.” “Oxford Orphanage has 
never had any building to provide a physical educational 
and recreational program. lt has been necessary to main- 
tain all of the recreational activities out of doors.” “A vaca- 
tion fund for the children's fun." *One Hundred Thousand 
Dollars Needed to Do the Job." *Have Fun with the Vaca- 
tion Fund." *Give a part of your vacation fund to build a 
place for play at Oxford Orphanage." "Spare a day so the 
kids can play." And thus we proceeded to carry the story to 
56,000 Masons in North Carolina, asking the lodges to con- 
tribute either in a special campaign or by allocating the 
funds from their treasury, whichever seemed the more prac- 
tical. At every district meeting Brother Gray was very faith- 
ful in his presentation of this appeal. Everywhere the breth- 
ren assured us of their interest in the project, and by the 
time we had concluded most of our district meetings, we had 
reached the conclusion that we would have no difficulty 
in raising the $100,000. However, by the middle of August 
we could account for only about $14,000 of the total amount 
needed. Then we became somewhat alarmed and issued 
another appeal to the brethren. This second appeal brought 
forth a response that was beautiful indeed. By this time 
most of our brethren whose income depended upon the fall 
markets were now able to make their contributions, and 
the money began to come in beautifully. I am now not only 
happy but exceedingly thrilled to report to the brethren 
that we have more than reached our goal. The total amount 
we have on hand from this campaign to date is $101,116.54. 
This amount has been contributed by the 229 lodges in 
North Carolina who made their contributions averaging 
$2.00 or more per member. In addition to this number, 
there were ninety-one lodges who did make a gift, but not 
in an amount averaging $2.00 per member. There were 
nineteen lodges in the state who contributed nothing to 
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the project. At this point it should be said in justification 
of some of these nineteen lodges who contributed nothing 
that many of them were heavily involved in building cam- 
paigns of their own, with the financial condition of some 
of which I have been only too familiar. Thus the goal has 
been reached. The bids for the building were received; the 
contract was awarded; construction has begun; and the 
cornerstone was laid Wednesday morning, April 6 at 11:00 
o'clock, with the Grand Master calling an Emergent Com- 
munication of the Grand Lodge for the purpose. This third 
E milestone in the life of our Orphanage has now been: 
reached. 


I speak of it as the third milestone because to me the 
erection of this building completes a long range and well- 
rounded program involving the three-fold nature of each 
individual—the mind, the spirit and the body. Unless all 
three of these important segments of the individual's life 
are properly trained, we cannot expect the individual to 
present a well-rounded personality. At the Orphanage we 
have in a very beautiful way created an organization which 
provides an excellent academic training for the child. When 
he graduates from our high school he has received a good, 
normal high school education. He is trained in certain vo- 
cations, and in the event additional training is necessary 
for the vocation he desires to enter, we make plans as best 
we can for the provision of such additional training. Thus 
in a very fine way we have taken care of the mental de- 
velopment of the children. Some years ago the Grand York 
Rite Bodies of North Carolina took a good look at the cam- 
pus of our great institution, and they realized that there 
were no adequate means for the spiritual development of 
our children. They thereupon made plans for the erection 
of a chapel which would adequately take care of this great 
need, and under the sponsorship of the Grand York Rite 
Bodies of North Carolina, assisted by many thousands of 
Master Masons and even non-Masons in this great state, 
a campaign was waged to make provision for this chapel. 
This undertaking was very successful, and on May 4, 1954, 
I had the pleasure of participating in the dedication ser- 
vice of this beautiful chapel, which will stand as a mem- 
orial to the deep and abiding interest that Masonry in North 
Carolina has for the spiritual development of its wards. 
Thus we had taken care of the academic needs and of the 
spiritual needs, and yet at the same time there was no in- 
door facility by which a physical education program in- 
volving all children could be organized and operated. Such 
development had to be taken care of out of doors. And this 
was the great need which the Grand Lodge last April 
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authorized us to relieve. Now we look forward to the com- 
pletion of this building, and that will complete the three- 
fold training program of the mind, the spirit, and the body. 
Of course this does not mean that there are no further 
needs at the Orphanage. There are, and as time goes by 
these needs will be presented to our brethren. Furthermore, 
I am so confident of the willingness of our brethren to sup- 
port their Orphanage, that I know as these needs are pre- 
sented, the response will always be as prompt and as beau- 
tiful as it has been with respect to the need of the recrea- 
tional building. 

Thus the major items of our program for the year were 
presented to the brethren, and their response as you have 
observed has been most generous. As a matter of fact, it 
has been so generous and enthusiastic that I should like 
at this time to recommend the appointment of a permanent 
committee which would be known as a “Program or Policy 
Committee" or some other suitable designation. This com- 
mittee would have the responsibility of determining suit- 
able long range programs, the benefits of participation in 
which would accrue to the Craft in our state over a period 
of years. Heretofore each Grand Master has had his own 
program which terminated at the conclusion of his year 
of administration. His successor immediately instituted 
another program, and it concluded when his year ended. 
Thus we have had a series of many, many programs in all 
of which there has been much good. Yet at the same time 
I am convinced that in addition to these annual programs, 
the Grand Lodge could well afford to embark upon a pro- 
gram which would be of a more or less permanent nature 
and could be followed successfully over a period of years. 
Certainly the idea of a church-attendance program suggests 
spiritual implications which could and would challenge 
the thinking of a competent committee which would incor- 
porate the idea of spiritual values over a long period of time, 
suggesting ways and means by which these spiritual values 
could be achieved. The same thing is true with respect to 
the educational program. There are many states in the union 
that have delved very deeply into such a program and have 
been so successful in it that they have achieved national 
acclaim. Such a program suggests very definite possibilities 
for North Carolina. A committee such as is contemplated 
could well afford to explore the possibilities of such a pro- 
gram in which we could participate without, at the same 
n assuming the nature and characteristics of a civic 
club. 

It has seemed to me also that there is a definite need in 
North Carolina for such a committee to serve as a clearing 
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house of ideas, ideas which would help the lodges in the 
State to stimulate more interest in attendance at meetings. 
It has been my happy privilege to observe certain activities 
which are being used by many lodges in the State to stimu- 
late interest. As 1 conducted my district meetings in the 
State, I made an effort to list these various activities and 
to spend some time in discussion of them at the afternoon 
sessions. By the time I had completed the district meetings, 
I had compiled a rather extensive list of interesting activi- 
ties which ought to be made available to all of the lodges in 
the State. Lodges that have participated in these activities 
have testified freely concerning their value with respect to 
attendance. 


Brethren, I am tremendously concerned about the man- 
ner in which such a committee can provide a better stimulus 
and more interest in our lodge meetings. I have made a 
rather informal survey of the lodges in North Carolina, 
and in the same manner I have discussed the idea with a 
number of Grand Masters of other Grand Jusisdictions, 
and everywhere the answer has been the same: Attendance 
at lodge meetings is hardly ever averaging more than ten 
per cent for our stated communications. Certainly we can- 
not look at this figure and say that we are doing our best. 
No church, no civic club, no organization of almost any other 
kind could exist upon such an attendance as this. Further- 
more I don't believe that Masonry is being fair to itself 
when it takes a look at such a figure as this, and turns its 
back upon it, sticks its hands in its pockets and walks in- 
differently away. We have not “sold a bill of goods" in 
North Carolina until we can adequately accept the challenge 
that is made to us as we look boldly at such a low attend- 
ance figure and strive to do something about it. There 
are many answers to this problem, and I certainly make 
no claim to having possession of all of the answers. I have 
observed a few of them, however, some others of which 
will be discussed in other portions of this report. For the 
purposes of this section of the discussion, however, I am 
suggesting the appointment of a committee to tackle this 
problem. 

VISITATIONS 


Since I have always loved to travel and to visit other 
places and other people, I have had ample opportunity dur- 
ing the past year to satisfy my deep longings in this re- 
spect. I have met with brethren all over the State, traveling 
over 25,000 miles in my automobile to unite with them in 
some form of Masonic service, whether it was in a district 
meeting, a past master's night, a ladies” night banquet, a 
Masonie worship service, or in à Stated Communication, 
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or in an Emergent Communieation of the Grand Lodge. 
The brethren were more than generous in their invitations 
to me. Since my time was quite naturally limited, I found 
it necessary to decline quite a number of invitations. I only 
wish it had been possible to accept them all. Such, of course, 
was impossible. I also had the opportunity to make several 
out-of-state visits. On these occasions I used the airplane as 
a means of transportation, thus reducing considerably the 
demands upon my time. I had the pleasure of visiting the 
Grand Lodge of South Carolina, the Grand Lodge of Illinois, 
and the Grand Lodge of Georgia. 


I should also like to report that it was made possible 
for the Grand Master's office to be represented at other 
meetings during the year through the kindly and gracious 
cooperation of some of my close friends and co-workers. 
I was particularly fortunate in having the assistance of 
the Deputy Grand Master, who had been more than faithful 
in his willingness to provide any assistance that he might 
be called upon to render. He responded in a very beautiful 
way every time that I called upon him, and I would like to 
record here my deep and sincere appreciation to the Right 
Worshipful Brother Charles H. Pugh, Deputy Grand Mas- 
ter. He very ably represented me at the 100th Anniversary 
Celebration of Winston Lodge No. 167 on December 8, 1954, 
and at the 150th Anniversary Celebration of Liberty Lodge 
No. 45 on December 10, 1954. 


I was also fortunate in having the assistance of Most 
Worshipful Brother Edwin T. Howard, Past Grand Mas- 
ter, who represented me in a visitation to the Grand Lodge 
of Cuba for the dedication of its new National Temple. 
Most Worshipful Brother Herbert M. Foy, Past Grand 
Master, also assisted me quite ably in the dedication of tem- 
ples, as did also Right Worshipful Brother John C. Vance, 
Senior Grand Warden. These brethren all carried out spe- 
cial assignments, but I am also grateful to the many others 
among our Past Grand Masters, our Grand Lodge Officers, 
and the many other Masonic stalwarts in our Grand Juris- 
diction who responded so beautifully every time I called 
upon them. If I have enjoyed any degree of success what- 
soever in the administration of the affairs of the Grand 
Lodge during this past year, I can honestly and truthfully 
say that it is because of the splendid support and able as- 
sistance that has been given to me by these many brethren. 


DISTRICT MEETINGS 


As we embarked upon our schedule of district meetings 
this year, we tried a little different arrangement from 
that which had been used in the past. This year the Grand 
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Secretary, anxious to be on the job in the office in Raleigh 
and to clear up some of the work which had necessarily 
accumulated there, asked to be permitted to attend to these 
duties. His request was granted, and we thereupon organiz- 
ed our afternoon sessions on a little different basis. For 
the most part we attempted to provide a number of speak- 
ers for the afternoon session, each of whom was more or 
less a specialist in his field, and who could conduct a dis- 
cussion with the brethren for a short period of time. I am 
pleased to state that this plan proved very effective, and 1 
believe we carried to the brethren in the State quite a bit of 
information in which they were keenly interested and which 
apparently they desired to have. At various sessions I util- 
ized the services of the following brethren: Most Wor- 
shipful Brother Charles B. Newcomb, Past Grand Mas- 
ter, Past Grand Secretary, who discussed THE CODE and 
Masonic Jurisprudence. Brother Newcomb's contributions 
were very stimulating indeed. The Judge advocate, Wor- 
shipful Brother G. Dudley Humphrey, was always very 
interesting in his presentations of the “Trial Commis- 
sion". Every discussion of this type evokes questions 
from the brethren. As a matter of fact there were times 
when the questions were coming so fast and were consum- 
ing so much time that we had to use the gavel for that 
particular discussion. We also utilized the services of the 
Grand Lecturer, Worshipful Brother Cortez Lowery, who 
talked about the Certified Lecturer program and who also 
gave the brethren some very interesting demonstrations 
of some of our practical ceremonies. Superintendent A. D. 
Leon Gray was with us on almost every meeting, and of 
course he utilized his time in a discussion of the condition 
of the Orphanage and always concluding with a presenta- 
tion of the plans for the Recreation Building and an appeal 
for funds to erect the building. In most of our meetings 
we also had the presence of Brother George R. Bennette, 
Superintendent of the Masonic and Eastern Star Home, 
who quite naturally discussed the affairs of the institution 
which he so ably heads. 


Of course there was no meeting at which time all these 
brethren were present for their discussions. I doubt very 
much that such a meeting could have been held in one after- 
noon. Nevertheless we almost always managed to have at 
least two or three, or possibly four, of these items on each 
afternoon program. This type of program, as I have said, 
proved most stimulating and beneficial for the afternoon 
meeting. 


The evening meetings, of course, were usually considered 
as an inspirational session, at which time the major portion 
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of the time was given to the Grand Master for his address. 
T should mention the fact also that in a few of our district 
meetings we were privileged to have the presence of the 
Grand Secretary, who consumed a portion of the time during 
the afternoon session in a discussion of the duties of the 
Secretaries of the lodges with reference to the relationship 
with the Grand Secretary's Office. 

The district meetings were well attended in most in- 
stances. There were some of them that were particularly 
outstanding. I found it invariably true that where there was 
a demonstrably greater interest in the meetings, it reflected 
in large measure the zeal and driving force of the District 
Deputy Grand Master. 


DISTRICT DEPUTY GRAND MASTERS 


Sometime in the past I recall hearing one of our Grand 
Masters make the statement that Masonry in North Caro- 
lina 1s no stronger than its District Deputy Grand Masters. 
While there may have been times in the past when I was 
tempted to doubt the truth of that statement, I can now re- 
port to my brethren that my experiences this year have 
fully convinced me that there was and is an amazing amount 
of truth in the thought as expressed in those words. 


In this respect I am sure no man could possibly be more 
fortunate in the loyalty and in the quality of the support 
which I have enjoyed from these men who have been my 
representatives in the fifty-one districts in North Carolina. 
I have had many moments in the past and considerably more 
in the present when I have been and am deeply concerned 
about the welfare and the state of the Craft, not only in 
North Carolina but throughout our continent, and as I have 
given thought and consideration to the possibilities in the 
future, I have arrived at at least one conclusion which I am 
fully convinced is a sound one, and that conclusion is this: 
The welfare of our Craft in the future is going to depend 
more and more upon the energy, the zeal and the enthusiasm 
of our District Deputy Grand Masters. That is one of the 
basic underlying principles of the increase in the number 
of districts. As we increase the total number of districts in 
our State and thereby decrease the actual number of lodges 
under the supervision of a District Deputy Grand Master, 
we are accordingly making it possible for him to render a 
far more effective service. In other words, any program 
which the Grand Master of the Grand Lodge in the future 
wishes to sponsor or encourage will find a more respon- 
sive group of District Deputy Grand Masters. It will be 
easier for them to contact their lodges, not only once, but 
many times during the year. Several of my District Deputy 
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Grand Masters this year have had to take a very positive 
and an affirmative step when confronted with the exist- 
ence of flagrant violations of THE CODE in their district. 
I am happy to state that these brethren demonstrated a 
high degree of moral courage and spiritual responsibility 
in demanding a forthright recognition of their obligations 
as Master Masons. Such men as these will always reflect 
credit upon our Craft. As a result of their fine efforts in 
behalf of a high standard Freemasonry in North Carolina 
is in a healthier condition today, and to these brethren and 
to all of the others who have given me such magnificent 
support, I express my profound gratitude. Any Grand 
Master is fortunate indeed when he can be represented in 
the various districts in his Grand Jurisdiction by such an 
able, active, intelligent and consecrated group of brethren 
upon whom I have relied so heavily for support and assist- 
ance. 
NEW MASONIC DISTRICTS 


We have discovered that one very effective means of 
increasing interest in lodge activities is to be found in a re- 
organization of the districts in North Carolina. A number 
of our Past Grand Masters and other brethren have agreed 
that there were many districts in the State that were en- 
tirely too large and that being so large the District Deputy 
Grand Master was proportionately handicapped in his op- 
portunity to serve his lodges adequately. A few years ago 
Most Worshipful Brother Luther T. Hartsell, Jr., went 
through the State proclaiming the gospel of *smaller lodges," 
basing his appeal upon the theory that when lodges become 
too large, their ability to create interest opportunity for 
their members decreases accordingly, and that generally. 
speaking the most effective work is done in the smaller 
lodges. It has been my observation that this same principle 
obtains in smaller districts. In this connection when our 
District Deputy Grand Masters met in Raleigh on May 8, 
I made this statement to them: “In order that our Grand 
Lodge may function more effectively, it has been realized 
for some time that some effort should now be exerted to- 
ward the end of creating smaller districts over which our 
District Deputy Grand Masters can preside. There are 
some districts in North Carolina that are entirely too large. 
No District Deputy Grand Master can do justice to a large 
number of lodges, and it is our hope that we will this year 
be able to take certain steps in this direction. We plan to 
take three or four of the worst districts and reduce them 
in size and number. In this attempt to provide for more 
adequate supervision of these lodges, it is to be hoped that 
the Grand Master will have the support and the encourage- 
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ment of the District Deputy Grand Masters who may be in- 
volved in such a transition." 


In this connection I should like to state that as I pro- 
ceeded with the proposed re-organization of a number of 
our districts I had the understanding and the cooperation 
of our Deputy Grand Master and our Senior Grand Warden, 
both of whom have pledged their continued efforts in this 
direction. In fact it is believed that before we conclude 
with this three-year program of re-organization of the dis- 
tricts, we will have a total of approximately sixty or more 
districts in the State. When that program is completed it 
is then expected that all districts will have a reassignment 
of numbers to make the number more meaningful. From 
this re-organization we certainly have every right to expect 
a more active fraternity in the districts, and I am fully 
convinced that we will be able to witness quite an upsurge 
in interest. When I first began work on this proposed re- 
organization, I had anticipated changing only six of the 
largest districts. As I proceeded with the plan, however, I 
found that there was such an over-lapping of lodges and 
districts, that a sort of chain reaction was set up. Accord- 
ingly, as I concluded the program I found that instead of 
making changes in six districts, I had actually created eight 
new districts, giving us now a grand total of fifty-one Ma- 
sonic Districts. This re-organization program has produced 
changes in, or has created entirely new districts as follows: 

(1) District No. 6, Brother Francis M. Mellette, of Deep Run is 
the District Deputy Grand Master. The District Deputy Grand Lec- 
turer will be appointed later, and this district is composed of the 
following numbered lodges: Nos. 4, 95, 132, 233 and 304. These 


lodges are all in Lenoir and Greene Counties. This is not a new dis- 
trict, but an old one which has been reduced in size. 


(2) District No. 9, Brother Robert P. Blevins, of Roseboro is 
District Deputy Grand Master. The District Deputy Grand Lecturer 
wil be appointed later. This district is composed of the following 
numbered lodges: Nos. 98, 125, 206, 379, 585 and 664. These lodges 
are all in Sampson County. This is not a new district, but one which 
has been reduced in size. 


(3) District No. 14, Brother Willie J. Hall, a new appointee 
from Fayetteville, North Carolina, is the District Deputy Grand 
Master. Brother Hugh W. Prince of Dunn is the District Deputy 
Grand Lecturer, and this district is composed of the following num- 
bered lodges: Nos. 8, 147, 302, 391, 556, 667 and 679. These lodges are 
all in Cumberland and Harnett Counties. 


(4) District No. 15, Brother Royden I. Council, of Raleigh, is 
the District Deputy Grand Master, a new appointee. The District 
Deputy Grand Lecturer will be appointed later. This district is 
composed of the following numbered lodges: Nos. 40, 97, 218, 500 
and Garner U. D. These lodges are all in Wake County. 

(5) District No. 24, Brother Sybrant H. Pell, of Ramseur is 


the District Deputy Grand Master. The District Deputy Grand 
Lecturer is Brother Keith G. Hodgin of Asheboro. This district is 
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composed of the following numbered lodges: Nos. 128, 188, 444 and 
699. These lodges are all in Randolph County. 


(6) District No. 25, Brother Fred F. Campbell, of Cleveland, 
is the District Deputy Grand Master, a new appointee. The District 
Deputy Grand Lecturer is to be appointed later. The lodges in this 
district are numbered 99, 154, 283, 5483, 576 and 657. These lodges 
are all in Rowan County. 


(7) District No. 27. The District Deputy Grand Master is 
Brother W. Edward Burrier, of Charlotte. The District Deputy 
Grand Lecturer will be appointed later. The lodges in this district 
are Numbers 31, 261, 530, 676, 692, 693, Friendship U.D. and St. 
Andrew U.D. These lodges are all in Mecklenburg County. 


(8) District No. 32. The District Deputy Grand Master is 
Brother J. Michael Koontz, of Kannapolis. The District Deputy 
Grand Lecturer is Brother William A Hartis, of Kannapolis. This 
district is composed of the following lodges: Nos. 32, 618, 626 and 
695. These lodges are all in Cabarrus County. 


(9) District No. 35. The District Deputy Grand Master is 
Brother James Bone, of Seagrove. The District Deputy Grand Lec- 
turer will be appointed later. This district is composed of the fol- 
lowing lodges: Nos. 127, 150, 348, 437 and 637. These lodges are in 
Stanly and Montgomery Counties. 


(10) District No. 39. The District Deputy Grand Master is 
Brother James L. Wright, of Asheville. The District Deputy Grand 
Lecturer is Brother Cornelius Leach, of West Asheville. The following 
lodges are in this district: Nos. 118, 446, 491, 561, 650, 663 and 665. 
These lodges are all in Buncombe County. 


(11) District No. 46. The District Deputy Grand Master is 
Brother Hugh H. Alexander, of Goldsboro. The District Deputy 
Grand Lecturer is Brother Kedar D. Pyatt, Sr. of Goldsboro. The 
following lodges are in this district: Nos. 112, 208, 340, 613 and 
634. These lodges are all in Wayne County. 


(12) District No. 47. The District Deputy Grand Master is 
Brother Quincy J. Sutton, Sr., Warsaw. The District Deputy Grand 
Lecturer is Brother J. Luther Powell of Wallace.

For this moment, however, will 
you stand with me in remembrance of our departed breth- 
ren? Brother Grand Chaplain lead us in prayer. 


APRONS 


By the grace and the tolerance of God the official fam- 
ily of this Grand Lodge has remained intact. During the 
past year the Grand Master was called upon to conduct only 
one Masonic funeral service. Even then, however, I was 
made conscious of the fact that the only suitable Apron for 
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such a service is the white Apron. Since there will be times 
when the Grand Lodge will be called upon to participate in 
euch a service, I would recommend, therefore, that suitable 
Aprons be provided for this purpose. 


GRAND LODGE BUILDING AND QUARTERS 


Brethren, it now appears that at long last we are about 
to commence construction on a permanent home for our 
Grand Lodge activities. A special committee has been work- 
ing diligently to implement the resolution approved by our 
Grand Lodge at its last Annual Communication, at which 
time the following resolution was unanimously adopted: 
. *Be it resolved, That the Special Committee on Grand Lodge Build- 
ing and Quarters, created by this Grand Lodge at its Annual Com- 
munication in 1952 (Docket No. 42, page 166 of the Proceedings for 
1952), and the Board of General Purposes shall secure the services 
of a competent architect and proceed to have plans drawn and speci- 
fications prepared for executive offices and quarters of this Grand 
Lodge and let the contract for the same." 

The Committee appointed to carry out this mandate con- 
sisted of the following brethren: Most Worshipful Brother 
Watson N. Sherrod, Past Grand Master, Chairman, of En- 
field, North Carolina; Most Worshipful Brother Herbert C. 
Alexander, Past Grand Master and Grand Treasurer, of 
Charlotte, North Carolina; Most Worshipful Brother Max- 
well E. Hoffman, Past Grand Master, of Asheville, North 
Carolina; Most Worshipful Brother Charles B. Newcomb, 
Past Grand Master and Past Grand Secretary, as Secretary 
of the Committee, of Wilmington, North Carolina; and Wor- 
shipful Brother Hugh W. Prince, Past Master and Certified 
Lecturer, of Dunn, North Carolina. This Committee has 
held numerous meetings. It recommended the purchase of 
a site in the City of Raleigh, consisting of approximately 
six acres. It employed the services of a competent archi- 
tect, the firm of L. N. Boney and Sons, of Wilmington, 
North Carolina. The Committee has spent many an hour 
in discussing the multiplicity of details involved in the pro- 
posed headquarters building. They have met on numerous 
occasions with the Board of General Purposes to make their 
report and to obtain suggestions. At last there was a unan- 
imous agreement in the plans desired, and the architect was 
instructed to advertise for bids. By the time this report is 
being presented to you the Board of General Purposes will 
have received the bids and will have awarded the contract. 
When this building is constructed, it will be one in which 
you and I can take justifiable pride, one of which we will 
indeed be proud. It will be ample in every respect for the 
regular and consistent duties which are required of it and 
of the personnel who will occupy it. It would be impossible 
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for me to say too much in praise of the splendid service 
which has been rendered by the members of this Commit- 
tee. To them, however, I would at this time like to express 
the deepest gratitude of all the Masons of this great, grand 
jurisdiction. Thank you, brethren, for a job well done.

CONFERENCE OF GRAND MASTERS IN NORTH AMERICA 
THE MASONIC SERVICE ASSOCIATION 


Masonie Week, February 21-24, 1955, was a great oc- 
casion to a number of North Carolina Masons. During that 
week several of us had journeyed to Washington, D. C., to 
attend the meetings of three associations in which the 
Grand Lodge of North Carolina has a great concern. In 
addition to your Grand Master, the following brethren were 
also in attendance: Most Worshipful Brother Hubert M. 
Poteat, Most Worshipful Brother Edwin T. Howard, Most 
Worshipful Brother William J. Bundy, Most Worshipful 
Brother Charles B. Newcomb, Most Worshipful Brother 
Wallace E. Caldwell and his son, Ted; Right Worshipful 
Brother Charles H. Pugh, the Deputy Grand Master ; and 
Right Worshipful Brother Wilbur L. McIver, the Grand 
Secretary. 


Most Worshipful Brother Thomas J. Harkins, P.G.M., 
is our representative to the George Washington Masonic 
National Memorial Association and the Masonic Service 
Association, but he had written me that because of the in- 
numerable demands which would be made upon his time by 
foreign representatives of the Ancient and Accepted Scot- 
tish Rite for personal conferences during this week, that he 
felt it might be impossible for him to attend the meetings 
of these associations, and he thereupon requested that he be 
relieved temporarily of this responsibility. Since I am fa- 
miliar to some extent with the demands that are made upon 
this beloved Mason who is now so ably serving us as the 
Sovereign Grand Commander of the Supreme Council of 
the Ancient and Accepted Scottish Rite for the Southern 
Jurisdiction, I was pleased to afford any relief that he felt 
necessary, and I thereupon appointed Right Worshipful 
Brother Charles H. Pugh, Deputy Grand Master, to attend 
the sessions and to present his report thereon during this 
Grand Lodge meeting. This report will be presented by 
Right Worshipful Brother Pugh in due time. 


On Monday morning, February 21st, at 9:30 o'clock the 
Masonic Service Association began its sessions in the South 
American Room. Unfortunately I suspect that not too many 
of our brethren are familiar with the work of the Masonic 
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Service Association. It is a “service” association from every 
standpoint. It collects and spends millions of dollars for re- 
lief when disaster strikes among our brethren. These re- 
lief funds are expended not only in our own country, but 
abroad. As a matter of fact, wherever the need is demon- 
strated. Furthermore it is probably the most effective or- 
ganization we have for the research, publication and dis- 
tribution of documents, discussions and studies of Masonic 
interest. Probably their most outstanding production in 
this field is the “Short Talk Bulletin". This bulletin is is- 
sued monthly and each issue deals with some fundamental 
principle of Masonic belief. Incidentally these bulletins now 
are distributed to all of the lodges in the State, being sent 
direct to the Master of each lodge. This change in mailing 
procedure was brought about because of a feeling that since 
the Master feels a greater responsibility for the develop- 
ment of programs of Masonic interest, he will make more 
effective utilization of these bulletins. I have received re- 
ports from a number of the Masters indicating that they 
have found these bulletins extremely useful, and that they 
are grateful for the change in this method of distribution. 


But also of high importance is the association's work in 
Masonic education, making available Masonic facts, figures, 
stories, documents and information obtainable otherwise 
only by long and difficult research. During 1954 at least 
sixteen digests of interesting Masonic information were 
prepared and distributed. The association also serves as a 
clearing house, gathering from all Grand Lodges fifty 
copies of any document, paper, letter, report, educational 
material, which they issue to send to all Grand Masters 
that all may be informed of what each is doing. 


The association also has produced twelve Masonic plays 
and four motion pictures which are loaned at cost of car- 
riage only. Of tremendous importance also is the informa- 
tion service which the association provides. À steady stream 
of inquiries from Grand Masters and newly-made Master 
Masons pour into the association for answers and informa- 
tion on questions of Masonic interest. These are all answer- 
ed the day they are received unless they require research, 
in which case the inquiry is acknowledged and the research 
completed as soon as possible. 


Of great interest to Masons is the publication and dis- 
tribution on March 15 of this year of one of their most in- 
teresting books. This is a small booklet entitled “One Hun- 
dred One Questions about Freemasonry”. It is compiled 
from the requests for information that have been asked of 
the association in practically every mail. Your Grand Mas- 
ter has a copy of this booklet, and from his careful study of 
it, he is happy to recommend it to the brethren throughout 
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the State. It contains so many items of useful information, 
questions that our brethren continually ask and which here- 
in are answered in such a clear and concise manner. 


But there is another very important personal service 
which the association provides, and I would like to take a 
few moments of your time to elaborate upon this: The hos- 
pital visitation service. This is the personal service of man 
to man, brother to brother; this is the service which the Ma- 
sonic Service Association makes possible through the selec- 
tion and training of their field representatives who visit 
the numerous government hospitals throughout the nation, 
keeping in contact with our brethren who are confined 
therein. Many hospital authorities have testified that these 
efforts which the government cannot make and no other 
organization attempts, have a great curative value. Listen 
if you please to these words from the “Veterans Adminis- 
tration Information Service Fact Sheet": “The outside 
world can slip dangerously far away from the long-term 
veteran patient. In the hospital he lives a protected life; 
because of his disability all his wants are cared for. This 
can become a far cry from the hustle and bustle of the do- 
it-yourself life outside of the hospital. If unchecked, the 
gulf may result in ‘permanent hospitalitis’. By serving as 
the bond between hospital and community, volunteers can 
help narrow the gulf. They can help the patient cross the 
— from hospital to community, when he is ready to go 

ome." 


I feel the value and importance of this service very keen- 
ly. The Masonic Service representatives in our hospitals are 
the only contacts which our Masonic patients in those hos- 
pitals have with the outside world. It is the only Masonic 
link whieh now holds them, and they cling to it very des- 
perately. 


I think that this work is so important that I am now go- 
to take the liberty of reprinting a story which is found in 
the October 1954 supplement to the “Short Talk Bulletin”. 
It is a short story, but it emphasizes exactly what I mean 
when I speak to you of the value of this service rendered 
by our field representatives from the Masonic Service As- 
sociation. And the story is as follows: 


Leonard T. King entered the United States Navy, January 5, 
1942. On October 2, 1942 he suffered a broken back on board ship 
and was paralyzed from the waist down. During the twelve years 
following he has spent seven and a half years in hospitals, including 
the Navy Hospital on Mare Island, VA Hospital in Des Moines, Iowa, 
and Hines Hospital in Hines, Illinois. 


August 1, 1952 he moved his family, consisting of wife, Velda, 
three children, Phyllis, Frances and Harold, into his specially built 
house for men in wheel chairs. Leonard is a double amputee and 
cannot have artificials. His home is constructed so that from his bed

he has a fine view of TV and the doors are wide so that his wheel- 
chair clears them easily. An elevator was built to allow his easy tran- 
sit to his basement shop. This shop contains tools for repairing 
clocks. Leonard learned this through V A-sponsored instruction, be- 
ginning in 1951. He has repaired many old clocks. The oldest one 
was brought to him by people from Atlantic, Iowa. They had a 
grandfather clock from Scotland which was reputed to have been 
five hundred years old. Many antique clocks are brought for repairs, 
as well as late models and electric clocks. 

During the summer months when the clock-repair business is 
at low ebb, Leonard tries to get out into the sunshine and he loves 
to fish. A new outboard aluminum boat is just the thing for Iowa 
lakes. A catch of bullheads was his last successful trip to a small 
lake in northern Iowa. His wife, Velda, has become very adept at 
helping him on trips. 

One great joy which has come to Leonard is a grandson, Richard 
Dean, son of his oldest daughter, Phyllis. He spends many happy 
hours with the baby. Mother and father of the baby both work, so 
the grandparents become baby-sitters. 

Hospital visitor Davis has spent much time with Leonard. Dur- 
ing his stay at the hospital in Des Moines, picnics, family reunions, 
parties and many hours of cribbuge and pinochle all helped to build 
Leonard's morale during his long convalescence. 

It is difficult to imagine, first the discouragement, then the 
despair, of a double amputee, more than seven years in hospitals, 
trying to think of a way to support wife and family. It was Masonic 
service, Masonic morale building, Masonic love and the right hand of 
Masonic fellowship, which built a new life for Leonard King. In all 
reverence, the best part of this story is that mental and moral regen- 
eration also meant a return of a lost religious faith. 

King was baptized before going to Hines and now the whole 
family are church members in Des Moines. 


That story can be duplicated hundreds and hundreds of 
times throughout our country. This is the type of work that 
is being done through the Masonic Service Association in 
its hospital visitation program. Is it not a beautiful pro- 
gram indeed. Is it not a program in which you and I can 
take a justifiable pride, knowing that our brethren to whom 
we have assumed the vows of brotherhood are still being 
remembered in a Masonic way. Yes, brethren, we must con- 
tinue our efforts to this end. 


But the financial picture for this year is discouraging. 
In 1953 the MSA received for hospital visitation in dona- 
tions from Grand Lodges and other Masonic bodies and in- 
dividuals, the sum of $195,716.84. 


During 1954 they received $142,472.69. 


This program is of vital concern to us in North Carolina 
because in 1954 in the Veterans Hospital in Asheville there 
were 603 visits made to new patients, 20,978 visits made to 
old patients, and 4,412 made to Masons. In Fayetteville, 
N. C., there were 5,068 visits made to new patients, 26,584 
visits made to old patients, and 1,718 visits made to Mas- 
ter Masons. Perhaps this figure will also be of interest to 
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you: In 1954, 5,863 North Carolina Masons were visited in 
hospitals by Masonic Service Association Hospital Visitors. 


You should be informed also that our Grand Lodge's 
annual dues to the association do not pay for any part of 
hospital service. Dues to the association pay for headquar- 
ters, salaries, educational program, insurance against disas- 
ter, the information service, services to the government. 
But hospital service is supported only by contributions from 
Grand Lodges, and other Masonic bodies and individuals. 
In North Carolina the Welfare Department of the Masonic 
Service Association expended through its two centers at 
Asheville and Fayetteville, the sum of $7,710 whereas they 
received from us only $3,000. I recommend that we con- 
tinue our membership in the association and that we also 
continue our support of the association's program of hos- 
pital visitation, endeavoring also if possible to increase the 
extent of our support. 


I cannot close this section of this report without paying 
a tribute to the masterful manner in which the report of the 
Executive Commission of the Masonic Service Association 
was presented by our own Most Worshipful Brother Hubert 
M. Poteat, P.G.M. As I listened to his enthusiastic presenta- 
tion, I had the feeling that this good man's health must now 
be completely restored for surely he seemed to possess everv 
bit of his old fire and zeal. He was once again the “Hubert” 
as I knew him before his illness, and I was thrilled to note 
his apparent complete recovery. 


On Tuesday, the George Washington Masonic National 
Memorial Association held its meeting in the Memorial at 
Alexandria, Virginia. Immediately after lunch your Grand 
Master was privileged to serve on the committee making 
the pilgrimage to George Washington's tomb, there to place 
a wreath with due Masonic ceremony and formalities. This 
was a new experience for me, and I was delighted indeed to 
have been selected for this purpose. 


On Wednesday morning, the Grand Masters Conference 
was held in the South American Room of the Statler Hotel. 
At this time your Grand Master was called upon to pro- 
nounce the invocation. During the sessions of this confer- 
ence, we listened to representatives of Freemasonry from 
all parts of the globe, but most particularly we were thrilled 
with the presentation of several studies of current interest 
to Masons everywhere. These were as follows: 

"Freemasonry In A Troubled World," by Leroy E. Mat- 
son, Grand Master from Minnesota. 

"Freemasonry in Europe" by O. H. Gerhard Jacobsen, 
Grand Master of Wyoming, in which he was reporting on 
a personal visit to Europe. 
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"Getting Initiates to Continue" by George Moffett, 
Grand Master of Texas. 


"Masonic History and Education" by Francis J. Scully, 
Grand Master of Arkansas. 


“The Case Against Public Subsidies for Parochial 
Schools" by Henry C. Clausen, Grand Master of California. 


We also had a very interesting report from Most Wor- 
shipful Brother Thomas S. Roy, Past Grand Master of Mas- 
sachusetts, on “Report of the Commission on Information 
for Recognition". This beloved Mason is one of our out- 
standing leaders. He was also the speaker for the Grand 
Secretaries’ banquet and thrilled us all with the inspiring 
message he brought. Incidentally he is also to be the speak- 
er for the banquet to be held on Wednesday evening of this 
Grand Lodge Communication, when the brethren of St. 
Johns Lodge No. 1 will, in festive style, celebrate their 
200th anniversary. We are delighted indeed to welcome 
this good man to our Grand Jurisdiction. His very presence 
with us is a benediction. 

Another outstanding presentation was made at this 
time by one of Masonry's outstanding research specialists, 
Dean Roscoe Pound, Dean Emeritus of the Harvard Law 
School, and a Past Grand Master of Nebraska (Honorary) 
and Past Deputy Grand Master of Massachusetts. Dean 
Pound presented a discussion on “Prohibition of Politics 
and Religion in Freemasonry”. This was quite a scholarly 
bit of research, and I am very hopeful that it will be pos- 
sible for us to include this in the Proceedings of this Com- 
munication. 


Probably the outstanding thrill of the entire week, how- 
ever, was reserved for Thursday morning, when we were 
al the guests of another outstanding and beloved Mason, 
the Imperial Potentate of the Shrine of North America and 
founder of the Order of DeMolay, Brother Frank S. Land. 
At this memorable breakfast Brother Land was seeking to 
present to us a pageant of our national administration, for 
he presented to us the members of the White House staff, 
the members of the President's Cabinet, the members of 
the Supreme Court of the United States, and finally, the 
President of the United States, Dwight Eisenhower. 


May I conclude this section of this report by recom- 
mending that we continue our support of the George Wash- 
ington Masonic National Memorial Association. 


TWENTY-FIVE YEAR CERTIFICATES 
AND VETERAN'S EMBLEMS 


I doubt very much that 1 have had any greater pleasure 
during the past year than that which has been mine in the 
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presentation of quite a large number of Twenty-five Year 
Certificates to the brethren who have had continuous mem- 
bership in the fraternity for that period of time. I have ob- 
served that this ceremony creates quite a bit of interest in 
the lodge, and almost without exception the recipients of 
the Certificates seem to be very proud of them. This was 
a very wise procedure which the Grand Lodge initiated a 
number of years ago and a procedure around which can 
and should be built a solemn and dignified ceremony. 


I am sure, however, that my greatest thrill has come to 
me in the presentation of the Veteran's Emblems to a few 
brethren who have been spared by the Supreme Architect 
to reach an age of at least seventy-one years. Invariably I 
have discovered that these brethren are the finest men that 
we possess. They are brethren who are respected, admired 
and loved not only by their fellow lodge members but by 
the community as well Imagine our pleasure during the 
past year when the Secretary of one of our lodges wrote us 
a letter in which he stated that one of their members was 
at last eligible to receive the Veteran's Emblem and that the 
pastor of this brother's church wanted to know if the pre- 
sentation of the emblem could be made a part of the regu- 
lar Sunday morning worship service. The Secretary wanted 
to know if the presentation in such a service as this would 
be permissible. We wrote him immediately that it not only 
would be permissible but that we would highly recommend 
it and that we would rejoice with any lodge who had a mem- 
ber so respected and loved by his community that when the 
moment comes for him to receive one of our highest honors, 
the pastor of his church wanted to make it possible for his 
fellow church members to share in that joy with him. But, 
my brethren, I have discovered that these fifty-year re- 
cipients throughout the State are all of this same character 
and disposition; they are always loved by their brethren, 
admired by them and are made the center of attention 
whenever they are present in a group. These are the men 
of whom I always think when I use the expression, “A real 
Master Mason." And yet, I would like to say that in every 
instance when I have had the honor of presenting these 
Veteran's Emblems to one of these eligible brethren, I 
have always had the feeling that something was lack- 
ing in the ceremony. Somehow, it was not exactly and 
entirely complete. The presentation of the emblems in 
itself was not enough, and it was not long before I dis- 
covered the answer to this problem. I am convinced now 
that the Grand Lodge should provide a certificate for 
the recipients of this Veteran's Emblem just as it does for 
those who have achieved a Twenty-five Year continuous 
membership and that this certificate should be suitably in- 
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scribed with a recognition of the brother's service and of 
the appreciation of the Grand Lodge for the life that he has 
lived. I am of the opinion that these brethren will be far 
more appreciative of such a certificate as this than are our 
twenty-five year brethren. I recommend, therefore, that 
such a certificate be prepared for presentation to the breth- 
ren who become eligible to receive the Veteran's Emblem. 


HANDBOOKS 


The Grand Lodge last year adopted the recommendation 
of Grand Master Howard that suitable handbooks of pro- 
cedure and instruction for the Masters and Secretaries of 
our lodges and for our District Deputy Grand Masters be 
prepared for the use of these particular brethren who have 
such important duties to perform. It also adopted a recom- 
mendation of the Judge Advocate that a "Trial Manual" be 
prepared to contain information and forms for preparation 
of complaints and also pertinent information and forms 
for the use of Trial Commissioners in handling cases before 
them and that these "Trial Manuals" be distributed to the 
subordinate lodges and to all persons named as Trial Com- 
missioners. To implement this mandate I appointed the fol- 
lowing committees: 


For the Master’s Handbook I appointed Most Worship- 
ful Herbert M. Foy, P.G.M., as Chairman; to be assisted by 
Charles D. Graham, P.D.D.G.M., C.L.; Neill W. Freeman, 
P.D.D.G.M., C.L.; and Charles P. Separk, P.M., C.L. 


For the Secretary's Handbook I appointed the follow- 
ing: Worshipful Brother James G. Johnston, Senior Grand 
Deacon, P.D.D.G.M., C.L., as Chairman; to be assisted by 
Worshipful William A. Hooks, D.D.G.M., C.L.; and Reuben 
Barnitz, C.L. 


For the District Deputy Grand Master's Handbook I ap- 
pointed Worshipful Haywood C. Porter, P.D.D.G.M., as 
Chairman; to be assisted by Worshipful W. Edward Bur- 
rier, D.D.G.M., C.L., and Acting Grand Lecturer; and Fred 
C. Kinzie, P.D.D.G.M., C.L. 


For the Trial Manual Worshipful G. Dudley Humphrey, 
Judge Advocate, was appointed as Chairman; to be assisted 
by Most Worshipful Luther T. Hartsell, Jr., P.G.M.; Most 
bir eur J. Giles Hudson, P.G.M.; and Worshipful Paul 

. ry, 


These committees have met twice in the City of Raleigh 
and have given considerable thought to the preparation of 
these handbooks. These handbooks are intended to serve as 
practical guides to those officers who will use them. They 
will consist not only of those sections of THE CODE which 
refer to their duties, but they will also contain many valu- 
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able hints and useful suggestions which it is hoped wiil 
point out many of the pitfalls and errors into which our of- 
ficers have slipped in times past and which now it is hoped 
the d of these handbooks will enable the new officers to 
avoid. 


The committees have worked very cautiously and slowly. 
They were informed at the moment of their organization 
that we are more interested in obtaining a good and a use- 
ful product than we are in presenting something for im- 
mediate publication. They, therefore, were informed that it 
was expected they would use all of the time necessary to 
prepare a handbook which would be worthy of all of the 
efforts expended upon it, one in which we could take con- 
siderable and justifiable pride. I am pleased to report that 
some of these committees have now finished their labors, 
but we will make no efforts to have them in publication 
form until all committees are ready, and furthermore, until 
the chairman of all of the committees have formed a com- 
mittee of themselves to eliminate all unnecessary duplica- 
tions in the handbooks. It is to be expected, therefore, that 
within the coming year these committees will have finished 
with their labors and the handbooks will be ready for pub- 
lication and distribution. To make this publication possible, 
I would recommend the inclusion in the budget of an 
amount sufficient to permit the committees to follow 
through to a successful conclusion the efforts they have so 
unselfishly contributed. 


CHAIN LETTERS 


At our Annual Communication last year the report of 
the Board of General Purposes contained this very strong 
statement which was adopted by the Grand Lodge: “The 
report of the Grand Master under the subject of Chain 
Letters, having been referred to and carefully considered 
by us, we heartily disapprove and without reservation con- 
demn this activity by any Mason in our Grand Jurisdiction, 
aud we recommend that the Grand Master take appropriate 
measures to inform the Craft of this position and policy of 
our Grand Lodge on this subject." 


In expediting the will of the Grand Lodge with refer- 
ence to this particular evil, I used several methods. First 
of all, when we had our meeting of the District Deputy 
Grand Masters in Raleigh, I informed all of the brethren 
present of our sincere desire to eliminate this disturbing 
practice and urged them as they visited the lodges in their 
districts to bring it as forcibly as possible to the attention 
of the brethren and to discourage it at all costs. Further- 
more, in each of the district meetings that we held, this 
particular item was given rather careful attention and close 
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scrutiny during every afternoon session. I must confess I 
had no idea the evil practice was so widespread as I found 
it to be. I did not hold a single district meeting but that 
there were brethren present who stated they had received 
chain letters. As our meetings progressed during the sum- 
mer, I began to notice a decline in the number of brethren 
who had received such letters within the last thirty days, 
and I was rapidly coming to the conclusion that perhaps our 
efforts to eliminate the scourge were beginning to bear 
fruit. In the third place, I issued a letter during the middle 
of the summer to all of the Masters in our State and in this 
letter I once again directed their attention to this malicious 
practice. I have never been able to understand why any 
intelligent person would place any credence at all in any 
benefit accruing to him through participation in the chain 
letter nuisance. To think that Master Masons should be 
guilty of such a moronic practice was almost inconceivable, 
and yet I found that in large numbers they had shared in 
perpetuating this evil. It may be that we shall never rid 
ourselves completely of this scourge, yet at the same time it 
is incumbent upon us that we utilize every opportunity that 
presents itself to stamp out this evil practice. I would cer- 
tainly recommend that our Masters and our District Deputy 
Grand Masters keep this matter constantly before the 
brethren for a unified action against it.

CEREMONIES 


Several years ago a special committee was appointed to 
revise the Ceremonies of the Grand Lodge. This committee 
prepared its work and the Ceremonies have been used from 
that time. The committee each year since then has recom- 
mended a few changes in the Ceremonies, which changes 
have been adopted by the Grand Lodge. In my experience 
with these Ceremonies this year, however, and my judg- 
ment in this matter is amply substantiated by previous 
Grand Masters with whom I have had the pleasure of serv- 
ing as a participant in these Ceremonies, there were a num- 
ber of changes which invariably we found it wise to make, 
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a number of statements to be inserted here and there either 
to clarify the procedure of the Ceremony or to eliminate 
an awkward situation, or to smooth out the continuity and 
the sequence of action. We have also discovered certain 
sections in “protocol” that need clarification or a complete 
change. It would appear, therefore, that the time is now at 
hand when these Ceremonies should be reviewed in the light 
of the experiences of those who have worked closely with 
them in the years following their adoption. I furthermore 
believe that the revision of these Ceremonies and their con- 
stant watchcare should be under the supervision of a com- 
mittee that is permanent in its existence. These Ceremonies 
are a very important phase of our Grand Lodge function- 
ing, and they should have the continued attention and mi- 
nutest scrutiny of a committee that is permanent in its 
status. I recommend, therefore, that a permanent Com- 
mittee on Masonic Ceremonies be appointed and that this 
committee give consideration during the coming year to the 
revisions that should be made in our various Ceremonies, 
with their recommendations to be made at the next Annual 
Communication. 
LETTERS TO THE MASTERS 


During the year 1 found it advisable to communicate 
at least three times with all of the Masters in the State. This 
was an effort to inform them of the progress made at the 
time of the writing of the letter in the various phases of 
the program which they had been pleased to accept. We 
found this a very effective means of contact, and the breth- 
ren appeared to appreciate the information which was sent 
to them at that time. Not the least important of the items 
of information included in the letters was a progress report 
on the amount of funds received for the Recreational Build- 
ing at Oxford. The fact that immediately after the mailing 
of these letters, there was a tremendous increase in the 
amount of funds received for the building, indicated very 
conclusively to us that the Masters not only read these let- 
ters, but they acted immediately upon them. We therefore 
not only felt justified in issuing these letters, but we were 
constrained to believe that there was a definite expression 
a appreciation on the part of the brethren throughout the 
State. 

HALIFAX MEMORIAL ASSOCIATION 


During the year we were extended an invitation by the 
Halifax Memorial Association to attend a meeting which 
they were holding in the town of Halifax to determine ways 
and means of preserving some of the historical memorials 
of that area. Since Masonry has a vital interest in this area 
because of the location therein of one of our oldest lodges, 
I requested Most Worshipful Brother Watson Sherrod of 
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Enfield, to attend this meeting and to report to us if any- 
thing transpired therein of Masonic interest and nature. 
As yet nothing has developed in which we feel that Ma- 
sonie interests are concerned or affected. Brother Sherrod 
wiil continue to represent us in this activity however, and 
wil] inform the Grand Lodge if and when it is felt Masonic 
interests in the area justify our participation in this type 
of activity. 


NEW APRONS TO THE DISTRICT DEPUTY GRAND MASTERS 


The Grand Lodge last year authorized an appropriation 
sufficient to purchase new Aprons for our District Deputy 
Grand Masters. I am very happy to report that these 
Aprons were selected, ordered and have been delivered to 
the respective District Deputy Grand Masters. In many in- 
stances they were delivered in person, and whenever this 
was done, the Grand Master utilized the opportunity to 
create a little ceremony for such presentation. The brethren 
all seemed to be very happy and pleased with the Aprons. 
Each Apron bears the numeral of the district to which it 
applies and a sufficient number of Aprons were purchased 
to take care of the increase in the number of districts. 


LODGES CONSTITUTED 


On June 11, 1954, at 8:00 o'clock p.m., I constituted in 
— Form, Asheboro Lodge No. 699, at Asheboro, North 
arolina. 


On June 12, 1954 at 8:00 o'clock, I constituted in Ample 
Form, Butner Lodge No. 697, at Butner, North Carolina. 


On June 14, 1954, at 1:00 o'clock p.m., I constituted in 
— Form, Cape Hatteras Lodge No. 698, Buxton, North 
Carolina. 


All of these lodges were chartered by the Grand Lodge 
on April 21, 1954. 


LODGES INSTITUTED 


On Wednesday evening, July 21, 1954, at 6:00 o’clock 
I instituted Friendship Lodge U. D., at Charlotte, North 
Carolina, with Worshipful Brother Frederick H. Trethe- 
wey, Master, and Brother Harry L. Henderson, Secretary. 

On Monday evening, November 22, 1954, at 7:30 o'clock, 
I instituted Garner Lodge U. D., at Garner, North Carolina, 
with Worshipful Brother James R. Collier, Master, and 
Brother O. Felton Hinton, Secretary. 

On Thursday evening, December 30, 1954, at 7:30 
o'clock, I instituted Saint Andrew Lodge U. D., in Char- 
lotte, North Carolina, with Worshipful Brother Murray C. 
Alexander, Sr., Master, and Brother Leslie J. Williams, Sec- 
retary. 
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It is very interesting to note that two of these lodges 
instituted this year were in the City of Charlotte. The breth- 
ren of this great city are to be congratulated upon the in- 
terest they have manifested in the growth of Freemasonry 
in their community. They have realized in a most splendid 
manner that it is not necessary by any means to have a 
large number of brethren before a lodge can be instituted. 
These brethren are now on fire with enthusiasm, and I can- 
not but believe that much of this is the result of some fine 
leadership that has made itself evident in this delightful 
city. Charlotte now has eight Master Mason Lodges, and 
there are many indications that there will be many other 
lodges to spring forth in this same community in the near 
future. Congratulations to the brethren in Charlotte. 


POLITICAL ADVERTISING 


There were a number of instances during the year of 
brethren using their membership in our fraternity as a 
means of furthering their candidacy for political office. 
They boldly proclaimed their Masonic affiliation in the 
political advertisements which they distributed during the 
campaign. We sought to discourage this as much as pos- 
sible. In our letters to the District Deputy Grand Masters 
and also to the Masters of the lodges we directed attention 
to this practice and asked their cooperation in discouraging 
and eliminating this un-Masonic practice. I am of the opin- 
ion that continued and repeated efforts to inform our breth- 
ren of this will be very effective. 


THE GOVERNOR'S HIGHWAY SAFETY PLAN 


On December 3, 1954, a meeting was held in Raleigh of 
the Governor's Traffic Safety Council, at which time pre- 
liminary plans were announced for the inauguration of a 
large scale state-wide safety campaign to be undertaken by 
the Council. The Grand Lodge of North Carolina had been 
requested to send a representative to this meeting, and 
since I felt that there might be some way in which the 
Grand Lodge could be of assistance, I asked Brother Rob- 
ert B. Spencer, of Raleigh, to represent us during this meet- 
ing. It was explained at the December 3rd meeting that a 
detailed master plan for the promotion of highway safety 
in North Carolina was in process of preparation in which 
every organization and individual represented in the Coun- 
cil could actively participate. It was further announced at 
the meeting that when the plan had been sufficiently de- 
veloped, it would be presented to the Executive Committee 
of the Council for its consideration and approval. At tha 
Raleigh meeting of the Council, an Executive Committee 
consisting of nine persons in various walks of life, which 
was authorized to act on behalf of the advisory division of 
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the Council in the intervals between the annual meetings 
of the full membership was appointed. Further develop- 
ments of this Council's program will determine whether the 
Grand Lodge can be of any assistance in the conduct of 
such a program. If there is any way in which we can ef- 
fectively participate, I am sure we will respond with what- 
ever is expected of us. | 


LOTTERIES AND GAMBLING 


Every once in a while the temptation to make money in 
an easy fashion seems to get the better of some of our 
brethren, and they thereupon resort to the use of lotteries 
and other forms of gambling. There were two instances of 
this nature in the State during this year. These instances 
involved organizations which require Masonic affiliation 
for membership. My attention was directed to the fact that 
these organizations were setting plans in motion using this 
un-Masonic means to obtain some needeà income. When 
they were informed that such methods were un-Masonic 
and that following through with their plans would necessa- 
rily invoke the penalty prescribed in THE CODE, they im- 
mediately desisted and withdrew entirely and completely 
from such devices. I wish herewith to record my personal 
appreciation to the brethren who were instigating these 
plans for the splendid and Masonic manner in which they 
immediately withdrew their sponsorship of these activities. 
Their response was immediate and willing. Their spirit of 
cooperation was Masonic from every standpoint. Such a 
spirit as they demonstrated is what makes serving as Grand 
Master a pleasure. 


FRATERNITIES OR ORDERS REQUIRING 
MASONIC AFFILIATION 

During the year I was approached. by representatives 
of the Order of the Amaranth and also of the Tall Cedars 
of Lebanon for permission to organize chapters or lodges 
of their order in North Carolina. In each instance I re- 
plied that THE CODE of the Grand Lodge of A. F. & A. M. 
of North Carolina does not give the Grand Master author- 
ity, either to approve or disapprove. 


HONORARY MEMBERSHIPS 


During my many visits to the lodges in the State, I was 
made profoundly grateful for the honorary memberships 
which have been presented to me during my service as 
Grand Master. It is quite an honor indeed and one that 
fills me with a sense of humility and at the same time a 
deeper love for the brethren. It is an honor that causes 
one to realize how close can be the fraternal tie that binds 
us one to another and how meaningful this relationship 
can be. The lodges that conferred this honor upon me are 
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as follows: Granite Lodge No. 322, August 17, 1954; 
Greenville Lodge No. 284, October 6, 1954; Person Lodge 
No. 113, November 9, 1954; and Creasy Proctor Lodge No. 
679, December 14, 1954. 


OFFICIAL OPINIONS 
Opinion No. 1 


FACTS: Mr. Raines resided and worked in Raleigh, N. C., about 2 
years and 9 months, from the time he was discharged from the 
U. S. Navy, December 6, 1946, until sometime in September, 1949, 
when he reentered the U. S. Navy, and he remained in that service 
until discharged March 18, 1954. Since March 18, 1954, or for 
about three months, he has resided in Goldsboro, N. C. 


QuESTION: What lodge has jurisdiction over him, and what procedure 
should be followed if he desires to petition for the degrees in Ma- 
sonry? 

Answer: After he has resided in Goldsboro for six months he may 
petition either of the lodges in Goldsboro, or he may petition either 
of those lodges now, provided, either of the lodges at Raleigh 
should grant a waiver of jurisdiction as provided in Regulation 47-07. 
Regulation 74-01(9) defines one of the qualifications for a peti- 
tioner as follows: “He must have resided within the state for at 
least one year and within the jurisdiction of the lodge petitioned 
at least six months immediately preceding the date of his petition 
unless a waiver is obtained from the lodge having jurisdiction as 
provided by law.” 


Regulation 73-05(2) states that all petitions for the degrees shall 
be “addressed to a lodge having both territorial and personal juris- 
diction except as otherwise provided by law.” 


Regulation 47-03 says, “No lodge shall possess jurisdiction over 
any petitioner for degrees in Masonry until he shall have been a 
resident for ... six months within the territorial limits of such 
lodge immediately preceding the date of petition, unless a waiver 
of jurisdiction has been granted, etc . . ." See also Regulations 
47-05 and 74-01 (9). 

His residence in Raleigh for about two years and nine months 
gave the lodges in Raleigh complete concurrent jurisdiction over 
him, both territorial and personal, and this jurisdiction was not 
lost while he was in the U. S. Navy from September, 1949, to 
March 18, 1954; therefore, he has been a resident of North Caro- 
lina for the required twelve months. 


See Regulation 47-06 (5). 


By his removal to Goldsboro the lodges in Raleigh have now lost 
territorial jurisdiction over Mr. “R” but they retain personal juris- 
diction over him until he has resided in Goldsboro (or elsewhere in 
North Carolina) for at least six months. 


The lodges at Goldsboro have acquired no jurisdiction that either of 
them can waive, until Mr. "R" has resided within their territory 
six months; therefore, neither of them can grant a waiver. 


Under Regulation 47-07 either of the lodges in Raleigh may grant 
a waiver to either of the lodges in Goldsboro, and the lodge to 
whom the waiver is granted may receive and act upon his petition. 
The question of residence of Mr. *R" is fully clarified by Regula- 
tions 47-04 and 47-05 because he, in good faith, has established at 
Goldsboro, a permanent home or domicile which is unquestioned; 
that is where he actually resides and works and he is not a so- 
journer there. 
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Regulations 47-03, 47-05, and 74-01(9) require residence in the ter- 
ritorial jurisdiction of the lodge to which the petition is made, for 6 
months immediately preceding the date of the petition. Mr. “R” 
is not qualified under this law to petition a lodge in Raleigh; there- 
fore, no lodge in Raleigh has a right to receive his petition. Its 
only right now is to either grant, or refuse to grant, a waiver of 
personal jurisdiction under Regulation 47-07. 


Opinion No. 2 
QUESTION : 


l. Information is requested if, upon action duly approved by the 
Grand Lodge, Fort Bragg Lodge No. 667 should move from the 
Post of Fort Bragg to the town of Spring Lake, within its juris- 
diction, if this would in any way affect the jurisdiction Fort Bragg 
Lodge No. 667 now exercises, and particularly upon military per- 
sonnel stationed at Fort Bragg. 


2. Since the town of Spring Lake is presently within the jurisdiction 
of this lodge, it is not believed that any jurisdictional changes 
would be involved, but information specifically is requested as to 
whether it would remain unchanged. 


ANSWER: If the proposed change in location of Fort Bragg Lodge No. 
667 is made, it would change the present territorial jurisdiction of 
that lodge for these reasons: 


1. The entire military reservation of Fort Bragg is considered as a 
city or town. (REG. 48-02(4). 

2. Fort Bragg Lodge No. 667 would therefore lose its present exclusive 
jurisdiction over the military reservation of Fort Bragg. (REGS. 
48-04; 48-02(1 and 4). 

3. The proposed change in its location would apparently affect the 
territorial jurisdiction of the lodges located at Fayetteville, Dunn, 
Lilington, Sanford, Southern Pines, and Raeford, under the pro- 
visions of REG. 48-02 (first 4 lines) because there would be a 
change in the required “air line" measurement therein set forth. 


4. If by changing the location to Spring Lake, North Carolina, two or 
more lodges are equi-distant from amy part of the military reser- 
vation, then those lodges would have concurrent jurisdiction over 
the entire military reservation. (REG. 48-02 (3). 


The procedure for effecting the proposed change is found in REGS. 
46-06, 46-10, 48-13, and 55-03; and there is no particular form pre- 
scribed for the petition to the Grand Lodge or for the consent of 
the lodges whose jurisdiction would be affected. REG. 46-07 does 
not apply in this case. 


Opinion No. 3 


QUESTION: May a lodge make a donation from funds in its treasury 
to the inter-church council here which has charge of the swim- 
ming pool and park this summer? 


ANSWER: No. It is my opinion that this objective is not a proper 
Masonic purpose for which a donation from the treasury of the 
lodge may be made. (REGS. 16-04(9); 68-08; 95-08, first two 
lines.) 

Opinion No. 4 


FACTS: Mr. Norris Vernon Dobbins has been in the Merchant Ma- 
rine for about 10 years. His ship sails out of Staten Island, New 
York. When in port, he comes to Rutherfordton, N. C., where he 
has his dwelling place and where his wife and two small Sons are 
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living. He regularly returns to his dwelling place in Rutherford- 
ton, N. C., when his schedule of traveling is completed. 


QUESTION: Does Western Star Lodge No. 91 have proper jurisdiction 
over this petitioner? 


ANSWER: Yeg. Regulation 47-06(2) governs the case. I also direct 
your attention to Regulation 74-01 which clearly sets forth the 
necessary qualifications of a petitioner for the degrees, each of 
which must be carefully investigated by the Committee; then re- 
fer to Regulation 75-05 which requires that each member of the 
Committee make a personal contact with the petitioner. 


See also Official Form 19, pages 245 and 246 of THE CODE, par- 
ticularly the required questions to be answered by the Committee 
in making its report. These regulations also apply in this case. 


Opinion No. 5 


FACTS: Brother Luther H. Pollock was Excluded for Non-Payment of 
Dues by Durham Lodge No. 352 on June 25, 1929. During 1924, he 
suffered a serious railroad accident in which he lost his left leg 
above the knee. This brother asks permission to apply for restora- 
tion of his membership. 


QUESTION: If Regulation 86-02 of THE CODE is complied with, can 
we receive his petition for restoration? 


ANSWER: Yes, provided he is mentally qualified. His physical im- 
pairment after he had received the Degrees does not disqualify him 
from applying for restoration to membership, after which the lodge 
must decide by the secret ballot whether or not he is to be restored; 
however, his application for restoration can NOT be received by the 
lodge if he is mentally disqualified. (REGS. 58-05; 79-07) 


Opinion No. 6 


FACTS: Army Lodge “A” located in Puerto Rico, requests our Grand 
Secretary to ascertain through our Lidge No. 447 the character 
of applicant “Blank” for the Degrees of Symbolic Masonry. The 
Master of our Lodge No. 447 appoints a Committee of Investiga- 
tion. 


QUESTION: Should the Investigating Committee make report to and 
be approved by our Lodge No. 447, or should the Secretary of our 
Lodge No. 447 mail the report directly to the Grand Secretary? 


ANSWER: The report of the Investigating Committee in this case 
should be sent to our Grand Secretary (REG. 95-14), without 
action thereon by our Lodge No. 447; because REG. 75-12 prohibits 
a lodge taking action on a committee's report upon a petition or an 
application. Our Lodge No. 447, through its Master, properly 
named a Committee of Investigation from its members (REG. 
67-10(2) to make a character report as a courtesy to the lodge in 
Puerto Rico; and the petitioner is the material of the lodge in 
Puerto Rico and not of our Lodge No. 447. Our lodge could neither 
elect, nor reject, him for the Degrees. It is customary for such re- 
quests to be addressed to a lodge and not to its individual members, 
and it is the duty of the Master to appoint the Committee from its 
members, but action by the lodge on the report of any Committee 
of Investigation is prohibited by REG. 75-12. 


Opinion No. 7 


FACTS: The Woodmen of the World at Robbins, N. C., do not have a 
place to meet, and most of the members of Elise Lodge No. 555, 
A.F. € A.M. are also members of that organization. 
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QUESTION: Can Elise Lodge No. 555 let the Woodmen of the World 
use its lodge room when the lodge is not using it? 


ANSWER: Yes. However, the provisions of Regulation 49-02 (13) 
must be observed as to removal of all Masonic paraphernalia im- 
mediately after the Masonic Lodge is closed. That Regulation re- 
quires that your lodge shall have and maintain complete control 
and authority over its lodge hall, and that there shall not be a 
joint ownership with any other organization; unless as provided 
in Regulation 31-02, and then it would require approval by the 
Grand Lodge itself. 


Opinion No. 8 


FACTS: Mr. J. L. H. petitioned Sparta Lodge No. 423 for the degrees 
and set out the following facts in his petition: 


1. That his present residence address is Airview Drive, Mount Hill 
Road, Ringgold, Virginia, that he resided at that address for one 
month, that he had previously resided at 2923 C-Street, Washing- 
ton, D. C., from October 25, 1951, to February 6, 1954, then at 
(76 Glenn Wyatt-Wolfe Branch) Sparta, N. C., from February 6, 
1954, to June 1, 1954, thereafter at Box 153, Ringgold, Va., from 
June 1, 1954, presumably to the date of his petition, which was 
August 5, 1954. He further stated that the Masonic Lodge near- 
est to his present residence was Roman Eagle No. 122, Danville, 
Va. He stated also that his business address was 406 Lynn St., 
Danville, Va., and that his present occupation was Manager, South- 
ern Discount Company, Danville, Va. 

QUESTION: On the facts in this case, does Sparta Lodge No. 423 have 
jurisdiction over the petitioner? 

ANSWER: On the facts set out in the correspondence, I am of the 
opinion that Sparta Lodge No. 423 does not have the required 
jurisdiction over this petition. He certainly does not qualify under 
REG. 47-06(6), nor does he qualify under REGS. 47-03 nor 
74-01 (9). 

Opinion No. 9 

QuESTION: Should the Master announce to the lodge the names of a 

cnn of Investigation appointed under Chapter 75 of THE 


ANSWER: It is optional; the Master may do so or not; however, any 
member of the lodge must be given the names if he asks for them. 


QUESTON: Where several candidates are being examined on the cate- 
chism, under Regulation 80-03, should each candidate give the ob- 
ligation separately or in unison? 


ANSWER: Separately. No other part of the examination shall be 
given in unison; and the Regulation specifically requires “each” 
candidate to give the obligation “in full”; therefore, I rule that 
under this law each candidate separately shall give the obligation 


in full. 
Opinion No. 10 


QUESTION: In the case of a Masonic Burial of a deceased brother, 
should the religious service of his church come before or after the 
Masonic Burial Service? 


ANSWER: It is my opinion, if any religious ceremonies are to be 
conducted at the grave of a deceased brother, they shall be first 
and must be completed before beginning the Masonic ceremonies, 
which shall follow and be the last ceremony before the grave is 
closed; subject however, to the provisions of Regulation 90-19 as 
to a military salute of honor, and further, that the benediction 
may be given by the clergyman conducting the religious ceremo- 
nies. 
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Opinion No. 11 


Your letter of February 7, 1955, to our Grand Secretary has 
been referred to me for reply; and I note that you ask if your lodge 
has the right to rent the basement of its lodge building to the Junior 
Order United American Mechanics. You do not say, and therefore 
I must assume, that the Junior Order wants to use the basement 
only for its meetings. I think you will find the answer to your ques- 
tion in Regulations 49-02(13), 49-03(16) and 49-04(1). Your lodge 
must see to it at all times when it is at work that the lodge is per- 
fectly tyled against eavesdroppers or any other persons who are not 
Master Masons and who may be on the premises at the same time 
your lodge is convened. 


ORDERS 


Order No. 1 
FACTS: 
1 


. Brother Needham Archibald Warren, a member of our St. John's 
Lodge No. 18 at Kenansville, applied to our Spindale Lodge No. 
673 for affiliation under the Continuous Membership Plan pro- 
vided for in REG. 83-22 by attaching to his application a Certifi- 
cate of Good Standing dated September 6, 1954, issued by St. 
John's Lodge No. 13, said Certificate expiring December 31, 1954. 

2. The said application for affiliation was presented to, read, and re- 
ceived by Spindale Lodge No. 673 at its stated communication 
September 14, 1954. 


3. The required Committee of Investigation was not appointed on 
this application. | 


4. At the stated communication of Spindale Lodge No. 673 held Oc- 
tober 12, 1954, said application was balloted upon and Brother 
Warren was elected; however, there had been no report thereon 
of & Committee of Investigation filed prior to the ballot as re- 
quired by THE CODE. (REGS. 76-01; 76-02; 83-11; 83-15) 

5. The result of the ballot was reported to our St. John's Lodge No. 
13, as required by law. This was done by the Grand Secretary on 
October 19, 1954. 


6. Later on, this irregular work was discovered and reported by you 
to the Grand Secretary on November 29, 1954. REG. 67-09(6). 

7. That the stated communications of Spindale Lodge No. 678 are 
held on the second and fourth Tuesdays of each month. 


IT Is THEREFORE ORDERED: 


1. That the balloting and the election of Brother Needham Archi- 
bald Warren in Spindale Lodge No. 673 on October 12, 1954, was 
illegal and is void and of no effect because it was in violation of 
REGS. 75-01; 76-01; 76-02; 83-11; and 83-15 which require a re- 
port A the Committee of Investigation to be filed before a ballot 
is en. 


2. That the said application having been properly received by Spin- 
dale No. 673 on September 14, 1954, it is unfinished business pend- 
ing in that lodge, and more than twenty-eight days have elapsed 
since that date. 


3. That the Master of Spindale Lodge No. 673 shall immediately ap- 
point the required Committee of Investigation on the said appli- 
cation; and, if the Committee's report is properly filed at or before 
any stated communication of said lodge held before December 31, 
1954, the required ballot may be taken according to the provisions 
of THE CODE, but not after December 31, 1954. (It appears that 
the lodge will have two stated communications in December, the 
second and fourth Tuesdays, or December 14 and 28, 1954.) 
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4. That the report of the aforesaid election heretofore made to St. 
John's Lodge No. 13 be immediately corrected; and any future 
action on this application taken under this order shall be promptly 
reported to the Grand Secretary on such forms and in such manner 
as he may direct. 


5. It is further ordered that Brother Lewis D. Davis, Master of 
Spindale Lodge No. 673 be, and he is, hereby severely reprimanded 
for permitting this violation of a very clear law of our Grand 
Lodge, ignorance of which is not an acceptable excuse. REGS. 
67-03; 67-05; 67-10(7) ; 83-15. 

6. That this order be read at the first stated communication of Spin- 
dale Lodge No. 673 after its receipt, and, be entered in full on the 
minutes thereof. 


Order No. 2 


Replying to a letter from our Grand Secretary for instructions in 
disposing of irregularities in the Annual Returns of Salem Lodge 
No. 289 for the years 1952 and 1953, I advised as follows: 


"I have your letter of November 26, 1954, and the enclosures 
cited therein relative to the above subject caption. It clearly appears 


CODE; therefore, the lodge did not have the right or the authority 
to Exclude, for Non-payment of Dues, the members named in your 
correspondence. (See REG. 85-30) 


"Attention is directed, also, to the fact that the procedure to Ex- 
clude a member for Non-payment of Dues as contained in Regula- 
tions named above has been in effect fourteen years now without 
change, and I can see no reasonable excuse for a lodge not to strictly 
comply therewith as required in REG. 85-30. 


"It is therefore ORDERED that Salem Lodge No. 289 promptly 
comply with the instructions set forth in your letter to it dated No- 
vember 23, 1954." 


Order No. 3 


The Grand Secretary has forwarded me your letter of May 29 
relative to the petition of Mr. Benjamin Reuben King, together with 
the history of all actions taken on the said petition. The facts ap- 
pear to be as follows: Mr. King's petition, dated March 15, 1954, was 
read at your stated communication on March 16, 1954. The petition 
was received in the office of the Grand Secretary on March 25, 1954, 


Tuesday, May 18, 1954, the ballot being favorable. It being obvious, 
therefore, that Wilmington Lodge No. 319 with respect to the petition 
8 TP nain Reuben King has acted in violation of Regulations 
73-13 and 76-01. 


It is my order that the election which was held on Tuesday, May 
18, 1954, be and and the same is bereby declared illegal and therefore 


spread for the petition of Mr. Benjamin Reuben King in compliance 
with the authority granted in Regulation 76-11, the said new ballot 
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to be taken on the stated communication to be held on the third Tues- 
day in July, namely the twentieth. No Master of the lodge should 
permit his lodge to ballot upon a petition before he has seen the peti- 
tion for the degrees and before he has seen that the Certificate of the 
Grand Secretary is on the back of the petition. It also follows that 
no Secretary should report a petition as being ready for balloting 
unless and until the said petition, duly certified by the Grand Secre- 
tary, is in his hands. The new ballot to be taken on this petition is 
ordered for July 20, in view of the fact that your next stated com- 
munication on June 15 would not permit the lapse of 27 days follow- 
ing the Certification of the petition by the Grand Secretary. 


Reference is made to the second paragraph in your letter in 
which you state, *Due to the time the petition had been in process 
I presented the petition to the lodge for ballot, which was favorable, 
without giving it a thought that the petition had not been returned 
by the Grand Lodge, and not until I was making out my 'Report of 
Doings' did I realize that this was true." You will note from the his- 
tory of the activities on this petition as stated in the opening portion 
of this letter that the delay in the processing of this petition ap- 
parently can be attributed to the tardiness of the local committee in 
acting upon the Grand Master's form GM-2. I regret very much 
that our local committees sometimes do not realize the value of ex- 
pediting these reports. This delay sometimes causes our members 
to attribute the long lapse of time to some failure in the Grand Sec- 
retary's office, whereas this definitely is not always the case, as the 
present instance will substantiate. 


It is my order furthermore that this letter be read at your next 
stated Communication to be held on June 15, 1954. 


Order No. 4 


It was brought to my attention that the Granville Lodge No. 
380 on March 27, 1954, in violation of Regulation 79-30 (1) the 
Code of 1948 did elect and initiate Brother James Lewis Catlette. 
It had been brought further to my attention that neither the Secre- 
tary nor the Master of Granville Lodge No. 380 had any knowledge 
that their actions were in violation of the Code. They further state 
that such violations will not happen in the future. In order, therefore, 
that the irregularity may be corrected and that Brother Catlette 
shall be entitled to the full rights and privileges of an Entered Ap- 
prentice, the Master of Granville Lodge No. 380 is herewith ordered 
to heal Brother Catlette in open Lodge in conformity to Regulation 
94-05. The Secretary will record in the minutes of this particular 
meeting that Brother Catlette has been reobligated. The Grand Mas- 
ter will also be notified as soon as this has been done. A copy of the 
notice is to be sent to the Grand Secretary. 


Order No. 5 


Upon receiving a report of irregular work in Sanford Lodge No. 
151 as set forth hereafter, I issued a CITATION on August 20, 1954, 
to Brothers Edward L. Quillen, Master; A. Vance Hulbert, P.M., 
Acting Secretary; and Harold V. Fenstamacher, P.M., to appear be- 
fore me in the Masonic Temple at Wilmington, N. C., at 10:00 A.M., 
September 10, 1954, to show cause, if any they had, why the charter 
of said lodge should not be arrested, and why they, or either of them, 
should not be dealt with under THE CODE of our Grand Lodge 
for a violation of Regulation 79-02 and the custom and usage of 
Freemasonry to wit: 


1. Instructing and examining Mr. Robert Lester Rosser in the 
catechism of the Degree of Entered Apprentice before the 
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said Robert Lester Rosser, had been Initiated an Entered Ap- 
prentice. 

2. Conferring the Degree of Fellow Craft on the said Robert 
Lester Rosser out of order, and before he had been Initiated 
an Entered Apprentice. (REG. 79-02) 


I commissioned Most Worshipful Herbert M. Foy, Past Grand 
Master, to preside and conduct the hearing on the Citation, and to 
report to me his findings. I requested Worshipful G. Dudley Hum- 
phrey, Judge Advocate, to assist Brother Foy. The hearing was held 
at the time and place indicated in the Citation, the following mem- 
bers of Sanford Lodge No. 151 being present: Most Worshipful Wil- 
liam H. White, Past Grand Master; Right Worshipful Wilbur L. 
McIver, Grand Secretary; Worshipful Edward L. Quillen, Master; 
and four Past Masters, Brothers Moses L. Snipes, Gillam Anderson, 
A. Vance Hulbert (Acting Secretary of the lodge) and Harold V. 
Fenstamacher (the regular Coach of the lodge). 


From the record of the hearing and my investigation, I find the 
following facts: 


I. That Mr. Robert Lester Rosser petitioned Sanford Lodge No. 
151 for the Degrees in Masonry and was duly elected on Feb- 
ruary 20, 1954. 


II. Before he received the First Degree, he was called before the 
committee of said lodge to receive the lectures of the Lodge 
System of Masonie Education, which he mistakenly believed to 
be the First Degree. 


III. The candidate shortly thereafter, and before he had received 
the First Degree, entered the armed service of the U.S.A. and 
was assigned to Fort Jackson, S. C. 


IV. Sanford Lodge No. 151, through the proper channels, request- 
ed Fort Jackson Lodge No. 374, Fort Jackson, S. C., to confer 
the Degrees on the candidate as a courtesy for it. 


V. Before the candidate could receive the First Degree, he was 
accidently injured and was discharged from the armed service. 


VI. The candidate returned to Sanford and requested Brother 
. Harold V. Fenstamacher, P.M., the regular Coach of the lodge, 
to prepare him for advancement. i 


VII. Without taking due care to verify his status, Brother Fen- 
stamacher instructed the candidate in the catechism of the 
First Degree; and, upon satisfactory examination thereon, in 
open lodge, the candidate was given the Second Degree on 
June 22, 1954. 


VIII. After the Second Degree had been conferred, the candidate 
was instructed in the catechism of that degree and passed the 
examination thereon in open lodge on July 27, 1954; however, 
it was then discovered, upon examination of the lodge records, 
that the candidate had NOT received the First Degree; there- 
fore, he was not Raised. At this time, after the Second Degree 
been conferred, Brother Fenstamacher asked the candidate 
if he had received the First Degree; and he stated that he had, 
mistakenly assuming that the lectures he had received consti- 
tuted Initiation. Immediately thereafter, on August 7, 1954, 
a report was made to me of this irregularity by each of the 
brethren named in the Citation. 
That only the three brethren named in the Citation knew of 
this irregular work before July 27, 1954. It was not considered 
or discussed at any stated or emergent communication whereby 
the lodge membership could take corporate action, or whereby 


IX 
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the membership at large could even be presumed to know the 


acts. " 
X. The said lodge has approximately 250 members. 


XI. The regular Secretary of the lodge has been very ill since 
May 10, 1954, and Brother A. Vance Hulbert. was Acting: Sec- 
retary at the time of this irregular work. 


XII. That the candidate in good faith mistakenly believed that he 
had received the First Degree at the time he received the lec- 
tures of the Lodge System of Masonic Education; however, he 
is not expected to know our procedure and is not responsible 
— and did not knowingly contribute to, the irregular work in 

is case. 


XIII. That Brothers Quillen, Hulbert and Fenstamacher, named in 
the Citation, have been for many years, and are now, most 
active in Masonic Work; and they have diligently and faith- 
fully served the Craft and their lodge in many ways, contrib- 
uting their time, talent, and means to further the interest of 
both and that they have, and deserve, the confidence and esteem 
of their brethren. However, the investigation also shows that, 
in the handling of this candidate, there were unintentional acts 
of omission on their part of a serious nature. 


LAW: 

Regulation 79-02 prohibits a lodge from conferring a Degree 
out of order, as it was done in this case, under the penalty of having 
its charter arrested; also, Regulation 82-04 provides that the penalty 
for irregular work shall be applied to the brother at fault. 


ORDERS: 

A. On September 18, 1954, I issued the following Order to Sanford 

Lodge No. 151 to clarify the status of the candidate: 
It appearing from the evidence introduced at the hearing that 
the candidate, Robert Lester Rosser, is not responsible for the 
irregular work and conduct under investigation, it is therefore 
ORDERED: 

1. That the said Robert Lester Rosser be permitted, if it is of his own 
free will and accord, but not otherwise, to receive the Degree of 
Entered Apprentice in Sanford Lodge No. 151, A. F. & A. M. 

2. That in the. event he voluntarily desires to take the Degree of 
Entered Apprentice, then it shall be conferred in full form, and 
in all respects, as required by the Authorized Work and THE 
CODE of our Grand Lodge for conferring that Degree on a duly 
elected candidate therefor. 

9. That, in the event the said Robert Lester Rosser should receive 
the Degree of Entered Apprentice as hereinbefore provided, he 
may be Raised when he is proficient in the Catechism of the De- 
gree of Fellow Craft without again being Passed to that Degree. 


In response to this Order, the lodge reported to me October 5, 
1954, that: 


(1) Robert Lester Rosser voluntarily requested to be given the De- 
gree of Entered Apprentice. 
(2) He was duly Initiated on October 1, 1954. 
(3) He passed a satisfactory examination on the catechisms of the 
First and Second Degrees and was Raised on October 5, 1954. 
B. It would not in any manner heal the irregularity in this case to 
arrest the Charter of this lodge, nor would it ia the best in- 
terest of Masonry to do so, because each of the 250 members of the 
lodge would automatically be made a non-affiliated Mason, de- 
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prived of all of the rights, privileges, and Awards of a Mason, and 
thereby punished for no Masonic offense of commission or omis- 
sion on his part. Therefore, it is my opinion that the Charter of 
Sanford Lodge No. 151 should not be arrested; and I do so 
ORDER; however, I find from the record that there is culpability 
on the part of Brothers Quillen, Hulbert, and Fenstamacher, al- 


though differing in degree. (REG. 82-02) 


. It is the duty of the Secretary to keep the Master and the lodge 


informed of the status of any matters pertaining to his office, 
and particularly as to the official correspondence of his lodge; 
it appears that there was negligence on this point. Notwithstand- 
ing that the lodge was without the services of its regular Secre- 
tary, who had suffered a heart attack May 20, 1954, the Acting 
Secretary, Brother A. Vance Hulbert, assumed the duties of the 
office; there was negligence in the proper function of this office 
for which he can not be entirely absolved from a part of the re- 
sponsibility for this irregular work; therefore, I must reprimand 
him for not reporting the status of the candidate according to 
the records of his office and before he was examined in open lodge 
and Passed to the Degree of Fellow Craft. The irregularity was 
disclosed by those same records later, on July 27, 1954, when they 
were examined after the candidate had been examined on the cate- 
chism of the Second Degree and was ready for the Third Degree. 


. It is the duty of the Master of a lodge to know, not merely to as- 


sume, that the work and business of his lodge are properly conduct- 
ed, particularly in matters affecting the security of the Craft, as 
in this case. It appears that an active Past Master, Brother Fensta- 
macher, the regular Coach of the lodge, notified the Master that 
he would have this candidate ready for the Second Degree by a 
certain date; and the Master knew that the candidate had been 
duly elected to receive the Degrees in his lodge; knew that an 
official request had been made on the lodge in South Carolina to 
confer them as a courtesy for his lodge; mistakenly assumed that 
the coach had satisfied himself that the candidate had already 
received the First Degree; acted upon that assumption, without 
investigation to assure himself of the correct status of the candi- 
date; proceeded to confer on him the Second Degree and later 
permitted him to be examined in open lodge on the work of that 
degree. For this negligence in assuming that which he could have, 
and should have, positively known by investigation, I must repri- 
mand the Master. 


. The evidence clearly shows that the first and basic error in this 


case was made by Brother Harold V. Fenstamacher, the regular 
Coach of the lodge. He had no proper Masonic information that the 
candidate had received the First Degree. He did not have at the 
time even the bare statement of the candidate that he had 
been Initiated, but proceeded to instruct him in the work of the 
First Degree without abundant caution as to his correct status. 
For this disregard of the law, custom, and usage of our Grand 
Lodge and the security of the Craft, by coaching the candidate 
in the work of the First Degree without absolute knowledge proper- 
ly obtained, that he had been regularly Initiated, I must solemnly 
condemn his carelessness; and I do severely reprimand him for 
his negligence and warn him in the future to exercise that strict 
care required of all Masons, of which he is now aware, concerning 


. the security of the Craft. I am moved to impose no greater discip- 


line than a re rimand because of the result of my investigation 
convinces me that Brother Fenstamacher, also Brothers Hulbert 
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and Quillen, had no intention deliberately to violate our law and 
custom and that they now know the gravity of this case. 

F. These Orders shall be read and entered on the minutes, at the 
first stated communication of Sanford Lodge No. 151 after their 
receipt.

Dispensation No. 3 


Due to an emergency caused by the recent hurricane “Hazel,” 
which damaged your lodge building making it necessary for the lodge 
to obtain another building in which to hold its communications, and 
in response to your request therefor, I do hereby grant a DISPEN- 
SATION to Mount Pleasant Lodge No. 569, A.F. & A.M., Route 1, 
Bailey, N. C., under Regulation 16-04 (8-D) to hold its communications 
in the Mount Pleasant Community Building, Route 1, Bailey, N. C., 
within the territorial jurisdiction of said lodge; PROVIDED, how- 
ever: 


1. That said building and premises are suitable for a Masonic 
meeting and can be properly Tyled, an 

2. That written notice shall be given to each member of said 
lodge of the place above designated for its communications, and 


3. That immediate action be taken by said lodge to amend its 
by-laws as required by Regulation 55-01 to provide for this change 
of meeting place. 


Dispensation No. 4 


Due to an emergency caused by the recent hurricane “Hazel,” 
which damaged your lodge building making it necessary for the lodge 
to obtain another building in which to hold its communications, and 
in response to your request therefor, I do hereby grant a DISPEN- 
SATION to Rich Square Lodge No. 488, A.F. & A.M., Rich Square, 
N. C., under Regulation 16-04(8-D) to hold its communications on 
the second floor of the Freeman Building on Main Street, Rich 
Square, N. C., within the territorial jurisdiction of said lodge; PRO- 
VIDED, however: 


1. That said building and premises are suitable for a Masonic 
meeting and can be properly Tyled, and 

2. That written notice shall be given to each member of said 
lodge of the place above designated for its communication, and 


3. That immediate action be taken by said lodge to amend its 
by-laws as required by Regulation 55-01 to provide for this change 
of meeting place. 


This Dispensation shall be void after January 31, 1955, and 
gives ample time in which to amend the by-laws. 


Dispensation No. 5 


In response to your request of March 24, 1955, and under Regu- 
lation 16-04 (8-D), I hereby grant a Dispensation to Hiram Lodge No. 
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40, A.F. & A.M. of Raleigh, North Carolina, to hold an emergent com- 
munication in the Raleigh Memorial Auditorium, Raleigh, North 
Carolina, on Saturday, May 7, 1955, at 8:00 p.m., for the purpose of 
conferring the Sublime Degree of Master Mason; however, 

1. That the building be properly tyled, and made absolutely 
safe from cowans and eavesdroppers; and 


2. That only Hiram Lodge No. 40, A.F. & A.M. shall be convened 
and opened for this communication, and all transactions shall be had 
within that lodge in full compliance with the ritual, law, customs,

3. My Dispensation heretofore granted to your lodge, upon your 
request of February 3, 1955, on February 9, 1955, is hereby with- 
drawn and made void. 


This Dispensation shall be void after May 7, 1955. 
DISPENSATIONS TO ELECT OFFICERS 


During the year I granted twenty-two (22) Dispensa- 
tions to hold an election to fill vacancies caused by the res- 
ignation of some officer. 


ONE-STORY LODGE BUILDINGS 


I approved the request of Grifton Lodge No. 248 to erect 
and occupy a one-story lodge building, subject to its being 
safe from cowans and eavesdroppers. 


WAIVER OF PHYSICAL DISABILITIES 


During the year 1 granted 122 Dispensations for Waiver 
of Physical Disabilities, a careful investigation having been 
made of each case, and a certification having been filed by 
a committee recommending the petitioner's physical fitness. 
I also found it necessary to refuse eight requests for Waiver 
of Physical Disabilities. In these cases also the Committee 
of Investigation had seen the petitioner personally and had 
made its report. 


THE BOARD OF CUSTODIANS 


I have never seen a more zealous or enthusiastic group 
of brethren than those who compose the Board of Custod- 
ians. The Grand Lodge is deeply indebted to them for their 
faithful determination to preserve the purity of our ritual- 
istic work, and they have been successful in this to a re- 
markable degree. The success which has been theirs is due 
entirely to the fact that they are constantly meeting, dis- 
cussing, planning and seeking always to devise ways and 
means by which this phase of our program can be intensi- 
fied. They conduct our proficiency examinations for Certi- 
fied Lecturers and for Certified Instructors; they likewise 
are the watchful guardians of our Bahnson's Manual, the 
Official Standard of the Work, the Vocabulary, the Lecture 
Service, the Schools of Instruction and Masonic Education. 
This is a most important service, and I here wish to express 
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my sincere gratitude for the sacrificial labor of love which 
has been characteristic of the brethren composing this 
Board. 


Schools of Instruction have been most beneficial; the 
Certified Lecturer program has been one of the finest 
programs upon which our Grand Lodge has ever embarked; 
and the Lodge System of Masonic Education is undoubtedly 
one of the most effective means we have ever utilized for 
providing our newly raised brethren with an excellent train- 
ing program in the meaning of Masonry. I heartily recom- 
mend that these programs be continued with an even great- 
er emphasis than heretofore. 


OXFORD ORPHANAGE 


As Grand Master, it has been my privilege and respon- 
sibility to preside over the meetings of the Board of Direc- 
tors of this institution. 

During the month of May, 1954, I also had the pleasure 
of participating in the dedication service of the York Rite 
Memorial Chapel. It was my happy privilege to deliver the 
dedicatory message for this occasion. This is a beautiful 
chapel in every respect. It is indeed worthy of the many 
efforts and the almost endless hours of labor that were 
expended in its planning and preparatory stages. It is a 
beautiful story of unselfish service that was rendered by 
the Masons of North Carolina in behalf of the boys and 
girls in this great institution, who are our responsibility. The 
Grand York Rite Bodies recognized the existence of a great 
need, a need that they believed they could satisfy, and with 
a willing, generous and unselfish spirit, they proceeded at 
once to unfold their plans. As long as this building stands, 
it will continue to represent a labor of love. It represents 
the spirit of Masonry, a spirit that we want to preserve 
and perpetuate forever through this beautiful chapel, stand- 
ing as a monument to our faith in God. This chapel is an 
evidence of our belief in religion and of our firm conviction 
that we can help the cause of religion by bringing the Word 
of God to others and by providing a spiritual atmosphere 
in which the children will be able to feel the presence of 
the Supreme Architect. The construction of this chapel 
was a great opportunity for the Masons of North Carolina 
to perform a worth-while deed and to make possible some- 
thing which would give to all of us a great deal of personal 
satisfaction. You and I have enjoyed a real opportunity. 
We, therefore, are giving a real opportunity to others, and 
this opportunity we are giving to others is one of religious 
educational and spiritual development, for this chapel is a 
beautiful sanctuary where young and old may come to wor- 
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ship. It is indeed a great, a beautiful, a wonderful oppor- 
tunity which the Masons of North Carolina have made 
possible. 

We have laid the cornerstone for the Recretation Build- 
ing. Enough has been said about this in another section 
of this report, and I shall not elaborate upon it further, 
except to say that we can now look forward to its comple- 
tion when we can dedicate it to the physical development 
of these boys and girls. 


Every Master Mason in North Carolina is proud of 
Oxford Orphanage, is proud of the work that is being done 
there, is proud of the leadership that is being offered and 
of the administration that is being given. This institution 
is dear to the hearts of Masons and whenever any great 
need exists on the campus of this institution the brethren 
throughout the State are ready to respond whenever an 
appeal is made to them for assistance. Brother A. D. Leon 
Gray, who for years now has been the Superintendent of 
the Orphanage, has been tireless and indefatigable in his ef- 
forts to represent this institution wherever he has received 
an invitation. These invitations have been numerous indeed. 
Hardly a week goes by but that he spends several nights 
of it in visitations to the brethren in various sections of the 
State. I am confident the Masons in our Grand Jurisdiction 
are deeply appreciative of the excellent leadership he is 
giving us as our representative in this great institution. He 
is very fortunate in having two able men to assist him, 
both of whom have been associated with the Orphanage 
for a number of years and who are indeed a part of it. They 
are Brother E. T. Regan, the Assistant Superintendent, 
and Brother M. E. Parham, the Business Manager. These 
two men are zealous and faithful in their service to this 
great institution. 


Brother Gray was with me in almost all of my district 
meetings and contributed immeasurably to the success of 
these meetings. For the splendid manner in which he rep- 
resented the institution, especially in the graphic presenta- 
tion of the need for the Recreation Building, I am indeed 
grateful, and I wish here to record my sincere appreciation. 


MASONIC AND EASTERN HOME 


The two great institutions so dear to the heart of Masons 
of our Grand Jurisdiction, are the Orphanage of Oxford 
and the Masonic and Eastern Star Home at Greensboro. 
How interesting it is to note that Masons are interested 
not only in the development of the youth of our land but 
that they have an equal interest in and a deep and abiding 
love for the welfare of those men and women who have at 
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last reached the sunset of life, and who now in their declin- 
ing years are no longer able to care for themselves. Thus 
Masonry reaches forth a helping hand and says to those who 
have been more active and prosperous in other years: “Come 
and enjoy the comforts and the companionship of others 
in a home which those who love you have made available 
for you.” 


It was my pleasure during the year to visit the Home 
several times and to preside at the meetings of the Board 
of Directors. In all of these visitations I was delighted with 
every provision which 1 observed for the welfare of the 
guests of the Home. I should like to say also that had North 
Carolina Masons been privileged to search the continent 
over for someone to superintend the activities involved in 
taking care of these men and women, it could never have 
found one more gifted with the special talents and abilities 
required than the man who for a number of years now has 
been serving as the head of this great institution, Brother 
George Bennette. Brother Bennette is one of those delight- 
ful personalities who takes a keen interest in the individual 
needs and requirements of those under his supervision. He 
loves them and they all love him. We are indeed fortunate 
to have Brother Bennette to superintend the affairs of this 
Home. He, too, was with us on practically all of our district 
meetings, and 1 wish here to record my sincere apprecia- 
tion for all that he did to make our meetings a success 
and for the splendid manner in which he represented the 
Masonic and Eastern Star Home in his various visitations 
to the brethren. 


PAST GRAND MASTERS 


Whatever success I may have had in my conduct of the 
affairs of the Grand Lodge this year, I wish to make an 
expression at this time of my indebtedness not only to the 
thousands of Master Masons throughout the State who have 
responded so beautifully to every appeal that was made 
of them, but I wish also, and in particular, to recognize at 
this time another group of outstanding brethren who have 
long served our Craft so faithfully and well: the Past 
Grand Masters of the Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of 
North Carolina. I am fully conscious of the fact that my 
work was made easier and my path was made smoother 
because of the excellent ground work that had been laid by 
these beloved and faithful brethren who preceded me. 
Their good work, their many sacrificial efforts, their many 
hours of unselfish service to the Craft made it possible for 
a generous and spontaneous response to emerge from the 
56,000 Masons in North Carolina as 1 called upon them 
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this year. Just as every Master in the subordinate lodge 
knows and feels a high degree of security when he has at 
his beck and call the ready and willing assistance of a large 
number of Past Masters, so does every Grand Master know 
that his work will be far more effective, and his problems 
will be made easier and lighter when he, too, has the loyal, 
faithful, dependable and most efficient support of such a 
magnificent group of predecessors, and to these men, good 
and great and true, I herewith express my profoundest grat- 
itude. Brethren, thank you for all you have done for me 
this year, and may God bless you. 


PAST GRAND MASTER CHARLES BAILEY NEWCOMB 


No report of my year's stewardship would be complete 
if I failed to mention therein my indebtedness to one of 
North Carolina's greatest Masons, Charles Bailey New- 
comb. This man has come to my rescue on so many occa- 
sions during the year that it would be impossible for me 
to enumerate them. He is tireless in his efforts, he is in- 
defatigable in his zeal and I count myself fortunate indeed 
to have had the able assistance of a man so gifted and so 
generous in his willingness to respond when called upon. 
What a blessing it would be to Masonry in North Carolina 
if this good man could live forever! Let me here record 
my undying gratitude by saying, “Thank you, Charlie, for 
all that you have done, and God bless you.” 


THE GRAND SECRETARY—WILBUR L. McIVER 


I have recorded the fact that this year the Grand Secre- 
tary asked permission to be relieved of his usual respon- 
sibility of attending the district meetings and conducting 
the afternoon sessions. He wanted very much to have the 
contact with the brethren that such meetings would have 
afforded him, nevertheless he felt that he had a greater 
obligation to his duties in the office at Raleigh, and his 
request was thereupon granted. I therefore was denied 
in large measure the pleasure of many associations with 
him. He is a good man and has worked incessantly for the 
good of Masonry in North Carolina. He has made many 
problems much easier for me, and I wish here to record my 
‘sincere appreciation for all the many fine things he has 
done in my behalf. 


STATE OF THE CRAFT 


. Brethren, I have given a great deal of consideration to 
the topic of this section of this report. There is nothing 
I could enjoy more than to be able to report to you at this 
time that our Craft is in a better condition than it has ever 
been before. I should like to be able to say that there is a 
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greater degree of interest beingmanifested amongthebreth- 
ren throughout the State in the work of the Craft. I should 
like to be able to report that so far as the strength of Ma- 
sonry is concerned our muscles have never been more de- 
veloped. I should like to speak to you in the most glowing 
and superlative phrases of the manifestations of Masonic 
influence everywhere I have been. Yes, I should like to be 
able to report all of these things to you at this time, and 
yet my brethren I greatly fear that such statements would 
not be a true reflection of the State of the Craft as I have 
observed it. Of course, I can be wrong in my observations, 
I ean misconstrue some of the things that I have seen, and 
certainly it is possible for me to place the wrong inter- 
pretation on some things I have witnessed which have not 
been altogether to my liking. I sincerely trust that Y am 
wrong in my judgment and in my observations. Of course, 
if you look at the financial picture of our Craft, you are 
compelled to admit that we assuredly are in a sound finan- 
cial condition. Again, if you look at the membership growth 
of our fraternity through recent years, you once again 
are compelled to admit that we have made constant and 
steady progress. In this connection I think you should be 
reminded that the number of petitions for the degrees cer- 
tified by the Grand Secretary for the period January 1- 
February 28, 1955 was less than for the same period in 1954 
by 169 petitions. Now this may or may not indicate a trend. 
I trust that it does not. As I have listened to reports from 
the Masters, however, concerning the low percentage fig- 
ures of attendance at their meetings, and as I have heard 
them at the same time complain about the apparent lack 
of interest in their lodge activities, and as I have further- 
more observed in some instances a failure of Masonry to 
assume a position of community leadership at times when 
] felt that such a commanding position of leadership could 
have been obtained with little effort, I am constrained to 
believe that Masonry has not as yet “sold a bill of goods." 
I do not by any means subscribe to the theory that our best 
days are behind us. On the contrary, I fully and firmly 
believe that Masonry's best days are still to come. Just 
how good, how strong and how influential those “best days" 
will be, however, will depend upon the answer that you and 
I are going to give to the challenge of the present moment. 
I doubt very much that Masonry has ever known a greater 
challenge to confront it, and at the same time I doubt also 
that Masonry has ever had more resources— material, 
human and spiritual—with which to meet this challenge 
than it has today. Fortified by the strength that you and 
I ean obtain from the maximum use of these resources, we 
can fearlessly march forward into the future. The eyes of 
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many people are upon us and will continue to be upon us. 
They are wondering if this Masonic institution is as great 
an institution as it has been proclaimed. They are wonder- 
ing if it can produce the leadership that is necessary during 
these trying days. They are wondering if its belief in “The 
Brotherhood of Man in the Fatherhood of God" is an ex- 
pression of sincerity. You and I have the answers to these 
questions, my brethren. We have the solution to the problems 
which so sorely disturb a perplexed and bewildered world 
today. Let us then be united in a consciousness of the great 
resources which are ours. Let us be girded by mighty faith 
in the power of the obligations we have assumed. Let us 
be inspired by a rekindled faith in the responsibility which 
is ours for the extension of “The Brotherhood of Man in 
the Fatherhood of God." Let us utilize every opportunity 
to arouse the interest of our brethren everywhere in a con- 
scientious acceptance of the mighty challenge which the 
demands of our civilization are making upon us. Then, my 
brethren, we need have no fear for the future of mankind. 
We need have no fear for the future status of Masonry. 
The State of our Craft will be excellent because you and 1 
have responded to the challenge of a great need. Until we 
have succeeded in bringing our Craft to such a state as 
that, you and I cannot afford to rest. We cannot afford to 
let up in our labors. We cannot afford to offer or to accept 
anything less than the inspired and consecrated service of 
Masons everywhere. 


CONCLUSION 


And thus, my brethren, the experiences of my year as 
Grand Master have been recorded. They are now a part of 
the record, both written and unwritten. May I say, how- 
ever, that by far the most thrilling portions of the activ- 
ities of this year cannot be recorded, for the things that 
have given me the greatest pleasure, the things from 
which I have derived the greatest benefit, the things that 
have provided me with inspiration, encouragement, hope, 
are the things that emanated from a spiritual foundation, 
and it would be impossible for me adequately to express 
them in the written record: the fraternal joys that have 
come to me from my contacts with the brethren, the knowl- 
edge of the fact that between us existed a strong and en- 
during bond of brotherhood which could not be torn asun- 
der, a realization of the potentialities existing in 56,000 
good men and true, their many expressions of their sincere 
willingness to participate in a program which gave them 
satisfaction. These are the thoughts, my brethren, that I 
shall be pleased to carry with me as long as I live, and I 
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would have you know that these happy reflections are the 
reward and the only reward that I could possibly desire 
from the brethren I love and whom I have tried my best 
to serve. 


In a few hours it will become my privilege to turn the 
gavel of authority over to my able successor. Around him 
and his program I have the full assurance you are going to 
rally. You are going to give him all of that magnificent 
loyalty and support of which you are capable. You are 
going to let him know that you are ready to move forward 
in any worth-while program and endeavor that he suggests. 
With him you are going to accept the challenge of à new 
day, a new obligation and a new responsibility. I know you 
are going to do these things because these I have found are 
your noblest characteristics. These are the manifestations 
I have observed in you that have become the basis of my 
great love for you and that lead me to pray for a full and 
complete realization of your possibilities. I pledge to you 
and I pledge to him my wholehearted and continued support. 
God bless you; God bless him; God bless all who seek to 
achieve a better world in His name. So mote it be.

THE GRAND SECRETARY’S OFFICE 


We must once more report that the demands for service by the 
Grand Secretary's Office continue to increase, and that we are 
doing everything humanly possible to render the service demanded, 
even to continuing a seven-day week—no vacation—no holiday— 
schedule for the Grand Secretary, standard procedure for nine years 
now. Any failures to render service have not been due to lack of 
desire or interest, but rather to lack of time and or personnel. Dur- 
ing the nine-year period from January 1, 1946, to December 31, 
1954, we have had a net increase of 25 (895) in the number of lodges 
(from 315 to 340) under the jurisdiction of the Grand Lodge, and 
we have during the same period had a net increase of 22,398 (63.9% ) 
in the number of Master Masons (from 35,014 to 57,410) on the roll 
of these lodges. 


We again earnestly solicit a more thorough study of THE 
CODE (Constitution and Regulations) of our Grand Lodge by the 
officers (particularly, the Master, the Wardens and the Secretary) 
and the other members of each of our lodges. We are confident that 
such a study would bring about a considerable decrease in the un- 
"necessary problems with which the Grand Secretary's Office is 
faced, especially in connection with petitions (Petitions for the 
Degrees and Applications for Affiliation) and reports (Annual 
Returns and REPORTS OF DOINGS), as well as in many other 
matters involving (requiring) correspondence. In our report last 
year, we stated that “We assure you that an increase in cooperation 
with the Grand Secretary's Office in these important matters will 
be met with an equal (or greater) increase in service by the Grand 
Secretary's Office." We are indeed happy to report that this chal- 
lenge has been met with the finest spirit of cooperation which we 
have ever experienced, and we know that we have done everything 
humanly possible to reciprocate.

The Board of General Purposes, at its annual meeting held in 
Hotel Cape Fear at Wilmington on Tuesday, April 19, 1955, unani- 
mously voted to recommend to this Grand Lodge that the report of 
the Special Committee on Building and Quarters made at this Annual 
Communication of the Grand Lodge be adopted by this Grand Lodge, 
and we do so respectfully recommend. 


The Board unanimously recommends the adoption of the follow- 
ing resolution: 


“BE IT RESOLVED, That the proper officers of this Grand 
Lodge be and they are authorized to execute in the name of this 
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Grand Lodge any and all contracts and agreements necessary to be 
executed in connection with the erection of the executive office build- 
ing and quarters of this Grand Lodge, together with the improvement 
of the grounds on which said building is located." 

The Board unanimously recommends the adoption of the follow- 
ing resolution: 

"BE IT RESOLVED, That the proper officers of this Grand 
Lodge be and they are authorized to borrow in the name of The 
Grand Lodge of North Carolina the sum of $270,000.00, or so much 
thereof as may be necessary not to exceed $270.000.00, from the 
Permanent Fund of this Grand Lodge or from any person, firm or 
corporation, for such period of time and at such interest rate or 
rates as may be necessary and advisable, in the sound discretion of 
such officers, which said sum shall be used only for the purpose of 
paying for the erection of the executive office building and quarters 
of this Grand Lodge and the improvement of the grounds on which 
said building is located; and 

"BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, That in the event said sum 
is borrowed from a person, firm or corporation other than The 
North Carolina Masonic Foundation, Incorporated, then in that event 
The North Carolina Masonic Foundation, Incorporated, through its 
proper officers, is authorized to pledge the assets of the Permanent 
Fund of this Grand Lodge by way of endorsement or otherwise, for 
the purpose of securing such loan."

The following report of the Code Commission was read, 


entered on the record, and referred to the Committee on 
Masonic Jurisprudence: 


To The Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of North Carolina : 


There are two matters pending before the Code Commission, on 
which we report as follows: 


1. The preparation of Volume III of “A DIGEST OF THE MA- 
SONIC LAW OF NORTH CAROLINA, 1926-1953”. See pages 58 and 
166 of the Proceedings of 1953 for the order referring this matter to 
us. We report good progress on this work. The material has been 
assembled and is now being classified and arranged for indexing and 
for annotating to THE CODE of 1948; however, if the Digest is to 
be annotated to THE CODE as ordered by the Grand Lodge, the com- 
pletion of this item will depend upon the completion of the next item 


herein mentioned, to provide for such amendments as may be made 
to THE CODE in 1956. 


2. A review of THE CODE of 1948 for such amendments as will 
bring it up to date by incorporating therein the enactments and ap- 
proved decisions made since it was published, and correcting any 
conflicts that may be found in the present edition. We report very 
good progress on this item. The order of the Grand Lodge referring 
this subject to us will be found on page 157 of the Proceedings of 
1954, and it will be noted particularly that the proposed amendments 
are to be presented at the Annual Communication of 1956.

2. At the 1954 annual communication the Grand Lodge authoriz- 
ed the Lodge Service Commission to consider and approve, or dis- 
approve, the petition of Winston Lodge No. 167, Salem Lodge No. 
289 and Pioneer Lodge No. 685, all located at Winston-Salem, North 
Carolina, to enter into a joint enterprise with other Masonic Bodies 
located at Winston-Salem and for other purposes, (Proceedings of 
1954 at pages 94, 157 and 189). A satisfactory form of certificate of 
incorporation has been worked out, and we report that the three 
lodges in Winston-Salem, together with Winston Chapter No. 24, 
Royal Arch Masons, Zabud Council No. 16, Royal and Select Masters, 
Piedmont Commandery No. 6, Knights Templar, Winston-Salem 
Lodge of Perfection and Winston-Salem Chapter of Rose Croix of 
the Ancient and Accepted Scottish Rite of Freemasonry have entered 
into a joint enterprise known as “The Masonic Temple of Winston- 
Salem, Inc", and that these Bodies have obtained a charter from the 
Secretary of State of North Carolina, the form of that charter having 
been first approved by the Lodge Service Commission, also by the 
Grand Royal Arch Chapter of North Carolina, the Grand Council of 
Royal and Select Masters in North Carolina, the Grand Commandery 
of Knights Templar of the State of North Carolina and by Illustrious 
Brother Thomas J. Harkins, 38°, Sovereign Grand Inspector General 
in North Carolina of the Ancient and Accepted Scottish Rite of Free- 
masonry. ] 

3. At the 1954 annual communication the Grand Lodge authoriz- 
ed the Lodge Service Commission to consider and approve, or disap- 
prove, the petition of Eno Lodge No. 210 and Fellowship Lodge No. 
687, both located at Durham, North Carolina, to enter into a joint 
enterprise and for other purposes. (See Proceedings of 1954 at pages 
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95, 157 and 190). We report that these two lodges have entered into 
& joint enterprise known as *Eno-Fellowship Masonic Temple, Inc.", 
and that the form of certificate of incorporation has been approved 
by the Lodge Service Commission. We are not advised that any other 
Masonic Body located at Durham, has become a member of the cor- 
poration, other than the two lodges mentioned. 

4. In addition to the seventeen lodges reported above, the Com- 
mission has received inquiries from eighteen lodges concerning the 
procedure required under Regulation 49-05 (1), as it relates to 
lodge building programs; and, in every case, we have promptly fur- 
nished detailed information and proper forms on which to file ap- 
plications. 

5. Under the provisions of Chapter 36 of THE CODE, it has not 
been necessary for the Commission to hold a meeting to organize, be- 
cause the Grand Master names our Chairman, and our business has 
been conducted by correspondence as permitted under Regulation 
36-02.

ADDRESS OF THE GRAND ORATOR 
(Docket No. 12) 
To the Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of North Carolina : 
BRETHREN: 

Here today in Wilmington, North Carolina, we get an- 
other opportunity to vindicate our faith and our devotion 
in this glorious movement of ours. 

It is significant, too, that we assemble here at the cradle 
of Freemasonry in North Carolina to renew our vows and 
our sacred pledges of honor. 

My brethren, we are privileged to belong to the greatest 
Fraternal Organization on earth. The longest in terms of 
service; the most ancient in terms of tradition; and the 
most inclusive movement of its kind in the world, except the 
Church of ours. 

Freemasonry dates back to the dawn of civilization. 
Archeologists have found Masonic aprons on the tombs 
of the Pharoahs built in Egypt 1500 years before Christ. 
Plato, the noted Greek Philosopher, wrote 400 years before 
the Perfect Master was born: “God Perpetually Geome- 
trizes. 

But I say to you tonight, my brethren, that with all of its 
beauty, with all of its glory, with all of its democracy, and 
with all of its religion and as magnificent and commanding 
as its beautiful Temples are, the real grandeur of Freema- 
sonry, lies not in its precious heritage, nor in the marble 
and granite with which its physical temples were con- 
structed. 

Its real grandeur lies in the devotion and the character 
of those Masons today throughout this great state of ours 
who support it, who advance it, and who live it, in their daily 
lives. 
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Freemasonry, my brethren, should reside in the hearts 
and souls and personalities of its members. Therein lies 
the glory and grandeur of our great movement. 


It is good to know something of the history of Freema- 
sonry, to know something of its rich heritage, to be familiar 
with its working tools and to be acquainted with its beauti- 
ful rituals. Yes, it is good to know that Masonry believes 
in the Fatherhood of God and the Brotherhood of Man. 
This is a great and a profound truth. 


But, my friends, if we never get beyond that in our 
scope of thinking and in our scope of activity, then we have 
never achieved the ultimate in Freemasonry. We must fol- 
low its stream of learning to its source up in the hills, 
from whence cometh our help; there the Perfect Master 
found refüge and strength in his day and from one of those 
mountain tops, He gave us the beautiful Sermon on the 
Mount. “Blessed are those who hunger and thirst after 
righteousness for they shall be filled" which we might well 
call the Beatitude of Freemasonry. 


Freemasonry, my brethren, was built upon the founda- 
tion of relief, truth, justice, and mercy; those principles 
cannot fail. It embraces within its scope of charity, all 
mankind. It numbers among its patrons, Princes, and Saints 
alike—those from the torrid heats of equatorial Africa to 
the continuing waters of the Eskimo. 


Institutions live and endure, only according to the ser- 
vice that they render to humanity. Many institutions which 
down through the ages past spring into being through nar- 
row and selfish motives have long since passed from the 
scene, their hopes, their deeds, and their ambitions lie 
buried in the ashes of antiquity. 


But what about the noble Fraternity of Freemasonry? 
Masonry and the honors conferred by it stand more firmly 
today than ever before. It has survived the fall of nations, 
dictators, and wars. The fellowship of its brethren have 
dared to meet in dingy attics and murky cellars, amidst 
the falling of bursting shells in order to keep aglow its torch 
of freedom. 


To attain truth to serve our country and our fellowmen 
is one of the noblest destinies of man—and Freemasonry 
tells you and it tells me that if you desire to attain that des- 
tiny, advance and prepare yourself by secrecy and fidelity. 
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That is where we fit into the picture. We knocked at 
its doors as individuals; we were received there as individ- 
uals; we were conducted about the Lodge as individuals; 
we were caused to kneel and attend prayer as individuals; 
and it behooves each one of us today as individuals to so 
garb ourselves with the cloak and the mantle of the Order, 
that the people without, on the street, in our schools, in our 
churches, in our stores and behind the counters might see 
something of our eternal principles within. 


The great gifts of Freemasonry—its desire for fellow- 
ship, freedom, democracy and religion does not change, 
but rather it grows and develops as we grow and develop. 

Recently, I heard a choice bit of verse which I share 
with you now. 


Is it not true that Princes and Kings, 

And clowns that caper in sawdust rings, 
And ordinary people like you and me, 

Are bwilders for eternity, 

Each is given a set of rules, 

An hour glass and a bag of tools, 

And each must build ere his time has flown, 
A stumbling block or a stepping stone. 


My brethren, Freemasonry is one of the greatest 
stepping stones to this freedom, democracy, and religion 
of ours. Masons have long identified themselves with these 
three great forces, and with the public schools of this coun- 
try, which is one of the greatest forces of our American 
way of life. 


Freemasonry stands today as one of the greatest bul- 
warks against the threat of any totalitarian country or 
against any creed that would seek to enslave or to shackle 
the minds of our people. 


In this connection, may I say here that Worshipful 
Grand Master Robert L. Pugh has initiated one of the 
finest movements yet begun by the Grand Lodge of its 
State. For indeed our renewed interests in our schools and 
our religion will be our greatest defense against the evils 
of our time. The enthusiasm with which this program has 
been received throughout the length and breadth of our 
State is gratifying beyond words; and I am confident that 
Grand Master Robert Pugh will go down in the history 
of the Grand Lodge as one of its Grandest Grand Masters. 
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- It is vitally necessary today that we, as Masons in 
North Carolina, wrap more closely about us than ever 
before this cloak of Freedom, Democracy and Religion. 


The world knows now that we cannot play checkers with 
the atomic bomb and the hydrogen bomb. It is high time 
that each one of us was finding some faith, some doctrine 
or philosophy to anchor ourselves to during these times 
-of stress and strain. | 


For we can see the forces of tyranny and oppression 
gnawing away at the very foundations of our democratic 
institutions, our schools and our chürches; and we are 
called upon now to give testimony in the light of the world 
that the future shall belong to the free. 


This is not a new faith, but a faith that has been hand- 
ed down to us through the years by those Master Masons 
of yesteryear, here in Wilmington and elsewhere through- 
out this great State of ours; a faith that has been nurtured 
and kept alive under adverse circumstances amidst the 
price of blood, sweat, and tears. 


During the early days of the American Colonies, three 
men sat astride their horses preparing to ford the banks 
of a stream; there were no boats or bridges available. A 
stranger ran up to the group; after a few moments hesi- 
tation, he asked the man on the center horse, “May I ford 
the stream behind you, on your horse?” Whereupon the 
individual replied, “Surely, hop on.” One of the men on 
the end horses remarked, “Stranger, yóu may ride with 
us but there were three of us. Why did you ask him in pref- 
erence to the rest of us?” The stranger replied, “I looked 
into all of your faces; his face said “Yes.” My Brethren, 
the man's face who said “Yes” was Thomas Jefferson's, á 
Master Mason who became the author of the Declaration 
oí Independence, the author of the Statute for Religious 
Freedom in the colony of Virginia and the Father and 
Founder of the University of. Virginia. 


I say to you tonight on the occasion of this Grand Lodge 
meeting here, that a Master Mason's face says “yes.” It 
shows a genuine regard for our free institutions, our 
schools, our churches, and our democracy. | 


It was this same faith that stood out like ropes on the 
face of Patrick Henry, Master Mason, he was, when he 
shouted back to the Virginia Convention in 1775, *I know 
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not what course others may take, but as for me, give me 
Liberty, or give me Death." 


I am sure that it was this same faith that prompted 
George Washington to say, “Let us rejoice that in this 
country, every man may worship God according to the 
dictates of his own conscience." 


No, my Brethren, this is not à new faith we are to 
exhibit today, but the faith of the Mackeys and the Pikes 
or the Madisons, Monroes, Jeffersons, Franklins and Wash- 
ingtons; and countless others in every generation who have 
kept aglow our torch of freedom. 


Yes, it was the faith of those Founding Fathers of 
Wilmington, North Carolina, who in 1755 secured a charter 
from the Grand Lodge of England showing conclusively 
that there was pulsating within their very heart Masonry, 
Liberty, and Freedom. 


May we be eternally grateful to those Valiant Patron 
Saints of yesteryear who weaved into the fabric of our 
nation, some of the principles gleaned at our Sacred Altar, 
but we should be even more grateful that today, in 1955, 
here in Wilmington and in every city and hamlet through 
our great State and Nation, that there are those Masons 
who are now helping in their way to shape the destiny of 
the human race. 


This, then, is the program of North Carolina Masonry 
today and it is your great privilege and mine to share in 
the train of those events. 


Two years ago, I stood in the House of the Temple in 
Washington, D. C., and as I paused in front of the statue 
of Gen. Albert Pike, I could not help but be impressed with 
the inscription underneath “What we do for ourselves alone 
dies with us, what we do for others, and the world at large 
is immortal and will live forever." 


Finaly, my Brethren, Masonry has walked hand in 
hand and arm in arm down through the corridors of time 
with this religion of ours. 

Freemasonry teaches us that man may worship God 
according to the dictates of his own conscience and his 
own opinion, without any external authority or any Eccle- 
siastical hierachy.. The deepest demand of the human heart 
is for spiritual eertitude amidst the tragic conditions of 
life and in Freemasonry the soul of. man in harmony. with 
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God has passed beyond the dark squares of our checkered 
floors and found a true source of comfort. 

It is little wonder then that those poetic Masons of the 
past and others sang of the goodness of God. We can chant 
aloud with the immortal poet Whittier when he penned 
many years ago, "Yet in the maddening maze of things 
and tossed with storm and flood, to one fixed trust my spirit 
clings, I know that God is good." 

When George Washington needed help, he knelt in the 
snow at Valley Forge; when at the Constitutional Conven- 
tion it seemed that all hopes of a compromise were lost, 
indeed several delegates were leaving the convention floor, 
Benjamin Franklin, that sturdy soul of Freemasonry, 
walked over to Washington and remarked, “You know, my 
friend, we have not yet sought the great source of human 
light," whereupon Mr. Washington said to the group, “Let 
us pray." 

Here, then, my Brethren, lies Masonry's most inspiring 
call to world service, on the stepping stones of Freedom, 
Democracy and Religion. You and I have been charged with 
extoling the virtues of duty, industry, truth and charity 
in a world that sorely needs it. 

May the future historian write that this was Freemason- 
ry's shining hour in North Carolina and, as we gather 
together here around the cradle of Freemasonry in Wil- 
mington, may we ever be responsive to the charges and 
obligations assumed at our Sacred Altar. 

As the writer of Deuteronomy once said, “Ye have com- 
passed this mountain long enough, rise. Rise up and com- 
mence your journey anew.’

Our Home continues to provide that security, peace and content- 
ment so necessary for the happiness of our aging sisters and broth- 
ers.

It is a pleasure to be able to report that 1954 was the very best 
of all our forty-one years of operation. The morale of the Guests 
was the highest, the harmony and ‘cooperation among our staff was 
of the best, and the Masons and Eastern Stars were more liberal in 
their contributions than ever before. Operating Income reached the 
nice sum of $102,947.46. 

We started the year with 72 Guests. We lost 14 by death and two 
left the Home.

The Board of Directors of Oxford Orphanage herewith 
submits its report to the Grand Lodge of Ancient Free and 
Accepted Masons of North Carolina, which includes a de- 
tailed report of the Superintendent and the varied Depart- 
ments of the Orphanage. 


The Board of Directors held its regular meetings 
throughout the year and administered all the affairs of the 
Orphanage. The Executive Committee and the Local Ad- 
visory Board held their meetings, transacted their business 
and made full reports to the Board of Directors. 


We are especially grateful to the Grand Lodge, the va- 
rious Masonic related bodies, the Shrine Temples, the Order 
of the Eastern Star, DeMolay and Rainbow Girls for the 
interest they manifest and the contribution they make to 
our children's welfare. 


We greatly appreciate the continued appropriation of 
the State of North Carolina and the approval and support 
of the Duke Endownment. 


We are sincerely grateful to the Officers and the Or- 
phanage Committees in each local Masonic Lodge because 
of their active participation in the activities of our Orphan- 
age. We are happy to note that hundreds of Masons re- 
sponded to our invitation and visited the Orphanage. Be- 
cause of these visitations, the magnitude of our work with 
children is vital to the membership in our fraternity. 


Our greatest happiness came through the response of 
our local Masonic Lodges to our appeal for help in erecting a 
Recreation Building for our children to have a place to play. 
Because of the generous response to our call, we were en- 
abled to sign contracts for the erection of this building, 
which will furnish our children the very best opportunity 
for year round recreational activity. 


Because of the generosity of Masons and friends, Oxford 
Orphanage was able to complete another year without any 
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debt. We also continued our maintenance program to pre- 
serve our buildings efficiently. 

During this year, our Orphanage was filled to capacity. 
We closed the year with 322 children in our care, serving 
children from 63 counties, of which 27 were children of 
Masonic parentage. 

We recommend that the Grand Lodge appropriate the

The following report of the Committee on the Masonic 
and Eastern Star Home of North Carolina, Incorporated, 
was read, received, entered on the record, and referred to 
the Committee on Finance: 


To the Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of North Carolina: 


It is again a privilege for your committee on Masonic and East- 
ern Star Home to submit its report on conditions at the home during 
the past year. 


Constant and careful attention has been given to the maintenance 
and improvement of the physical property. The general appearance 
of the outlying grounds has been improved considerably during the 
year. Clean-up of underbrush and weeds in the fartherest corners 
of the pasture area has enhanced the natural beauty of the land. 


Through the generosity of a good Masonic Brother, more than 
six hundred additional trees and shrubs have been planted, and in 
a few years our spacious grounds will be a thing of beauty. Another 
good brother is replacing the plain windows in the Chapel with 
stained glass windows. We are deeply indebted to these two good men 
who have added so much to the beauty of the Chapel and grounds. 


The buildings and mechanical equipment are all maintained in 
good condition. 


A study of the auditor’s report and the observation of general 
conditions around the home is evidence of able and careful manage- 
ment on the part of Superintendent Brother George R. Bennette and 
the board of directors. 


An operating income of $102,947.56 was available for this work, 
leaving a small cash balance and no outstanding indebtedness other 
than current bills. A large portion of this amount came from sub- 
ordinate lodges. It is interesting to note that the per capita cost of 
guests in the home was $108.83 per month. This low figure again 
reflects good management. 


This good financial condition does not mean that we have at- 
tained the ultimate and can therefore ride at anchor. Our capacity 
is only 75 guests and our average enrollment last year was 73.3; 
there are now some awaiting admission. 


A review of the enrollment shows that seven of the present 
guests have passed their 90th birthday. Brother Walter Eugene Lee 
Dalton, who is 90 years of age, is the oldest Shriner in North Caro- 
lina in point of service, and was the 101st man to receive the degrees 
in this state. | 


When visiting the home it is a real joy and pleasure to talk with 
the guests and hear their expressions of gratitude for the security 
and peace which they enjoy. What nobler work can we as Masons 
accomplish than to provide such a home for our Brothers and Sisters 
who are in their declining years? 
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We would not close this report without paying tribute to the 
many Masons who have contributed so generously to the support of 
the home. Our tribute and commendation go also to the entire staff 
at the home who labor unceasingly for the welfare and comfort of 
the guests. | 

Your committee's recommendation is that we continue our efforts 
to improve and enlarge the facilities of the home, so as to provide 
even better care for an ever increasing number of guests.

REPORT OF THE REPRESENTATIVE TO THE 
MASONIC SERVICE ASSOCIATION 
OF THE UNITED STATES 
(Docket No. 33) 


The following report of R..W.'.Brother Charles H. 
Pugh, Deputy Grand Master, representing M.'.W.'.Brother 
Thomas J. Harkins, P.G.M., Representative to the Masonic 
Service Association of the United States, was read and en- 
tered on the record. The recommendation that this Grand 
Lodge continue its membership in the Masonic Service As- 
sociation of the United States for the ensuing year was 
adopted unanimously, and the matter of finances was re- 
ferred to the Committee on Finance: 


To the Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of North Carolina: 


At the request of M.'.W.'.Grand Master, Robert L. Pugh I at- 
tended the sessions of the Masonic Service Association, which holds 
its meetings annually in connection with the Conference of Grand 
Masters and other Masonic organizations around February 22. M.”. 
W.'.Thos. J. Harkins, the official representative of the Grand Lodge 
of North Carolina was extremely busy holding conferences with rep- 
resentatives from foreign bodies of the Scottish Rite and other Ma- 
sonic duties. 


This was the 36th Annual Meeting of the Masonic Service As- 
sociation and was held in the Statler Hotel, Washington, D. C., on 
February 21, 1955. 
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At 9:30 a.m. the meeting was called to order by Brother Samuel 
H. Wragg, Past Grand Master of Massachusetts. After a very im- 
pressive invocation by the Rev. Edward C. Latch, Grand Chaplain 
of the District of Columbia; two verses of “America” led by the Ben- 
jamin B. French Lodge No. 15 quartette inspired the entire assembly 
and placed them in a very receptive mood for what was to follow. A 
roll call showed delegates present from all thirty-six members of the 
Association. A very hearty welcome was extended to Virginia, which 
was the newest member of the Association. 


Guests were recognized from the following Grand Lodges: Al- 
berta, Manitoba, Nova Scotia, Saskatchewan, Cuba, Chile, Puerto 
, Rico, China, Germany, the Argentine, France, Mexico, Baja Califor- 
nia, and of the Grand Lodge of Alabama, Colorado, Kansas, Kentucky, 
Oregon, Pennsylvania, and West Virginia. 

The delegates were very cordially welcomed by M.'.W.'.Gregor 
McPherson, Grand Master of Masons in the District of Columbia. 


M.'.W.'.Raymond C. Ellis, Grand Master of Masons in New 
York was unanimously elected Chairman. 


After the appointment of the various committees, a musical in- 
terlude was very much appreciated by the large assembly present. 


The next business was the reading of the Annual Report of the 
Executive Commission by our own M.'.W..Hubert M. Poteat, Past 
Grand Master of Masons in North Carolina. Needless to say that 
this report was presented i in a very interesting and entertaining man- 
ner. Everyone in this large assembly room could hear and under- 
stand very clearly every word that was spoken. It was presented in 
his usual forceful and effective manner. This report would have 
seemed long and tedious if given by the ordinary speaker, but from 
our own Hubert it was entertaining, instructive, and interesting. 


Brother Carl H. Claudy, Executive Secretary, was taken complete- 
ly by surprise when Brother Poteat read a resolution of appreciation 
from that organization, commending him upon the completion of 25 
years of service as the Executive Officer of the Masonic Service 
Association. A standing ovation was a perfect token of the unanimous 
concurrence of the entire assembly. 

M.'.W..Carroll T. Hughes, Grand Master of Illinois, explained 
in a very impressive manner some of the observations and experiences 
in the work of the Association in regard to the hospital visitation of 
the Asociation. 

. An address of appreciation and greeting was delivered by M.'. 
W.'Theodor Vogel, Grand Master of the United Grand Lodge of 
Germany. Brother Vogel attended the Grand Masters’ Conference 
two years ago, and although advancing in age he had not diminshed 
in his oratorical ability. 

M.'.W..Ray V. Denslow, Past Grand Master of Masons in Mis- 
seuri and Chairman of the Foreign Relief Committee of the Masonic 
Service Association, discussed very ably the condition of Grand 
Lodges and Masonry in general throughout the world. 

At 12:30 p.m., the delegates and guests were entertained at 
luncheon by the Association. The one and one-half hours was spent 
at various tables accommodating different numbers and was utilized 
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by the brethren for rest, refreshment, relaxation and also gave some 
of the committees an opportunity to finish their reports. This was re- 
ported to be the largest group to ever attend a meeting of this organ- 
ization. 

'The Association was called to order at 2:15 p.m. After more sing- 
ing by the quartette and the presentation of other dignitaries who 
had not been presented for the morning session, the reports of various 
committees was presented. They were read by various chairmen in 
the following order: The Committee on U. S. A. Relief (Hurricane 
disasters, ete), the Committee on Foreign Relief, the Committee on 
Masonic Education, the Committee on Necrology, the Committee on 
Membership, the Committee on Finance, and the final report on Hos- 
pital Visitation. The far-reaching results of this part of the work 
of the Association cannot be estimated. All reports and comments 
have been in the most favorable light. The personal attention given 
to the Masons and sons of Masons, as well as the other members of 
the Armed Forces, has been more than worthwhile. The closing sen- 
tence of the report reads, “The Committee is not unmindful of the 
amount of work that could be done if every Mason in the U. S. con- 
tributed an amount equal to the cost of one package of cigarettes per 
year." 

All of these reports were unanimously adopted by the Association. 


After these reports, the procession of checks followed, being led 
by Grand Commander George E. Bushnell of the Ancient and Ac- 
cepted Scottish Rite, Northern Jurisdiction, who presented a check 
for $10,000.00 towards the hospital work. After this the 36th Annual 
Meeting adjourned. 

As you probably know, the work of the Association is under two 
departments. One is the regular work of the Association, and receives 
its support from annual contributions of member Grand Lodges which 
are thirty-seven in number. The other is under the title of Welfare 
and embraces the Hospital Visitation Program. 

The value of the work done by the M. S. A. is ably described in 
a letter from our own Grand Master, after a visit and observation 
of the work done at Fort Bragg, North Carolina. 

The Grand Lodge of North Carolina is a member of the Associa- 
tion and contributes both to the membership dues and to the welfare 
work. It is recommended that the amount of $1,400.00 be appropriated 
for membership fees and $3,000.00 for the welfare and hospital work.

REPORT OF THE REPRESENTATIVE TO THE 
GEORGE WASHINGTON MASONIC NATIONAL 
MEMORIAL ASSOCIATION 
(Docket No. 34) 


The following report of R.'.W.'.Brother Charles H. 
Pugh, Deputy Grand Master, representing M.'.W.'.Brother 
Thomas J. Harkins, P.G.M., Representative to the George 
Washington Masonic National Memorial Association, was 
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read, entered on the record, and referred to the Committee 
on Finance: 


To the Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of North Carolina: 


The regular annual meeting of the George Washington Masonic 
National Memorial Association was held in the Memorial February 22, 
1955. 


The Most Worshipful Grand Master requested me to attend the 
meeting and present the report to the Grand Lodge for M.'.W.. 
Thomas J. Harkins, Past Grand Master, the official representative. 
Brother Harkins found it impossible to attend the meeting on account 
of his duties as Sovereign Grand Commander of the Scottish Rite in 
meeting and entertaining foreign representatives. 


All forty-nine of the Grand Lodges in the United States were 
represented, with many Grand Lodges of the Dominion of Canada, as 
well as many foreign Grand Lodges. A very fine representation from 
North Carolina was in attendance. There were also representatives 
of a number of Masonic organizations as well as some whose mem- 
bership is predicated on Symbolic Masonry. 

The address of the President, Brother Jory, was very interesting, 
and contained information that was both entertaining and instructive. 

The reports of the various committees was also interesting and 
informative. 

During the meeting, Grand Lodges and other Bodies contributed 
a total of $106,231.60 to the building fund and $66,528.65 to the 
permanent endowment fund. 

The contributions raised the total paid on endowment to over 
one-half million dollars. | 

It is estimated that it will require about one million dollars to 
complete the entire project, and for maintenance, repairs, et cetera, 
it will require an endowment of four to five million dollars.

The completion of the General Museum Room on fourth floor will 
soon be completed, and a contract between the General Contractor 
and the General Grand Chapter, Royal Arch Masons, for the com- 
pletion of the General Grand Chapter Museum Room on the Fifth 
Floor has been signed, and work will start very soon. Past Grand 
Master Wallace E. Caldwell is Chairman of this Committee. 


Only the seventh mezzanine floor and the eighth floor are unas- 
signed, and these are expected to be reserved in a short while. 


This is a concise financial picture of the entire Memorial. 
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On recommendation of the nominating committee, Illustrious 
Brother Jory, was re-elected as President and Brother Frederick F. 
Schondau, Secretary-Treasurer. 


A very delightful luncheon was served in the Memorial to all 
those in attendance, including the Ladies. 


This was regarded as a highly successful meeting. 


It is recommended that this Grand Lodge again appropriate this 
year the sum of $2,000.00 to the endowment fund. North Carolina 
has completed the quota assigned to and accepted by it for the build- 
ing fund.

who had made it. 


In preparing for the cornerstone-laying of the new Masonic 
building in Winston-Salem, it was a delight to examine the contents 
of three former cornerstones of buildings serving successively the 
Fraternity in that community. 


Numerous requests have come in concerning restoration and 
preservation of important documents, books, and other material. 
Tempus edax rerum, time is a devourer of things; but though faded, 
torn, or otherwise damaged, their restoration is often possible. The 
State Department of Archives and History is now well equipped to 
aid, with advice and with work of restoration and preservation. In- 
formation will be gladly furnished by the office in Raleigh.

We have carefully checked the report of the Board of Directors 
of The North Carolina Masonic Foundation, Incorporated, and we 
commend the management of this Permanent Fund in their charge.

We are delighted to report that on December 31, 1954, there was 
due from Lodges only $83.40, which we consider an exceedingly small 
Accounts Receivable.

This record is of 
value to the Judge Advocate and Trial Commissioners and I wish 
to express my appreciation to the Grand Secretary for furnishing 
this information. 


The success of our “Trial Commission" system of trials depends 
largely upon the action of the Trial Commissioners. They have ren- 
dered service to the Grand Lodge and we gratefully acknowledge this 
unselfish service.

. The Grand Lecturer was requested to place special emphasis on 
schools of instruction and to urge the District Deputy Grand Lec- 
turers to give this subject their preferred attention. 


The Board approved proficiency examinations in the ritualistic 
work to be held during October 1954 if enough applications are filed 
to justify the effort. 


The Board considered a new plan for holding proficiency exami- 
nations, but action was deferred for consideration of all factors in- 
volved in the plan. This was referred to Brothers Charles P. Separk, 
William H. Hardy and Cortez Lowery for study and their recommen- 
dations will be referred to later on in this report. 


II. On September 11 and 12, 1954, a special meeting of the Board 
was held at Wilmington and at Wrightsvile Beach. All members 
were present, except M.'.W.'.Robert L. Pugh, Grand Master and W.'. 
William H. Hardy, C.L. M..W.'.James E. Shipman, P.G.M., Chair- 
man, presided. 


The Grand Lecturer reported good progress in his efforts to in- 
crease the number and efficiency of schools of instruction.

The Board decided not to hold an examination on the ritualistic 
work during the annual communication of the Grand Lodge in April 
1955.

Master, ex-officio Chairman, presided. R..W..Charles H. Pugh,

and W.'.G. Dudley Humphrey, P.M., C.L., Judge Advocate, were 
present. 

«The Grand Master announced that he had received the resigna- 
tion of Brother Cortez Lowery as Grand Lecturer, and that he had 
accepted it. | ! 

The Board nominated W.'.W. Edward Burrier, P.M., C.L., D.D. 
G.M., of Charlotte, to fill the vacancy created by the resignation of 
Brother Lowery, and the Grand Master thereupon appointed Brother 
Burrier to serve as Acting Grand Lecturer for the unexpired term. 

The Board considered a report of the special. committee appointed 
at the meeting of June 11, 1954, relative to a new plan for holding 
examinations for proficiency in the ritual. This report was carefully 
considered and unanimously adopted. The .State has been divided 
into five areas; one examination will be held each year in each area, 
and no other examination will be held during the year. The day for 
the examination in each area is fixed, but the hour and place may be 
changed from time.to time. We attach hereto a copy of the bulletin is- 
sued by the Board on January 14, 1955, which clearly explains the 
new plan; and we request that it be printed in full with the map, in 
the APPENDIX to the Proceedings of this annual communication.

IV. The Board held a special meeting on Monday, April 18, 1955, 
in the Hotel Cape Fear, Wilmington. All members were present. 

Arrangements were approved for the exemplification of the 
three degrees under the supervision of W.''W. Edward Burrier, Act- 
ing Grand Lecturer. This work was done in a very fine manner en- 
tirely by Certified Lecturers; directed by W.'.Marion T. Ross, P.M., 
C.L., D.D.G.L., of the 10th Masonic District. 


PROFICIENCY EXAMINATIONS 


An examination for proficiency in the Ritualistic Work was held 
at Goldsboro, North Carolina, on October 27, 1954, at which time 
16 brethren were examined; all of them passed. Of these, 10 were 
new applicants, 5 were re-examined and one raised his certificate 
from B to A. Of the 16 who passed, 12 were Class A and 4 Class B. 

An examination for proficiency in the Ritualistic Work was held 
at Asheville, North Carolina, on October 29, 1954, at which time 9 
were examined; and all of them passed. Of these, 6 were new appli- 
cants and 3 were re-examined. All were Class A. 
^ ' An examination for proficiency in the Ritualistic Work was held 
October 30, 1954, at Charlotte, North Carolina, at which time 22 
were examined; 21 passed and 1 failed. Of the 21 who passed, 19 
were Class A and 2 were Class B, 12 were re-examined; 7 were new 
applicants; and 2 raised their certificates from Class B to Class A.

MASONIC EDUCATION 


Our reports indicate that there is growing interest in the Lodge 
System of Masonic Education, greater than in any previous year, 
and we recommend that the Grand Lodge continue this educational 
effort; and, for the purpose of carrying out this recommendation, 
we present the following resolution and recommend that it be adopted: 


* BE IT RESOLVED, That the Lodge System of Masonic Edu- 
cation approved by the Grand Lodge in 1935 (Pro. 1935, pages 32 
and 86 and again in 1949, Pro. 1949, page 197), be continued and 
that each lodge be requested to put that plan in operation promptly.

We do not recommend at this time that this program be made 
mandatory. 


LODGES LECTURED IN 1954 


The record furnished by our Grand Secretary indicates that 154 
lodges were lectured for which the Grand Lodge allowed compensa- 
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tion. No lodges were lectured for which the Grand Lodge did not 
allow compensation. Three lodges were excused during 1954, making

INSTALLATION REMARKS OF 
M.'.W..CHARLES HARRISON PUGH 


Grand Master of Masons in North Carolina 


(Docket No. 47) 
BRETHREN : 

As I stand here in the place so many distinguished men have 
stood and behold my brethren, I can only express to you the deep ap- 
preciation that I feel for the confidence that you have reposed in me. 

If I should ever covet the gift of eloquence it would be at this 
moment to make some attempt, feeble as it might be, to convey to you 
the depth of the feelings that are within me. I cannot possibly express 
them in words. 

I can never repay the brethren in North Carolina for the honors 
that you have reposed in me so often. From the time when I was 
elected in the Grand Chapter Line in May, 1933, I have continuously 
been in some Grand Line and have every year received the confidence 
of my brethren. 

I can never repay M.'.W..Brother Luther T. Hartsell, Jr., Past 
Grand Master, for appointing me in the Grand Lodge Line in 1947. 
Since I consider him probably the most intimate and closest personal 
friend in the State, I do not want by any action or word or deed to 
cause him to lose confidence in me. I do now publicly thank him most 
sincerely. 

I am not insensible, my brethren, to the honor that goes to the 
individual who occupies this office, but when I look at the long list 
of able and distinguished Masons who have occupied this office, I 
deeply feel my inability to even equal their magnificent contribution 
io this noble Fraternity. I can only tell you that to the best of my 
ability I will try to emulate them. I will do the best I can. I have 
a full consciousness of my own weakness. I pledge you the best I 
have, and I thank you from the bottom of my heart. 


Brethren, it is a hard position I find myself in, in succeeding 
M.'.W.*.Brother Robert L. Pugh. He possessed every qualification 
that it takes to make an ideal Grand Master, and the wonderful year 
he has had and the esteem in which he is held by the brethren makes 
it difficult for anyone to succeed him. I want to personally thank 
him for the many courtesies and considerations that he has extend- 
ed to me during the past year. 


My brethren, I have not as yet outlined any definite program 
for the year. I shall, of course, try to carry on the principle objectives 
of my immediate predecessor. I think, however, that one of the great- 
est things that we need to do as a Fraternity is to remind ourselves 
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of the condition in which the world is today and of our duties and 
responsibilities in that world. 


Brother Frank Land, Imperial Potentate of the A.A.O.N.M.S., 
founder of the Order of DeMolay, and one of America's greatest Ma- 
sons, has this to say: 


“Freemasonry is trying to show the path to Spiritual Security 
while the world is faced with a crisis which has almost no 
precedent. 


“Freemasonry is built upon the principles which the world 
needs most today and are the anchors with which we can 
build righteous lives." 


At a meeting of the American Medical Association in Miami 
this winter Dr. Julian Price, Secretary of the South Carolina Medical 
Association, in a scientific paper presented to that body, said that 
the physical and mental health of our nation are relatively good, 
but there is evidence of spiritual disease. I quote the following: 


“Since the disease is spiritual," he said, “the treatment must 
also be spiritual) He added that the symptoms were not hard 
to find. 


“Dr. Price listed among them ‘laxness of morals in our nation- 
al government in recent years . . . the hold which organized 
vice has upon legislative and social life . . . increase in crime 
in our teen-age population . . .bribery and unethical conduct 
in amateur athletics . . . the mad search for pleasure which 
causes our people to spend four times as much for beverages 
as they do for religious and welfare activities . . .' 


“He called upon his fellow physicians to combat this ‘disease’ 
by taking. part in government, devoting particular interest 
in public education, working with boys and girls, and charit- 
able and philanthropic organizations, and having healthy, 
happy homes of their own. 


“The only remedy which is of any avail—and to this history 
bears testimony—lies in a change of heart. It is my sincere 
belief that the greatest need of our country today—and of 
our profession—is a spiritual rebirth, a return to God and 
to his eternal principles. And the rebirth must come in the 
heart of the average citizen—and in the heart of the average 
doctor of medicine.” 

To paraphrase this let me say that the only remedy which is of any 
avail to us, and to this also history bears testimony, lies in a change 
of heart. It is my sincere belief that the greatest need of our country 
today and of the world and especially of our own Fraternity is a 
rebirth, a return to God and to his eternal principles, and that re- 
birth must come in the heart of the average citizen and in the heart 
of the average Mason. It may be that we have been allowed to grow 
and prosper, and permitted to become the largest and most influential 
Fraternity, just for this work. 


My brethren, if I can convey this thought to the Craft of North 
Carolina, I will have felt that my tenure of office has not been in 
vain. 
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I shall have something to say at a later date in regard to the 
two institutions which we support. It has been said that the Oxford 
Orphanage is the brightest jewel in the diadem of Masonry in North 
Carolina, and I am sure that the work of the Masonic and Eastern 
Star Home deserves our support and consideration. 

There has been presented to the Board of Directors of Oxford 
Orphanage the status of the main building, which is known as the St. 
John's College Building. It is my firm opinion that something should 
be done in regard to this building. We should either enter into a 
reconstruction program or entertain the thought of a new building, 
in which could be incorporated the administration unit and also 
the food center, and have a building that would meet the require- 
ments of the State Board of Health and would not be termed a fire 
hazard at all time. This is for future consideration. 

Again I thank you for the confidence you have reposed in me 
and promise you that, limited by my personal health and by the ex- 
acting duties of my profession, I will use my best endeavors to exert 
every effort humanly possible to the end that the Masonic Fraternity 
in North Carolina will continue to increase in its power and its in- 
fluence for a better state of living.

CLASS 
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RULES FOR GOVERNING THE OFFICIAL STANDARD 
OF THE WORK AND THE VOCABULARY 


(In Effect June 8, 1951) 


The Official Standard of the Work and the Vocabulary adopted 
by the Grand Lodge in April, 1942, are to be distributed under the 
following rules made by the Board of Custodians, pursuant to Regula- 
tion 30-08, as adopted in 1948, and as amended in 1951. 


(Promulgated by the Board of Custodians, at Charlotte, N. C., June 8, 
1951). 


RULE 1. The Grand Secretary shall be the Custodian of all un- 
issued copies of the Official Standard of the Work and the Vocabu- 
lary, and shall issue them only upon proper written application. He 
shall provide all forms of application, receipts and other documents 
necessary to account for the same, and shall keep a record of all 
copies issued, and to whom issued. 


RULE 2. Receipts for the Official Standard of the Work or the 
Vocabulary shall be given on such forms as may be prescribed by the 
Grand Secretary. Immediately on receipt of a copy of either, the 
brother receiving the same shall sign proper receipt, which shall be 
transmitted to the Grand Secretary promptly. 


RULE 3. The Vocabulary shall be issued only to Secretaries of 
our subordinate lodges, who shall receipt therefor and be held re- 
sponsible for the same. He shall transfer the Vocabulary, so issued to 
him, to his successor in office and take his receipt for the same, which 
shall be forwarded immediately to the Grand Secretary. In the event 
he is unable, for any cause, to deliver to his successor the copy of the 
Vocabulary in his possession, the Master of his lodge shall take up 
his copy of the Vocabulary and re-issue it to his successor in office, 
taking his receipt for the same which shall be forwarded immediately 
to the Grand Secretary. 


RULE 4. Only each of those in the following categories are quali- 
fied to apply for and obtain the loan of one copy of the Official Stand- 
ard of the Work, to-wit: Masters, Senior Wardens, Junior Wardens, 
Senior Deacons and Junior Deacons and the two Stewards of our 
subordinate lodges; Grand Lodge Line Officers, District Deputy 
Grand Masters; members of the Board of Custodians; Certified Lec- 
turers, and Certified Instructors, while they occupy the said offices 
and positions and while they are qualified as indicated in this Rule. 


RuLE b. (a) At the installation of officers following the annual 
election, each retiring officer elective or appointive in the Grand 
Lodge and in our subordinate lodges shall deliver to his successor in 
office the copy of the Official Standard of the Work held by him, 
and in the event his successor has a copy, then the retiring officer 
shall transfer his copy to a new officer entitled to the same, who 
does not have a copy, and the successor so receiving the Official 
Standard of the Work shall sign the prescribed receipt therefor, 
which shall be forwarded immediately to the Grand Secretary. It is 
the purpose of this paragraph to make it possible for a brother to 
retain the same copy of the Official Standard of the Work originally 
issued to him so long as he is entitled to have the use of the same 
under Rule No. 4. 
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(b) In case a brother, who holds a copy of the Official Standard 
of the Work under Rule 4, should vacate his office or lose the quali- 
fication which entitles him to the use of a copy of the Official Stand- 
ard of the Work, due to death, resignation, lapse of certificate, or for 
any other cause, then the Master of his lodge shall take up the copy 
of the Official Standard of the Work held by such brother and either 
forward it to the Grand Secretary, or re-issue it to a brother who 
fills the vacancy, if any, and take a receipt for the same, which re- 
ceipt he shall forward to the Grand Secretary immediately. 


RULE 6. No writing, marking or notations of any nature what- 
soever shall be made in or upon any copy of either the Official Stand- 
ard of the Work or the Vocabulary, and it shall be the duty of any 
Grand Lodge Officer, District Deputy Grand Master, District Deputy 
Grand Lecturer, or any Certified Lecturer, at any time, to call for 
any copy of either, and examine the same to determine whether this 
Rule has been violated; and if it has been violated, he shall imme- 
diately take up such copy marked in violation hereof, and forward 
the same at once to the Grand Secretary, and report his action to the 
Grand Master without delay. [See also Regulation No. 30-07 (4) ]. 


Rule.7. In case of loss or destruction of either the Official 
Standard of the Work or the Vocabulary, the Grand Secretary shall 
be notified immediately, giving a full report of the circumstances 
surrounding the said loss or destruction. 


RuLE 8. Neither the Official Standard of the Work nor the Vo- 
cabulary shall be used in any lodge while conferring the degrees, nor 
at any time in coaching or instructing candidates. 


RULE 9. Neither the Official Standard of the Work nor the Vo- 
cabulary shall be issued to one entitled to the use of the same under 
these Rules, unless applied for in writing on the proper form, except 
as provided in Rule 5.

THE LECTURE SERVICE 


(Promulgated by the Board of Custodians June 11, 1948, and effective 


1. 


July 1, 1948). 
Lecture Districts are hereby abolished. 


2. A Class “A” Certified Lecturer may accept an invitation to in- 


struct in the Ritualistic Work from any lodge in the State of 
North Carolina, regardless of location. 


. Class “A” Certified Lecturers are urged to co-operate in this 


work by accepting invitations to instruct in the Ritualistic Work 
from lodges located near their residences. 


. Each subordinate lodge is required under Regulation 35-09 to have 


instruction in the Ritualistic Work for a period of not less than 
one week in every consecutive two years. For this instruction, the 
Grand Lodge will allow credit as set forth in Rule 5. At least fif- 
teen (15) consecutive calendar months shall elapse between the 
dates of such instruction. 


. The required one week of instruction may be complied with in 


either of the two following methods: 

(a) The lecturer may visit the lodge for the entire week on one 
trip, and he shall give not less than thirty hours of ACTUAL 
INSTRUCTION, excluding travel time and time when he is 
not actually instructing; provided, also, that there shall be 
instruction on each of not less than five different days in the 
same calendar week, and for this class of service the fee shall 
not exceed $50.00 per week, or 

(b) He may make several trips to the lodge, in which case instruc- 
tion must be given for not less than twenty-four (24) hours © 
of ACTUAL INSTRUCTION, excluding travel time and time 
when he is not actually instructing; provided, also, that there 
shall be instruction on each of not less than five different 
days, and all within a period of thirty (30) days, beginning 
the first day of the lecturer's engagement, and for this class 
of service the fee shall not exceed $40.00 per week. 


. The Board of Custodians recommends that the instruction be ren- 


dered on consecutive days, whenever it is practicable or if circum- 
stances render it more efficient, but this is not mandatory. 


. A Class “A” Certified Lecturer, during the period he is on the 


roster of such class, is authorized to instruct subordinate lodges 
for compensation. 


. A Class “B” Certified Instructor, during the period he is on the 


roster of such class, may give instruction in the scope of work 
coming under Class “B,” for which he shall not receive compen- 
sation. 


. The Grand Lodge will allow a credit of the fee set forth in Rule 


5 to each lodge instructed for the one week's minimum in every 
— two years required under Regulation 35-09 and these 
rules. 

(a) A subordinate lodge will pay the lecturer the fee for instruc- 
tion according to the class of instruction given, as defined 
in Rule 5 (a) or (b). After payment of such fee, the lodge 
shall, within fifteen days, forward the lecturer's certificate 
of service, under the seal of the lodge, and the lecturer's

receipt for payment to the Grand Secretary, who will deter- 
mine whether, under Regulation 35-09 and these rules, the 
- lodge is entitled to credit for the instruction, and if it is, 
he will either reimburse the lodge by voucher the stipulated 
amount, or credit the lodge's account with the same. 
(b) All such certificates for reimbursement of fees for lecture 
service paid out by lodges shall be filed with the Grand Sec- 
retary before December 20 of each year. 


A lodge desiring instruction in the Ritualistic Work shall make 

all the necessary arrangements and agreements for the service 

with the Class “A” Certified Lecturer of its choice. Immediately 

after such service has been rendered, the lodge shall 

(a) Pay all proper transportation, board and lodging expense, 
necessary to fill the engagement, incurred by the lecturer. 

(b) Transportation expense shall not exceed five cents per mile 
actually traveled, each way, when private automobile is used, 
or it may be the actual railroad or bus fare between the 
residence of the lecturer and the lodge served. Transporta- 
tion expense may properly be the subject of a special agree- 
ment between the lodge and the lecturer, before the instruc- 
tion is commenced. It is the intent of the Board of Custo- 
dians that travel expense, board and lodging shall not be 
made an unreasonable burden on lodges. 


A lodge not entitled to instruction in the Ritualistic Work, under 
Regulation 35-09 and these Rules, which accepts instruction from 
any Class "A" Certified Lecturer, shall pay the fee, as defined 
in paragraph (a) or (b), for such instruction and the expenses 
of the lecturer rendering the service without reimbursement from 
the Grand Lodge. 

A lodge may obtain special lecture service or instruction as often 
as it desires, but the lodge, in such cases, shall pay all fees [as 
set forth in paragraph 5 (a) or (b)] and expenses incident 
thereto which exceed one week in every two consecutive years, 
as set forth in Rule 4. 

Any special lecture service rendered a lodge shall be reported 
within fifteen days by the Secretary of the lodge to the Grand 
Secretary, for the record. 

The Grand Secretary shall prepare and provide all forms for 
certificates, reports and records under these Rules. 

When these Rules become effective on July 1, 1948, all previous 
Rules which are in conflict herewith are hereby repealed.

The first part of this report is based on the experiences 
and contacts of the reporter in Europe during the six 
months August 1, 1954, to February 1, 1955. 


DENMARK. Your reporter was most graciously received by 
the Grand Master, Grand Chancellor, especially by Brother Kaiser, 
Assistant Grand Secretary, as well as other officers of the Grand 
Lodge and subordinate bodies. With my sons, 1 attended the annual 
banquet of the Grand Lodge on January 6, 1955 and witnessed the 
conferring of the first, third and sixth degrees in lodges in Copen- 
hagen. Danish Masonry has recovered from the blows it suffered at 
Nazi hands during the war. The Temple in Copenhagen, wherein 
are found separate rooms for each degree as well as ample accommo- 
dations for refreshment, is very beautiful. Masonic work is undertaken 
in a most serious manner. Candidates are thoroughly investigated. 
The small number (six) of St. John's Lodges, which correspond to 
our blue lodges, plus the restriction to two candidates at one time 
cause elected candidates to wait a considerable time for initiation, 
sometimes as much as twelve to eighteen months. At least one year 
passes between degrees. The ceremonies are impressive and the 
questions posed the candidates are extremely challenging. Dignity 
is added to the ceremony by the custom that all appear in full even- 
ing dress with black vest and all carry swords. Addresses on Ma- 
sonry are given the candidates during the ceremony and to all the 
brethren at the collation which follows. The ritual though different 
in detail is based on the same ancient landmarks as our own. The 
Danish craft, like all Scandinavian Masonry is Christian, being de- 
rived from the Rite of Strict Observance of the eighteenth century. 
This is most apparent in the higher degrees. The Masonic Frater- 
nity is a great spiritual force in Denmark and is doing a magnificent 
work. 


GERMANY. In the summer of 1922 I visited a German lodge 
in Marburg. On this trip I was not so fortunate as to find such an op- 
portunity. However, I had a long talk with the Grand Chancellor of 
the Grand Lodge in his office in Frankfort, and later with Grand 
Master Vogel in Washington. The newly formed United Grand Lodge 
is making slow but steady progress. It faces great difficulties. Some 
of the older brethren are not entirely- reconciled to the absorption 
of their old Grand Lodges. (I understand that a new Grand Lodge 
based on the Swedish rite has been organized in Berlin.) For a time 
a separate Grand Lodge existed in Berlin also. The Grand Chancellor 
told me that this was soon to be consolidated with the United Grand 
Lodge and I understand that this has now been accomplished. Ma- 
sonry was so long under the cloud of Nazi persecution that the 
younger generation are slow in learning its values. This is being 
overcome. Contacts with Masons in the Armed Forces of the United 
States is on a friendly, fraternal and cooperative basis. I met one 
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American who had been made a Mason in a German lodge in Ham- 
burg. I am convinced by all that I heard that we made no mistake 
in recognizing the United Grand Lodge of Germany and I predict a 
fine future for it as a force for great good in the new Germany. 


AUSTRIA. This little country, still in part occupied by Soviet 
forces, presents a Masonic story of heroic proportions. The Nazis 
destroyed the Grand Lodge and its library, confiscated its furniture 
and jewels, and killed many of its members, including the Sovereign 
Grand Commander of the 33? Scottish Rite. Nevertheless Masonry 
survived. With liberation forty members met in private houses and 
reorganized a Masonic lodge. The Scottish Rite bodies were recon- 
stituted on December 27, 1947, through the 32nd degree. Only one 33* 
Mason survived the war. As former members came back from con- 
centration camps they were examined and re-admitted. The jewelry 
was recovered from storage where it had been placed by Hitler. The 
Grand Lodge resumed operation. New lodges were constituted in 
Vienna and in the smaller cities. Today there are about 2,000 Ma- 
sons. Lodges meet for ritual work, followed by dinner and after 
dinner for discussion or lectures. Once a month a meeting is held 
for educational work on the philosophy of Masonry. Six months is 
required for the investigation of candidates, one year between degrees. 
All must attend meetings unless excused for cause. I saw a beautiful 
small lodge room in Vienna and preparations for a meeting place 
for the Scottish Rite body. Masonry, though small in members, is 
vigorous and active, a mighty force in resistance to Communism 
among the Austrians. It is worthy of support in every possible way. 


EGYPT. I was in Cairo for four days only and had no oppor- 
tunity for personal investigation of the Masonic situation in Egypt. 
I regret this. I visited a lodge in Cairo in 1931 and was much im- 
pressed by the caliber of the work and by the good fellowship which 
prevailed at that time. I have been informed that recently dissension 
has arisen, that two groups have been formed as rivals and that 
Egyptian Masonry is no longer worthy of recognition. I am pursuing 
further inquiries and fear that next year the Grand Lodge of North 
Carolina will have to withdraw recognition. 


ISRAEL. Since it was impossible to go to Israel from Egypt, 
I was unable to get there to visit the new Grand Lodge of the State 
of Israel. However, I had a most cordial letter from Grand Secre- 
tary Dubinsky and met Grand Master Shaoni in Washington. I also 
talked with Scottish Masons who were concerned in its erection. All 
reports are excellent. It is doing a good work. 


GREECE. The Grand Lodge of Greece likewise suffered from 
Nazi occupation. Its temple was used as a lodging place for refugees 
and its possessions destroyed With liberation it was restored. For 
a brief period the Grand Lodge was under the control of the Supreme 
Council. This was rectified and today it is an independent body, 
worthy in every way of recognition. I attended an English speaking 
lodge which had as members Greeks, Americans, and Englishmen. 
The work was a mixture of Greek Scottish Rite, English and Ameri- 
can work. On invitation I gave the Apron lecture. I was also in- 
vited to a meeting of the Grand Council of the Grand Lodge con- 
sisting of Grand Lodge Officers. The Grand Master and Grand 
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Secretary are distinguished physicians. Among those present were 
officers and professors of the University of Athens. At this meeting 
I, and through me the Grand Lodge of North Carolina, was honored 
by presentation of a certificate and jewel making me an Honorary 
Grand Master of the Grand Lodge of Greece. I endeavored to express 
my very great appreciation. The Grand Lodge of Greece is a bulwark 
of spiritual force and is in a very great way doing fine charitable 
work in this ancient land. 


ITALY. Italian Masonry was suppressed with great brutality 
by Mussolini. Liberation was followed by confusion as many Grand 
Lodges sprang into existence. Today two rival bodies call for recog- 
nition. I met with the leaders of both bodies and was most graciously 
treated. Both have men of high caliber in them. Nevertheless great 
animosity exists between them and charges are recklessly made by 
one against the other. I came away with a feeling that they should 
get together, reconcile their differences and form one strong body in 
Italy. At the present time I cannot recommend recognition of either 
group. 

FRANCE. This country has three Masonic bodies. The Grand 
Orient of France is frankly atheistic. I chanced upon some of its 
literature and was surprised at the amount of attention given to 
occult elements therein. This body is not recognized by English or 
American Masons. The National Grand Lodge was organized under 
English auspices and has been recognized by England and most 
American Grand Lodges, including our own. The third body, the 
Grand Lodge of France, has had a long history. It is recognized 
by a few American Grand Lodges. I had a long conversation with 
a distinguished member in Paris and with its Grand Chancellor in 
Washington. I quote a letter which I received from the Grand Chan- 
cellor. “As things stand, our negotiations in view of a merger with 
the National Grand Lodge are progressing satisfactorily and I believe 
that it will be possible to give you further news within a relatively 
short time at the completion of these negotiations." This is very good 
news indeed. Such a merger will strengthen the work of legitimate 
Masonry in France and lead to closer bonds of fraternity between 
the French and ourselves. When it is accomplished we should take 
immediate steps if necessary to enter into fraternal relation with 
the united body. Until then, no further action should be taken relative 
to the Grand Lodge. 


BELGIUM. I have a great affection for this little country 
where I once spent a year in study. I met and talked with the Sover- 
iegn Grand Commander of the Scottish Rite. It is with great regret 
that I must report that the Grand Orient of Belgium is allied with the 
Grand Orient of France, the Volume of the Sacred Law is excluded 
from its altars and we cannot recognize it. I hope that some day 
they may return to sound Masonic practices. I know some Belgian 
Masons whom I should be happy to be able to greet as such. 


SCOTLAND. I was privileged to attend the Feast of St. An- 
drew of the Grand Lodge of Scotland to witness a third degree, Royal 
Arch degree and the 31st and 32nd degrees of the Ancient Rite. My 
reception was most cordial and I was royally entertained. The work 
is of course close to our own. An original Scotch origin for my 
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family and the knowledge that for seven generations the Caldwells 
of my family have been or are Masons made my visit to Scottish Ma- 
sonry a sort of homecoming. Among those present in Scotland were 
Past Grand Masters Roy of Massachusetts and Brannan of Texas. It 
was pleasant to see old friends abroad. 


ENGLAND. I had planned to attend the Quarterly Communi- 
cation of the Grand Lodge of England but conflicting engagements 
made that impossible. However, we visited Masonic Hall in London. 
It is a very fine building. The Grand Lodge Room is magnificent; 
its decorations and its organ are impressive. The Museum is most 
interesting. I urge any of you who get to London to visit it without 
fail Sir Sydney White, Grand Secretary, was most generous with 
his time and gave me some valuable information. We, my son and I, 
also met Sir Thomas G. L. Lumley-Smith, Grand Secretary of the 
Great Priory, which corresponds to our Grand Encampment and were 
invited by him to attend its most impressive session. We visited sev- 
eral lodges and saw work in all three degrees of the Blue Lodge, Mark 
Master and Royal Arch degrees. The work was always well done. 
English lodges meet in the late afternoon, five or six p.m., and follow 
the meeting with dinner and toasts. These gatherings are called “har- 
monies." 


I discovered that English Masons know one thing about North 
Carolina. At nearly every meeting I was asked to explain what the 
governor of North Carolina said to the governor of South Carolina. 


As Grand Master of the Grand Council, Allied Masonic Degrees 
of the United States, I attended the annual meeting of the Grand 
Council of England, the first American Grand Master to do so. 
Again the reception was most cordial. 


The small lodges in England make for close harmony and great 
fellowship among the members. Both in England and Scotland Ma- 
sonry is taken seriously and is doing well the work to which it is 
dedicated. 


CONCLUSION. It is a great experience to travel in foreign 
countries and receive Master's wages of friendship and brotherly love. 
Though languages and rituals differ, Masonry is one and the same 
and the Mason finds himself at home among Masons wherever they 
may be. 

In accordance with the instructions of our Most Wor- 
shipful Grand Master, I conveyed his greetings and those 
of the Masons of North Carolina to all Grand Lodges and 
lodges that I visited, and was instructed in return to bring 
their greetings back to him and to you. 


A rapid review of the reports for 1954 combined with 
visits abroad indicate that all is well with Masonry in most 
Grand Lodges throughout the world. The Grand Masters' 
addresses report satisfactory progress with regard to mem- 
bers, an increase in interest in Masonic ritual and study, 
and general peace and harmony. It is pleasing to notice that 
the number of trials for Masonic offenses was very low. 
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Addresses and orations continue to emphasize the spirit- 
ual values of Masonry. A large number of Grand Masters 
call for the holding of church services for the lodges. Here 
a slight difference appears. We find the Grand Master of 
Washington giving special permission for lodges to attend 
church wearing aprons, while the Grand Masters of Alberta 
and Queensland forbid the wearing of Masonic regalia on 
such occasions. “A church is not a Masonic Temple." The 
Grand Master of Ontario adds a piece of sound advice. 

While these Annual Church Services are all to the good 

and are highly commendable, we should remember that a 

Mason's church allegiance does not begin and end with these 

Annual Divine Services. His devotion to his church and to 

his God should be a continuous one. Freemasonry is not a 

religion but it is, in itself, religious. Freemasonry can never 

be a substitute for the church but it can well be its hand- 

maiden, and to that end every Freemason ought to be a reg- 

ular attendant with the church of his choice. 

Increasing attention is being given to the problem of 
youth. Certainly no better way can be found to combat 
juvenile delinquency, the growth of atheistic materialism 
or of Communism than to show the youth that we have a 
better way and to teach them that way. The Rhode Island 
program is outstanding and anyone interested in youth 
work should study it carefully. Through their director the 
Grand Lodge has encouraged the formation of De Molay 
groups and set up athletic events in which boys from all 
over New England have participated. The lodges are as- 
sessed 50 cents per capita to support this work. Arizona 
has appointed a field man to promote De Molay and pro- 
vides scholarships at college for worthy boys. The reviewer 
for Washington has some trenchant remarks with which 1 
am in hearty agreement. 

In this Jurisdiction the Lodge hall may be used for their 
meetings, but no further use of Lodge funds may be made. 

We say on one hand that a Lodge is entitled to use its funds 

for charitable and Masonic purposes and on the other that 

funds cannot be used for the promotion of the organizations 

of their own sons and daughters. 


It would be more consistent to permit the Lodge mem- 
bers to determine whether or not they want to use the money 
which they raised for the benefit of their own and their 
neighbor's children. It seems a shortsighted policy to Say 
that we cannot train our own children in the way of Masonry 
and certainly through these organizations that purpose can 
best be accomplished. Individually, probably every Mason is 
in favor of them and is desirous of having his own descend- 
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ants raised in such association. Of course, there is nothing 
to prevent him, as an individual, in taking part in their ac- 
tivities and helping them financially. It is the purpose of 
Masonry to aid its members in promoting the welfare of their 
own children. No one could say that it is un-Masonic to 
provide a home for the orphans of Masons, but apparently 
it is un-Masonic to provide them with association and in- 
struction along Masonic lines, which, it cannot be denied, 
are furnished by the organizations mentioned. 


The idea of Public School Works for Masons has likewise 
been spreading. 


Many Grand Lodges have developed Blood Donor pro- 
grams. It was gratifying to read in the Report of On- 
tario for the Toronto Donors: “In five years we have given 
$75,000 worth of blood, 255 of this has gone to Masons 
from all over Canada and some from U.S.A., England, 
Ireland, Seotland, and one from India." A striking example 
of Masonic Brotherhood at work where it is often most 
needed. ' 


Many Grand Lodges are becoming concerned with the 
problem of large lodges and several expedients are of- 
fered. The Grand Master of Arizona went so far as to rec- 
ommend that lodges with 350 members or over become 
Lodges of Research without the power to confer degrees ex- 
cept by courtesy. This was not approved. The best solution 
seems to be to let the lodges deal with the problem locally. 
Wisconsin has a committee to promote the organization of 
new lodges. 


The greatest divergence appears again in the question 
of the “Doctrine of the Perfect Youth.” Many Grand Lodges 
have rules similar to ours in North Carolina allowing crip- 
ples who can satisfy the requirements of the ritual and are 
not liable to become burdens on the lodges to be accepted 
subject to dispensation by the Grand Master. Nebraska, 
however, in the face of attempts to adopt such a rule clung 
valiantly to the idea that the doctrine is one of the Land- 
marks which cannot be changed. Wisconsin refused ad- 
mission to an applicant who had lost two fingers on his 
left hand and would not allow the use of a hearing aid 
during the ceremonies. In answer to a question, “Can a 
Lodge accept a petition from a man whose sight is such 
that he can only distinguish between daylight and dark?” 
The Grand Master of Washington replied: “The Lodge 
itself must determine petitioners’ qualifications." : 
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The Grand Master of Pennsylvania relaxed the strict 
rule of that Grand Lodge by allowing the initiation of an 
applicant with partial or no vision in one eye, whose other 
eye was sound, subject to the approval of the Grand Master 
or his District Deputy. Oregon, continuing its liberal pol- 
icy, allowed the initiation of a candidate, both of whose 
lower legs were paralyzed by polio. The Grand Lodge of 
Missouri took a step in this direction by ruling that the 
Grand Master may issue a dispensation at his discretion for 
a candidate who “is able to understand and exemplify or 
explain (italics mine) the ceremonies of the degree in 
question" with special provision for the conferring of the 
degree by the Grand Lecturer or a Master Mason deputed 
by him. The words “or explain" seem to offer a wide lati- 
tude but the precautions taken should prevent any great 
abuse of the privilege. What is a Landmark? The peren- 
nial question. 


Of great value to Masonry is the growth of regional 
conferences noted in the reports. It is a practice which I 
believe should spread. 


The chain letter menace is still with us, found not only 
in the United States but in Alberta and even in the Philip- 
pines. The Grand Master of New York states the case well. 

Grand Master Rowlands issued a directive to the Mas- 
ters of all of our lodges on November 3rd, 1951, calling at- 
tention to the injury done to the reputation and dignity of the 

Fraternity by the circulation of chain letters addressed to 

Masons, containing threats that if the chain is broken, ill 

fortune will befall them. Such letters are again being 

widely circulated. Participation in this practice is not only 

a mark of the stupidity of the participant, but may consti- 

tute a Masonic offense as well as a violation of the Postal 

Laws of the United States. Members of our Lodges who 

are known to have signed such letters should have brought 

to their attention the fact that they may be subject to Ma- 

sonic charges and discipline. 


A few items of general interest may be noted. 


Maryland has lectures and an examination of newly 
elected Masters in Masonic Law which all Master Masons 
are invited to attend. 

The Grand Master of Iowa was asked: “A member of 
the Moslem faith, living in our jurisdiction, has petitioned 
for the degrees. Is it permissible to use the Volume of the 
Sacred Law of the Moslem faith in obligating this person?" 
He answered “This man should be permitted to take the 
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obligation on the book which, to him, is the Volume of the 
Sacred Law and to deny that right would be to deny the 
universality of Freemasonry." His decision was approved 
with the added statement that the Holy Bible should still 
remain open on the altar. 


Rhode Island was faced with the problem of creating 
and installing a Special Distriet Deputy Grand Master to 
preside at the election and installation of officers of its 
Berlin Lodge No. 46 in Berlin, Germany. The man selected 
was in Berlin. To meet the law and the need, Berlin Lodge 
held a meeting at 7:30 in the evening. The Grand Lodge 
met in Providence simultaneously at 1:30 p.m. The secre- 
tary in Berlin read a letter to the brother and then installed 
him. Both meetings were then closed. 


The report of the Grand Lodge of the Philippines al- 
ways contains interesting information. The address by 
Dr. Jorge Bocobo, a non-Mason, on Freedom of the Mind 
was excellent. 


“Therefore let us all rededicate ourselves to the sacred 
cause of shattering the shackles on the human mind. This 
is the cause of democracy and, consequently of civilization 
itself, for only when the spirit of man is free to unfold 
itself can mankind march toward its highest destiny.” 


We note with interest the presentation of a White 
House Stone. 


The White House Stone, therefore, is one more link 
between America and the Philippines; it serves to strengthen 
the fraternal tie that binds the Masons in both countries 
together; it emphasizes the need of better understanding 
among peoples; it calls the attention of those whose serious 
concern is to make our one world a better place in which 
to live—that the happiness and prosperity of mankind can 
be attained through the constant practice and application 
of Brotherly Love, Relief, and Truth, and not by the cunning 
and bitter rule of hate, selfishness, and falsehood. 


The ritual is being translated into Japanese for the use 
of lodges in that country where a District Grand Lodge has 
been established and a lodge has been constituted in Korea. 
Our Philippine brethren are extending the work of Free- 
masonry most generously. 


We find the Order of the Eastern Star and the Order 
of DeMolay flourishing with the active support of the 
Grand Master. 
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'The list of charities of the Grand Lodge is most impos- 
ing. Of great interest is the activity of the brethren in the 
project known as “Liberty Wells" to provide artesian well 
water for people in rural areas. 


Because of the hostility to Masonry in certain circles 
the Grand Lodge has established a Committee on Masonic 
Broadcast to disseminate the policies and teachings of Free- 
masonry. 


A long section of the Grand Master's report deals with 
the menace of chain letters and chain prayers. 


I shall add one piece of information for my fellow re- 
viewers. After my visit to Greece I am perfectly confident 
of the regularity of the Grand Lodge of Greece. I would 
suggest to those who desire more information that they 
write John Candarjis, 15A Nikita Street, Piraeus, Greece, 
who is Foreign Correspondent for the Grand Lodge and is 
fluent in English. 


I append notable quotations. 


ADDRESS OF THE GRAND MASTER OF ALBERTA 


Sometimes 1 have been asked, “Why if Freemasonry is such a 
splendid thing do we not throw it open to everybody?” “Why don't 
we go out into the by-ways and highways and bring them in?” “Why 
do we close and tyle our doors?” “Why do we compel the applicant 
to pass the investigation of the committee?" “Why don’t we, with open 
hands, give this splendid thing to everybody?" My Brethren, the 
answer is simple. Freemasonry is not simply a delightful and splen- 
did possession. It is a matter of giving, not getting. It is a mission, 
a duty, and opportunity to be open only to those who are capable 
of rising to the level of that opportunity. It is something which 
men are not only to enjoy, but to use for the benefit of their fellow 
men. 


Centuries ago the torch of Freemasonry was lighted at the altar 
fire, and through the years that torch has been handed on from hand 
to hand. It has been handed on that it may give light to men, and 
that light must be given, not by kindling a conflagration, a big bon- 
fire, but by carrying the torch into the dark places. It is the 
individual torch, my brother, of your life and mine—making a great 
light which shines from our fraternity as a whole. That is the 
reason we have abstained from certain temptations. Sometimes we 
are tempted to believe that other methods would be better; some- 
times we are reproached because we do not have a social program; 
why we do not put the weight of our organization behind legislation 
which we as individuals may highly approve. Why? Because Prin- 
ciples unite men but Programs always divide. Thank God we haven't 
any program. Please God we never shall have one. Why do I say 
that? In spite of the temptations which beset us to do just that, 
why do we not do it? It may look sometimes as if it would be very 
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well worth while for this great Fraternity to place its weight solidly 
behind some political or social cause. What has been our experience 
on this subject in the past? On every occasion wherever this course 
has been taken it has led to disaster. When we depart from those 
tried principles which experience has shown us to be sound, we are 
on the way to disaster. 


There is a sad need in the world today for a place where men 
of all nationalities and creeds can meet on common ground. And 
what better place could there be than at the universal altar oí Free- 
masonry, where the only creed is that of love and the only faith is 
that in one common Fatherhood. May this great Fraternity of ours, 
throughout its length and breadth, awake to its opportunity, realize 
its purpose and bring to fruition its great mission: the establishment 
upon earth of—the Universal Brotherhood of Man. 


GRAND ORATION OF NEVADA 


Our Masonic forefathers were men of action, leaders, their soiled 
aprons were a badge of dignity, honor and respect; far more than 
the empty honors of position or rank today. They made labor hon- 
orable, set it on a par with any crown; they walked with kings; 
their advice was sought by the mighty, but they were not too proud 
to fight, to resist what they thought was unjust and wrong. 


But men free-born, of lawful age, acting in the living present, 
dealing with the burning questions of the hour, this glorious heritage 
of our fathers, which has so grandly withstood the onslaughts of 
ignorance and the ravages of time—are we doing everything to keep 
its luster bright? Are we raising or lowering the standards of pro- 
ficiency established by our stalwart predecessors? Is it considered 
now to be as much of an honor to belong to a Masonic Lodge as it 
was in the times past. Is it amiss to inquire whether the excellent 
tenets of our Institution are maintained as unsullied and transmitted 
as unimpaired as in former times? Is there as much time devoted 
to the study of its underlying and enduring principles as there should 
be? Is this Institution, which has so gloriously withstood the ravages 
of time, in danger of suffering from the lack of time on the part of 
its members to devote to it? Is there any danger of our becoming 
so absorbed in the service of domineering money and of tyrannical 
business that we will not have the allotted time for the service of 
God and of & distressed worthy brother? How many of us divide 
our time in accordance with its teaching? We all have some idea of 
what the service of a distressed worthy brother is, but this service 
of God, which is something additional and distinct, what is it? What 
does it consist of in Masonry? Can it be simply a meaningless ritual, 
or is it intended to be put into practice Masonically? 


Nothing today, none of our present problems, will ever be solved 
unless we stand firmly together as Masons and Brethren. To be 
taken and accepted as such hardly proclaims us as such. We should 
be proud, not to wear the button, but to be of service to the Craft 
and our brethren.

We have gathered here today in a happy and yet a most solemn 
ceremony. It is a high privilege indeed for those of us who have come 
here to dedicate this chapel to the present and future use of those 
who are cared for in this Masonic institution. Masons have long 
felt that a chapel under The Oaks of this great old Orphanage was 
important and necessary because religion should be a part of the 
early training and life of every child. Religion certainly has been 
a part of the Masonic fraternity and it has contributed decidedly to 
the growth and greatness of our organization. 


We believe that faith in God is the very cornerstone of J— 
The Bible is the center of Masonic life and the source of its teaching. 
The Bible opens when the lodge opens; it closes when the lodge closes. 
No business is legal, no initiation is valid, without its divine guidance. 
Thus we see that the means and methods of Masonry revolve around 
this Holy Book. No one of us can forget that among the first things 
we discovered, on being brought to light in Masonry, was the Holy 
Bible open upon the altar, supporting the Square and Compasses. 
From that altar is poured forth to the East, West and South its 
white light of spiritual truth, moral law and immortal hope. Words 
from the Bible were heard as we entered the lodge in each of the 
degrees, and its light added luster to every tool and symbol of the 
Craft. Upon it we took our obligations as Masons, sealing our vows 
with a simple act of affection, and we were exhorted to make the 
old familiar Book the rule of our faith and our guide in the practice 
of brotherly love, relief and truth. 


This represents the spirit of Masonry and it is a spirit that we 
want to preserve and perpetuate through this beautiful Chapel which 
stands as a monument to our faith in God. This Chapel is evidence 
of our belief in religion and our firm conviction that we can help 
the cause of religion by bringing the Word of God to others. 


If there are those who may consider this Chapel a little thing in 
the big world around us, may I remind them that they should not 
underestimate the importance of little things. When the mighty bridge 
was constructed over the roaring Niagara Falls it was first done by 
a boy flying a kite from one side to the other. The kite string was 
used to pull across a heavier cord, and then a stout piece of rope, 
until the first sturdy cable was drawn over the water from the spec- 
tacular Falls. 


A tiny stream of water high on a mountain peak finds its course 
blocked by a rock or a fallen tree. That small obstruction, tiny and 
insignificant as it may be, determines whether the water high on 
the mountain peak, will eventually run down one side and into the 
frigid, ice-filled waters of the North, or down the other side of the 
mountain into the sun-bathed waters of a tropical sea. And so, I 
can ask, who knows what great scholar may study here, or what in- 
fluential religious leader, or political genius may find inspiration 
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within this chapel. For this chapel will present to this Orphanage 
the opportunity for spiritual guidance to all who will make this their 
home. 


Most people are inclined to the belief that man was endowed with 
that spiritual or intellectual quality on purpose and that he did not 
come by it accidentally. If it were given to him for a purpose, as 
most people believe, then we should inquire as to what this purpose 
could be. It was not for greater physical development because man's 
physical development has been retarded because of it. It was not 
self-preservation because there are plants and animals which have 
reached a higher degree of self-preservation and longevity than man, 
without this quality. 

This spiritual quality was given to man for a purpose. Perhaps 
the purpose was to create for mankind and all the plants and animals 
on this globe a better world in which to live. Man has striven to im- 
prove the world for himself, and, in the light of history, he has 
accomplished much. Yet progress has been comparatively slow be- 
cause man in his development has not reached the point where he 
fully realized that his unique spiritual qualities were bestowed upon 
him to help others as well as himself. 


It is the purpose of God's Word to help man develop his spiritual 
qualities, That is why we need the Bible; that is why it does not go 
out of date. Communists are only fooling themselves, as have all non- 
believers before them. They do not have the power to change the 
Bible any more than they have the power to change the seasons of 
the year. Such persons do not believe in God because they cannot 
visualize God or understand how He works. For the same reason I 
could refuse to believe in thunderstorms, a tornado, or an atom bomb. 
Instead I accept them and accept the belief that the Holy Scriptures 
are inspired. As Paul said to Timothy: "All Scripture is given by 
inspiration of God, and is profitable for doctrine, for reproof, for 
correction, for instruction in righteousness; that the man of God may 
be perfect thoroughly furnished unto all good works." 


The construction of this chapel has been a great opportunity for 
the Masons of North Carolina to perform a worthwhile deed and make 
possible something which will give all of us a great deal of personal 
satisfaction. We have a real opportunity; we are giving to others 
a real opportunity. The opportunity which we are giving to others 
is one of religious education and spiritual development, for here is 
a beautiful sanctuary where young and old may come to worship. It 
is indeed a great, a beautiful, a wonderful opportunity, which the Ma- 
sons of North Carolina have made possible. 


So many ideas in science, invention, politics, and social life, have 
gained our attention in recent years that many of the older ideas, 
and religion along with them, have been crowded out. The world 
may beset with many evils and forces which seek to destroy religion, 
but we who are gathered here today can gain satisfaction from this 
new building furnishing ample evidence that the cause of religion is 
not entirely lost in our modern world. 


One of the most beautiful stories of the Bible is the story of Ruth. 
Commenting on this story, the eminent clergyman, Dr. Harry Emer- 
son Fosdick said: "If Ruth should come back today we would put 
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her sickle in a museum, for we have vast machines which storm across 
the prairie and perform the work of a thousand men; but Ruth in 
her loyalty and devotion to her mother-in-law would put us to shame. 
We have improved on Ruth’s sickle, but have we improved on Ruth?" 
Certainly this is a thought that is worthy of serious consideration. We 
have made tremendous advances in material progress, but there has 
been no corresponding growth in fundamental human qualities of 
goodness, justice, kindness, loyalty and brotherly love. In fact, is it 
not true that the Ruths of our day are very much in the minority. 
Hate, greed, selfishness, and jealousy are strong within us as they 
were among the people of Ruth's time. The forces of civilization 
which have given us television, airplanes, submarines, and the many 
conveniences we enjoy, have failed to give us an improved race of 
human beings. We have not improved on Ruth. 


Yet, such a gathering as this, and the sight before our eyes of 
a new building dedicated to the works of God and the fostering of 
religion gives us hope and inspiration. As I gaze upon this struc- 
ture—a mass of cold inaminate building material I can see something 
deeper and warmer within it glow with the presence of a Spiritual 
flame and I think now of the story of Phillip Ginter. 


It was more than a century ago that a man by the name of Phillip 
Ginter, lived in a rough cabin in the forests of Mauch Chuck Moun- 
tain. One day while he was out searching for game he became very 
hungry and decided to roast a fowl which he had killed. He built a 
fire of wood and around this fire he piled some black stones which 
he found nearby, in order to protect his fire. Imagine his surprise 
when he found that those black stones caught fire and burned, giving 
off a long and pleasant heat. He carried a great many of these stones 
home and soon everybody was using them. Today we call the black 
stones coal. 


This is an interesting story, but I have told it only to compare 
the black stones with the stones and other building materials found 
in this structure. These stones are much like the coal black stones 
Phillip Ginter found. These stones, too, will become warm and radi- 
ate a pleasing ray of heat and light when touched off with the fire 
cf religion. 


This chapel which we dedicate today will not be just another 
building—a cold but cleverly devised frame to shelter human beings 
and provide for their comfort and convenience. No. This building 
will be touched by the flame of religion—the fire of spiritual obser- 
vance—and all who enter here will feel its presence and influence. 
It will be an influence for good, and influence for religion, an in- 
fluence generated by the Supreme Architect of the Universe.

G.M., Acting Grand Lecturer; Douglas L. Rights, Grand Historian; 
Richard H. Lucas, C.L., Grand Chaplain ; Fred F. Harding, Grand 
Tyler; James W. Brewer and Lester H. Gillikin, C.L., Grand Stew- 
ards; Harvey W. Smith, Grand Marshal; W. Eli Hand, Junior 
Grand Deacon; James G. Johnston, C.L., Senior Grand Deacon; Right 
Worshipful Brethren: Wilbur L. McIver, Grand Secretary; Charles 
A. Harris, Junior Grand Warden; John C. Vance, Senior Grand 
Warden; and Charles H. Pugh, Deputy Grand Master, Grand-Master- 
elect and soon to be Most Worshipful, Charles H. Pugh. There was 
applause as each brother stood when his name was called and he was 
recognized. 


The Grand Master then closed the program for the day with 
these remarks: “I caught the words from the first number that our 
delightful artist, Mr. Gorin, brought to us this evening: 


“Art thou troubled? 
Music will calm thee. 
Art thou weary? 
Rest shall be thine.” 


You know, we have really had a busy time in Wilmington from 
the very moment we arrived Sunday afternoon. It has been one hour 
succeeding another of conferences, of committee meetings, of board 
meetings or of Grand Lodge sessions. And then this afternoon and 
this evening St. John's Lodge came to our relief and brought us such 
a wonderful, such a restful, such a beautiful, interlude that had 
meant so much to us. That has, of course, been a most delightful and 
thrilling experience, and yet that is only a part of the many fine 
evidences of the gracious hospitality that we have seen exhibited on 
the part of the good people of Wilmington, especially St. John's 
Lodge No. 1. Truly I can say that the Grand Lodge of North Caro- 
lina has never had a better, a happier, a more successful meeting 
than this one in your fine city, and for all of the many wonderful 
things that you have done for us, the many gracious experiences that 
we have had at your tender hands, we are indeed grateful to you. 


My wife had to leave a few moments ago returning to the “Gar- 
den of Eden,” but she asked me to express to you her appreciation, 
and I join with her, of course, for the many wonderful things that 
she and I both have had at your hands. 1t would be impossible to 
single out any one of you; you have all done so much. You have pro- 
vided so many wonderful things for us. I am sure that if we at- 
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tempted to enumerate them, or to list those persons who are respon- 
sible for them, we would fail to include some; but, please, will you not, 
just take our gratitude from our hearts? Tomorrow we will pass a 
formal resolution; but we want a lot of you who are here tonight, 
who will not be able to hear it tomorrow, to know just how much we 
thank you for permitting us to come with you in your delightful city 
to share the many fine and beautiful experiences of this 200th An- 
niversary. Thank you." (Loud applause). 


The Master of Ceremonies announced that the officers and mem- 
bers of St. John's Lodge No. 1, would now return to the Masonic 
Temple for the proper closing of the Lodge. 


At 11:15 p. m., the program having been completed, the Lodge 
was called from refreshment to labor in the Chapter Room of the 
Masonic Temple. 


The lodge authorized the Secretary to include as an appendix to 
these minutes clippings from newspapers pertaining to the program 
today, also any letters he may receive relative thereto which he might 
consider of historical value. This has been a full day. Fine coopera- 
tion by all made a real success of the entire program. Our ladies and 
a great number of our friends who are not Masons enjoyed the two 
magnificent programs at Brogden Hall; and as may be expected in all 
large undertakings, there were a few to whom invitations and tick- 
ets were sent who failed to appear or to return their tickets so others 
could have used them. 


There being no further business to properly come before the lodge, 
the minutes were read and approved, and the lodge was closed in 
Due Form by the Master.

ADDRESS BY 
DR. THOMAS SHERRARD ROY 


Past Grand Master of Masons in Massachusetts 


Delivered at the Bicentennial Celebration of 
St. John's Lodge No. 1, A.F. & A.M., 


Wilmington, North Carolina 
April 20, 1955 


God never finished anything that he made. Everything that he 
has created has been improved upon by man. When I made that 
statement to the individual upon whom I try out my wilder ideas, she 
said to me: *How about the rose? How about the song of the bird? 
How about the human body?" You may think of other exceptions. 
But when you talk about the rose what are you thinking of, the wild 
rose of the field or the American Beauty? The wild rose of the field 
is what God gave to man, but the American Beauty is the rose that 
man has developed from it. Man cannot create the song of the bird, 
but by the process of selection he can probably improve the song of 
any known bird to such a degree as to constitute almost a difference 
in kind. The human body has been wonderfully made by God. But it 
is susceptible to various diseases. Man has immunized his body to 
disease to such an extent that it has been raised to a new physical 
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potential. The hope that we had given to us since the report last 
week on the Salk vaccine that polio will be eliminated is a case in 
point. God has given us possibilities in every field, but has left to 
man the task of bringing those possibilities to their fullest realiza- 
tion. . 
But what has all this got to do with the celebration of your 200th 
anniversary. Of course I congratulate St. John's Lodge, Number One 
of North Carolina on its Two hundredth anniversary, and thank you 
most sincerely for the privilege of sharing in this celebration. One 
could wish for the magic that would enable him to tune in to your 
yesterdays, catch the accent of each of the two hundred years of your 
history, and resolve them into a chord of music that would be a paean 
of thanksgiving and praise for the heritage those years have given 
you. 

But that is not enough, for the question that persists is, “Where 
do we go from here?" We do not wish to suggest by our glorifica- 
tion of two hundred years of history that the best part of us is un- 
derground, or that our future is all behind us. At one time in his 
career the late David Lloyd George, Prime Minister of England, 
had a feud with descendants of the late William Ewart Gladstone, 
who was once Prime Minister of England. Something one of them 
had said or written angered Lloyd George. In his fiery reply he 
said among other things, “The saddest thing in all the world is to 
inherit a great name without inheriting any of the qualities that 
went to make that name great." You have inherited a great Lodge, 
but have you inherited the qualities that have made this Lodge great? 


Two men were tracking a tiger. As the tracks got fresher, and 
they realized that they must soon come upon him, one of them said 
to the other: "I think that we ought to divide this responsibility. 
You go on and see where he went and I'll go back and see where he 
came from." All of which suggests that while our interest may be 
in origins and history, it must also be in life and goals. Let us admit 
the greatness of St. John's Lodge for two hundred years, but let us 
realize that what it gives us today is not a model of perfection but 
a bundle of possibilities. It is not a finished product but a living, 
growing organism striving to fulfill its possibilities. While it recalls 
the creative work of the men of yesterday, it also emphasizes the 
task given the men of today to shape what has been put into their 
hands into a more perfect expression of the Masonic spirit. 


Your Lodge does not exist in a vacuum. While it is a free and 
independent unit in the community, it does not live apart from the 
community. Secrecy does not imply isolation. Your Lodge feels the 
effects of the currents of life that flow in the community, and ih 
some measure influences the direction and the strength of those 
currents. The measure in which you can take the possibilities that 
constitute your Lodge and shape them into a constructive force in the 
life of the community is the measure in which your Lodge will realize 
its true destiny. 


Let us be sure, however, that we understand the process of de- 
velopment of this raw material, the possibilities that we call St. 
John's Lodge. Sometimes, in our enthusiasm for this development we 
are betrayed into inappropriate figures of speech in describing the 
method. I have heard it said, and been guilty of saying, that it is 
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like dealing with plastic clay that can be moulded by pressure from 
without. This it not only an inappropriate figure of speech, it is a 
thoroughly bad figure of speech. Plastic clay is inorganic and can 
be moulded only by force exerted from without. The Lodge is an 
organism, and development must be the realization of its inherent 
possibilities. Our work is to create the conditions that will enable 
this organism to reach the peak of its possibilities both as to nature 
and extent. I can suggest only what some of these conditions are, 
and leave it to you to fill in what I do not have time to say. 


1. A SENSE OF VALUES 


There must be first of all a sense of values. It is quite impos- 
sible to exaggerate the importance of this condition. A poet cannot 
produce anything worth calling poetry without having a proper sense 
of word values. The more sensitive and selective the choice, the more 
beautiful the poetry. The musician must have a proper sense of tone 
values. Can anything be worse than to sit near a person who is 
singing off key, or on one note—no sense of tone values. I know of 
a lady who once said, “Music is just noise to me.” Mrs. Eaddy tells 
me that Ansel knows just two tunes, one is “Dixie” and the other 
isn't. You do not get very far in any realm without a proper sense 
of values. Nor can you in life. When I entered college there were 
men in my class who insisted that they were not going to let their 
studies interfere with their college course. They didn't! But they 
were not around on graduation day. They had no sense of values. I 
stood one day on the steps of the great library in Harvard Yard. It 
was the first day of the fall term. A group of young men came to- 
gether at the foot of the steps, and recalled some of their scholastic 
experiences of the year before. One said to the others, “What did 
you fellows get out of that course last year?" One of them replied: 
“I got an A out of it." You can have a twisted sense of values cven 
at a great university. 


There can be no development where there is not a proper sense 
_ of values. To give primary importance to secondary things, and see- 
ondary importance to primary things is to create the conditions that 
make for confused action and frustrated ends. To be concerned with 
just keeping a Lodge going for the sake of continuing a cherished 
tradition is to have a twisted sense of values. But to use the Lodge 
with its ideals and principles to make men more responsible citizens, 
and more responsive to the obligations of brotherhood is to bring out 
its true worth. In one of R. C. Hutchinson's books he makes one of 
his characters say: “A man's got no value, he's just a hundred weight 
or so of sentient tissues until he's tied to something that is inde- 
structible.” No matter where, or in what St. John's Lodge succeeds, 
it is a failure unless it succeeds in creating within the lives of its 
members a sense of being tied to that which has such worth that it 
is indestructible. 


II. MOTIVATION. 


When I was trying to put this address together for this occasion 
many factors suggested themselves to me as essential if a lodge is to 
make the most of its possiblities. The first, of course, was a sense 
of values. As time would permit consideration of but one more, I 
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was perplexed as to which to choose. It came to me that there is no 
use of having an ideal end worth striving for without the ability to 
generate the power to achieve that end. There must be adequate 
motivation. There is no substitute for driving power, and there can 
be no accomplishment without it. It may be as clear as daylight to 
you what you ought to do, but there must be a sufficient urge if it 
is going to get done. In the life of DaVinci, as recorded by Merejkow- 
ski, there was an intresting and significant incident. It seems that 
after one of his voyages to the new world, Columbus sent some calcu- 
lations that he had made to DaVinci for verification or comment. 
History tells us that Columbus was a very ignorant man. When 
DaVinci studied the calculations and saw that they were filled with 
palpable errors he wondered how it was that a man who knew as 
little as Columbus did could accomplish so much. He came to this 
conclusion. “A man must be a seer in order to know, but he must be 
blind in order to do." In other words, you can know too much for 
action. You can balance all of the negatives and positives, all of the 
advantages and disadvantages in a given situation until you reach an 
intellectual or emotional dead center that makes it impossible to move 
in either direction. The men who have accomplished the most in the 
world have not been the men who have seen most clearly the path to 
the goal, but the men who have felt too deeply to see clearly. There 
has been within them such a passion to reach the goal, such an ir- 
resistible urge that they drove through obstacles as though they did 
not exist. 

The strength of any institution, of any Lodge for that matter is 
not in the material forces at its disposal, but in the will to win on 
the part of its members. When I was in Montevideo in the fall of 
fifty-three I became acquainted with Captain Daniels, the representa- 
tive of an English shipping firm, and a member of the English Lodge 
in that city. He has been there for thirty-five years. I heard by 
chance that he had scooped the professional reporters on the story 
of the sinking of the Graf Spee, the German pocket battleship which 
was scuttled outside Montevideo early in the second world war. I 
asked him to send me the story, which he did. Why did the Graf Spee 
run for a neutral port from three inferior English vessels, the Ajax, 
the Achilles and the Exeter. She was superior to their combined 
strength in armor, fire-power and speed. Why did she choose to 
scuttle rather than fight? The answer is simple. The Captain had 
to scuttle his ship because his men refused to take her out and fight. 
They had been told that she was invincible. But a chance shot had 
entered her ward room and killed many, making shambles of the place. 
They lost faith in the invulnerability of the ship, and they had noth- 
ing left. When they saw that the ship's armor could be pierced they 
had no inner armor, no urge to fight the ship while a man remained. 
Contrast with that the American Captain who was told that the Ger- 
mans threatened to make the sea boil with hidden submarines. His 
answer was, “They can make it boil like the cauldrons of hell, but 
we'll still sail through." And they did. Why? Because of the inner 
motivation, the love for liberty and the determination to maintain it. 

We find an interesting contrast, pertinent here, in two of Ten- 
nyson's poems. In “The Lotos-eaters" we hear men who have lost 
all spirit, and will to win say: «Surely, surely slumber is more sweet 
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than toil, the shore than labor in mid-ocean, wind and wave and oar. 
O rest ye brother mariners we will not wander more.” But Ulysses, 
in the poem of that name says: "Tis not too late to seek a newer 
world. Push off and smite the sounding furrows. And though we are 
not now that strength which in old days moved heaven and earth; 
that which we are, we are, one equal temper of heroic hearts, made 
weak by time and fate; but strong in will to strive, to seek, to find, 
and not to yield." So may you members of St. John's Lodge today, with 
a clear sense of the end to which the Lodge should be devoted go for- 
ward into your third century as dedicated men. May you have as a 
continuing success the realization of your high destiny.

Reg. 70-01 (2) All the lodge books of records and ac- 
counts, old as well as new, shall be care- 
fully preserved under lock and key by the 
Secretary as safely as possible from the 
hazards of fire, water, loss, or mutilation. 


Proceedings of the Grand Lodge shall be 
preserved by lodges in suitable bookcases 
and under charge of the lodge Secretary 
who shall be responsible for their proper 
keeping. They may be loaned to members 
who shall return them to the lodge at or 
before the next succeeding stated com- 
munication. 

Reg. 95-04 Each subordinate lodge in the jurisdiction 
shall keep copies of the laws of the Grand 
Lodge for the inspection of its members. 
It is the duty of the Master to enforce 
strictly such laws in the lodge over which 
he presides. The published Proceedings 
of the Grand Lodge shall also be kept on 
file and shall be conclusive evidence of 
all matters reported therein as the ac- 
tion of the Grand Lodge, and except as 
otherwise provided, shall be evidence of 
other matters contained therein (28-03).
